To  His  Excellency  the  Honorable 

Sir  Harcisse  Fortunat  Belleatt, 

Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  Province  of  Quebec. 

I have  the  honor  to  submit  to  Your  Excellency  my  report  on  the  State  of  Public 
Instruction  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  for  the  year  1867. 

Following  this  report  will  be  found  those  of  the  three  Hormal  Schools,  of  the 
Agricultural  College  of  l’Assomption,  of  the  School  *of  Arts  and  Manufactures  at 
Montreal,  and  those  of  the  Inspectors  of  Schools. 

Some  of  these  documents  relate  to  the  year  1868,  and>  while  all  the  Statistics 
belong  to  the  year  1867,  for  which,  agreeably  to  the  understanding  which  existed 
before  Confederation,  the  report  will  be  more  in  detail,  I shall  frequently  have 
occasion  to  make  allusion  to  the  acts  which  were  passed  in  the  year  1868. 

The  publication  of  a triennial  report,  giving  the  Statistics  of  Schools  by  Muni- 
cipalities, and  the  details  of  all  the  information  collected  respecting  the  Schools  for 
Superior  Education  a^  well  as  the  reports  of  the  Inspectors,  had  been  judged  suffi- 
cient by  the  Committee  of  the  two  Houses  charged  with  the  superintendence  of 
printing,  and  it  had  been  agreed  to  publish  for  the  other  two  years,  for  the  sake  of 
economy,  only  a summary  of  the  Statistics.  This  summary,  for  the  year  1868, 
will  be  soon  published. 


It  will  be  seen  by  the  report  of  the  Principal  of  the  Laval  Normal  School,  that 
the  number  of  pupils  of  the  Normal  School,  properly  so  called,  has  been  raised,  in 
1868,  to  122  ; namely:  49  in  the  male  teachers’  division  and  73  in  the  female.  The 
model  schools  have  furnished  529  pupils  ; so  that  this  institution,  in  the  year  1868, 
has  afforded  instruction  to  651  persons. 

I would  draw  attention  to  the  following  passages  in  the  reports  of  the  two  other 
Normal  Schools. 

“ I have  the  pleasure  of  announcing  to  you,”  says  the  Principal  of  the  Jacques 
Cartier  Normal  School,  “ that  all  our  teachers  furnished  with  diplomas  and  who 
have  completed  their  course  (last  year)  are  engaged  in  teaching  at  this  moment.” 

The  Principal  of  the  McGrill  Normal  Schools,  says : “*The  reports  sent  to  the 
school  shew  that  253  of  the  pupils  who  have  obtained  diplomas,  are  now  devoting 
themselves  to  teaching,  or  are  about  to  do  so;  12  have  returned  to  the  school  to 
obtain  diplomas  of  a higher  degree.  Most  of  the  others,  I doubt  not,  have  been 
engaged  in  teaching  without  sending  me  word.” 

The  Principal  of  the  Laval  Normal  School  complains,  with  reason,  in  his  report, 
of  the  insufficiency  of  the  premises  in  which  the  numerous  pupils  of  this  institution 
are  crowded  together.  The  ancient  Chateau,  which  has  already  been  twice  con- 
verted to  the  uses  of  a Normal  School,  is  not  onty  a very  old  building,  but  is 
further,  ill  adapted  for  the  purpose  ; whenever  the  finances  of  the  Province  permit, 
there  will  be  much  advantage  in  constructing  an  edifice  worthy  of  the  important 
objects  to  which  this  institution  is  devoted. 

The  progress  of  the  Normal  Schools  during  the  year  1867,  and  since  their  first 
establishment,  is  exhibited  in  the  following  tables  : the  first  shewing  the  number  of 
pupils,  the  second,  that  of  the  diplomas  granted.

The  introduction,  in  the  Normal  Schools,  of  a more  complete  and  a more 
practical  system  of  teaching  Agriculture,  has  been  recommended  in  a report  of  a 
Committee  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  charged  with  the  inquiry  into  Agriculture 
and  Colonization,  and  a sum  of  $12,000  has  been  voted  for  this  object. 

The  results  obtained  in  some  parts  of  France  and  Belgium  by  the  teaching  of 
agriculture  and  horticulture,  in  the  Normal  Schools,  and,  above  all,  the  success  of 
the  Model-Farms  in  connection  with  the  Central  Normal  School  of  Dublin,  and  with 
the  Model  Schools  of  the  other  great  Towns  of  Ireland,  have  induced  me  to  recom- 
mend the  establishment  of  Model-Farms  in  connection  with  our  Normal  Schools,  as 
one  of  the  best  means  of  diffusing  agricultural  instruction.  Doubtless  the  pupil 
teachers  of  the  Normal  Schools,  after  acquiring  at  least  a certain  theoretical  and 
practical  knowledge  of  agriculture  and  horticulture,  would  be  very  apt  and  well 
disposed  to  contribute  powerfully  to  the  progress  of  those  branches.  It  is  not  only 
the  dissemination  of  agricultural  knowledge  which  would  result  from  the  direction 
of  schools  being  under  these  pupil  teachers,  it  is  not  only  the  importance  of  this 
noble  pursuit,  easily  instilled  into  the  minds  of  young  scholars,  that  we  have  to 
-consider,  but  there  is  also  the  propagation  of  knowledge  which  each  teacher  would 
occasion  in  his  neighbourhood,  and  the  influence  which  his  advice  would  exercise, 
and  his  example,  in  case  he  should  be  able  to  procure  for  himself  a small  lot  of  land 
for  cultivation. 

Some  seem  to  prefer  a system  of  Model-Farms  distributed  through  the  diffe- 
rent counties.  Instruction  in  practical  agriculture  given  in  the  Normal  Schools,  so 
# far  from  being  an  obstacle  to  such  a measure,  would  naturally  lead  to  it.  It  may  be 
assumed  that  the  pupils  going  forth  from  the  Normal  Schools  would  be  directors 
already  prepared  for  those  institutions  ; that  at  least  a certain  number  of  them 


would  imbibe  a particular  taste  for  agriculture,  and  that  in  the  case  of  their 
abandoning  teaching  instead  of  embracing  one  of  the  liberal  profession  or  of  leaving 
the  country,  as  has  been  the  case  with  several  former  teachers,  they  should,  become 
here  trained  agriculturalists,  and  in  fact  model-farmers  if  not  directors  of  model- 
farms. 

These  motives,  which  have  decided  the  Government  and  the  Legislature  to 
vote  the  sum  which  has  been  granted,  have,  since  last  Session,  led  me  to  concern 
myself  in  giving  immediate  effect  to  the  vote.  Mean  while,  as  that  would  be 
making  a new  experiment  in  this  country,  the  Government  has  thought  proper  to 
consult,  before  acting,  as  well  respecting  the  mode  to  be  followed  as  the  details, 
the  Members  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  those  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture, 
and  distinguished  practical  Agriculturalists;  and,  finding  a great  difference  of 
opinion  upon  several  important  points,  while  requiring  from  the  directors  of  the 
formal  Schools  special  reports  about  the  manner  of  making  these  practical  studies 
accord  with  the  programmes  of  these  Schools,  it  has  appointed  M.  l’Abbe  Godin, 
former  director  of  the  Model-Farm  of  Ste.  Therese,  to  study  analogous  Institutions 
in  Europe  and  particularly  the  Model-Farms  connected  with  the  Normal  Schools  of 
Ireland. 

There  is  every  reason  to  hope,  that,  if  the  Legislature  be  willing  to  vote  anew 
the  sum  demanded  last  year,  this  project,  to  which  I attach  the  greatest  importance* 
will  be  soon  matured. 

The  following  Table  contains  a summary  of  the  general  Statistics  of  Public 
Instruction  since  the  year  1853.  The  increase  in  the  whole  number  of  pupils  for 
the  year  1867  will  be  observed  to  be  inconsiderable.  There  is  even  a slight  decrease 
for  several  districts  of  inspection,  although  in  some  cases  merely  apparent  and  the 
result  of  errors  in  the  preceding  report.  The  decrease  of  114  Institutions  upon  the 
returns  of  1866  is  also,  in  part,  merely  apparent,  new  Inspectors  having  changed 
the  classification  of  Schools  and  omitted  to  assign  as  -distinct  Schools  the  Primary 
Schools  attached  to  other  Institutions.

The  following  table  indicates  the  progress  made  in  teaching  the  most  essential 
branches ; it  comprises  the  Institutions  of  Superior  Education  as  well  as  the  Ele- 
mentary Schools.  Book-keeping,  Geography  and  History  are  now  taught  in  all  the 
Model  and  in  a great  number  of  the  Elementary  Schools. 


Comparative  Table  of  the  number  of  children  learning  each  branch  since  the  year  1853. 
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For  the  first  time,  the  reports  of  the  Model  Schools  aided  are  published  among 
the  Statistics  of  Superior  Education. 

These  institutions,  although  naturally  forming  a part  of  the  primary  schools, 
are  aided  from  the  funds  for  Superior  Education  and  transmit  their  reports  in  the 
same  form  as  the  Colleges  and  Academies.  Nevertheless,  although  they  are  inserted 
as  the  fifth  division  of  secondary  schools  in  the  table  of  superior  instruction  and  of 
secondary  instruction,  in  the  general  recapitulation  of  the  whole  Statistics  of  Public 
Instruction,  the  Model  Schools  figure  as  they  ought  to  do  among  the  primary;  they 
are,  in  effect,  equivalent  to  those  of  the  class  styled  in  France  “ Superior  Primary 
Schools ,”  being  merely  one  degree  higher  than  the  simple  elementary  schools. 

The  total  number  of  scholars  of  these  Model-  Schools  is  22,461.  A certain 
number  of  the  charity  schools  in  the  cities  have  been  classed  among  them,  although 
the  most  of  their  scholars  study  only  the  subjects  required  for  elementary  schools. 
The  remark  which  I have  made  several  times  in  my  preceding  reports  on  the 
subject  of  the  lower  forms  in  the  colleges  applies  to  these  schools ; the  greater  portion 
of  their  scholars  ought  to  be  included  in  the  category  of  elementary  schools.  Of 
scholars  attending  the  Model  Schools  receiving  aid,  (strictly  speaking  the  Superior 
Primary  Schools ) there  are  12,442  boys  and  10,019  girls.  Most  of  these  schools  are 
conducted  by  instructors  belonging  to  the  religious  orders,  or  by  teachers  possessing 
the  Model  School  diploma  granted  by  the  Normal  Schools  or  by  the  Boards  of 
Examiners.  The  possession  of  a diploma  of  this  class,  whether  of  the  Normal 
School  or  of  those  Boards,  is  always  required  on  the  part  of  the  lay  teachers  ; the 
law  exempts  ministers*  of  religion,,  ecclesiastics  and  persons  of  the  religious  orders. 
A large  share  of  the  most  useful  and  profitable  instruction  which  is  given  with  the 
aid  of  government  is  attributable  to  these  schools,  distributed,  to  the  number  of  194, 
in  all  the  counties  of  the  Province.  A more  regular  classification  of  these  Institutions, 
and  of  the  Academies  for  girls  and  for  boys,  and  a special  surveillance  of  the  carry- 
ing out  of  a course  of  study  more  strict  and  less  varied  than  that  which*  has  been 
pursued  up  to  the  present  time  would  be  very  desirable. 

The  following  table  of  the  sums  levied  for  scholastic  contributions  and  of  the 
voluntary  contributions  shews  a considerable  increase  for  the  year,  due  principally 
to  the  increase  of  the  supplementary  taxes  and  of  those  for  the  construction  of 
school-houses.  Much  of  the  increase  has  occurred  in  the  new  and  distant  parishes 
which  have  given  proofs  of  great  zeal  in  behalf  of  public  instruction.

The  Boards  of  Examiners  continue  their  important  task  and  there  is  reason  to 
hope  they  will  shewr  themselves  more  and  more  disposed  towards  a just  strictness 
in  regard  to  a large  number  of  candidates,  and  above  all  to  those  who  armed  with  a 
too  easily  obtained  diploma  cause  a deplorable  competition  with  teachers  really 
capable.  A glance  at  the  following  table  will  shew  that  some  of  the  Boards  appear 
still  to  dispose  a little  too  rapidly  of  the  number  of  candidates  who  present  them- 
selves for  examination..

I still  entertain  the  hope  that  the  Legislature  will  augment  the  aid  accorded 
to  this  fund.  There  is  reason  to  expect  that  such  augmentation  would  lead  a 
greater  number  of  teachers  to  subscribe. 

In  any  case  it  is  desirable  that  a somewhat  higher  pension  should  be 
afforded  to  aged  teachers  retired  froiH  teaching,  who  have  contributed  according  to 
their  ability,  to  the  maintenance  of  their  confreres  and  who  have  made  this  use  of 
their  small  savings. 

The  clergy,  school  commissioners,  and  inspectors  of  schools  would  render  a 
real  service  to  teachers  in  acquainting  them  with  the  conditions  of  subscription  to 
this  fund.  In  spite  of  all  the  pains  taken  to  do  this  in  the  Journal  of  Education 
and  in  the  Journal  de  V Instruction  Publique,  there  seems  to  be  an  impression  that,, 
in  order  to  have  a right  to  a pension  it  is  sufficient  to  have  taught  a certain  number 
of  years. 

Among  the  subjects  which  should  occupy  the  teachers  at  the  meetings  of  their 
associations,  I take  the  liberty  of  indicating  this  as  one  of  the  most  important, 

I have  here  to  express  again  my  regret  that  so  small  a number  of  teachers 
attend  meetings  whose  utility  is  so  great,  and,  in  behalf  of  which,  a certain  number 
among  them,  and  especially  the  Principals  and  professors  of  the  Normal  Schools, 
make  such  commendable  efforts.

REPORT 

OP  THE 

JACQUES  CARTIER  NORMAL  SCHOOL, 

FOR  THE  SCHOLASTIC  YEAR,  1867-68. 


To  the  Honorable  P.  J.  0.  Chauveau, 

Minister  of  Public  Instruction,  &c.,  &c. 

Sir, — I have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  my  report  on  the  state  and  progress 
of  the  Jacques  Cartier  Normal  School,  for  the  scholastic  year  1867-68. 

I. 

During  the  year,  16  . old  and  19  new  pupils  were  admitted.  The  number  of 
applications  for  admission  was  at  the  same  time  considerable.  We  deemed  it, 
however,  more  than  ever  necessary  to  insist  on  two'  conditions : lo.  a certain  amount 
of  elementary  knowledge : 2o.  punctuality  of  payment  in  advance,  at  the  commence- 
ment of  each  quarter,  as  required  by  the  rules. 

If  we  did  not  admit  all  those  making  application,  we  had  the  satisfaction  of 
knowing  that  the  revenues  of  the  year  were  more  certain,  and  that  we  had  at  its 
close  the  usual  number  of  pupils’ in  a position  to  receive  diplomas. 

St.  Alexandre  d’Iberville  and  St.  Martin  were  the  two  parishes  which  contributed 
the  largest  number  of  pupils — the  former  sending  us  6 and  the  latter  5 ; and  this  result 
was  due  to  the  encouragement  of  the  Cures  and  the  impetus  given  by  the  teachers, 
former  pupils  of  the  Jacques-Cartier  Normal  School.  Several  came  to  us  from  distant 
parishes  to  the  North  of  Montreal,  and  one  from  Sandwich,  a Mr.  Girardot,  now  a 
worthy  teacher  in  that  locality.

III. 

I caused  three  examinations  to  be  held  in  the  course  of  the  year:  the  first  at 
Christmas,  the  second  at  Easter  and  the  third  at  the  end  of  June.  We  again  note 
the  fact  that  English  pronunciation  and  French  orthography  are  the  two  things  that 
offer  the  most  difficulty  to  the  pupils.  As  for  the  first,  the  reason  will  be  easily 
understood  by  every  one.  • The  second  difficulty  will  not  excite  surprise  either ; the 
pupils  retain  the  rules  of  French  grammar  and  apply  them  because  they  understand 
them,  the  thing  being  as  much  a matter  of  judgment  as  of  memory,  while  orthography 
is  nearly  always  a mere  exercise  of  memory,  at  least  for  those  unacquainted  with  the 
dead  languages.  Time  and  practice  only  will  remove  these  obstacles,  and  it  is  to  be 
regretted  that  in  schools  more  attention  is  not  paid  to^ making  the  pupils  spell  and 
write  to  dictation. 

The  study  of  the  sciences,  for  the  reasons  above  stated,  does  not  present  any  great 
difficulty.  All  apply  themselves  to  it  with  the  most  astonishing  ardor,  when  we 
take  into  consideration  the  repugnance  evinced  by  the  youth  of  our  Colleges  to 
abstruse  studies,  especially  mathematics.  This  year,  in  particular,  the  course  of 
algebra  and  geometry  was  sufficiently  advanced,  and  I regret  that  time  did  not 
permit  us  to  couple'  with  it  a course  of  instruction  in  mechanics.  These  branches 
are  becoming  every  day  of  greater  utility.  Put  it  is  time  that  is  wanting. 

IV. 

At  the  close  of  the  scholastic  year,  diplomas  were  granted  to  12  pupils. 

1 for  an  Academy. 

5 for  Model  Schools. 

6 for  Elementary  Schools. 
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Two  pupils  of  the  superior  class  having  found  excellent  situations  towards  the 
end  of  the  year,  and  a third  being  compelled  from  family  reasons  to  interrupt  his 
studies,  we  cannot  count  in  all  more  than  four  teachers  worthy  to  receive  the  Aca- 
demy diploma.  Messrs.  Pelletier  and  G-authier,  indeed,  intend  to  undergo  their 
examinations  as  soon  as  possible. 

It  should  be  remarked  also  that  we  granted  no  diplomas  to  pupils  in  their  first 
year,  who  propose  to  continue  with  us.  I must,  however,  except  Mr.  Ethier,  a 
pupil  in  his  second  year,  who  received  an  elementary  school  diploma,  as,  though 
he  followed  but  a part  of  his  classes  this  year,  he  intends  to  follow  the  remainder 
next  year. 

Y. 

I have  the  pleasure  of  informing  you  that  all  our  teachers  bearing  diplomas, 
who  completed  their  courses,  are  teaching  at  present. 

Mr.  Dorais  is  teaching  English  in  theanew  college  at  Sorel;  Messrs.  Napoleon 
Boire  and  Creteau  are  teaching  in  the  Academy  at  Chambly,  Mr.  Quesnel  is  teach- 
ing French  at  Trinity  College,  Port  Hope ; Messrs.  Juaire  and  Gosselin  are  at  the  St. 
Pierre  Academy ; Messrs.  Dostaler  and  Gauthier  are  at  the  Ste.  Marie  Academy ; 
Mr.  Tetreault,  at  the  Commercial  Academy,  under  Mr.  Archambault;  Mr.  Bellerose, 
at  Roxton-Falls  ; Mr.  Savignac,  at  the  Academy  of  St.  Cesaire. 

I must  call  your  attention  to  the  zeal  and  perseverance  displayed  by  Mr.  F.  M. 
Mousseau.  This  gentleman  is  now  teaching  at  Rochester,  Ontario : he  had  pre- 
viously undertaken  to  teach  a very  poor  school  in  Nova  Scotia,  but  as  he  had  no 
other  school  room  than  a stable,  he  was  obliged  to  send  the  children  home,  when  the 
•cold  and  rains  of  the  fall  set  in.  On  his  return  here,  I was  happy  in  being  enabled 
to  obtain  a good  situation  for  him  in  "Upper  Canada.

YI. 


I caused  the  military  exercises,  which  all  the  pupils  practise  with  ardor,  to  be 
•continued  ; they  evince  great  liking  for  them  ; those  who  have  been  admitted  to  the 
military  school,  and  those  who  have  joined  the  Pontifical  Zouaves  are  the  very  ones 
who  most  practised  military  drill  and  who  formed  part  of  the  Chasseurs  Canadiens. 

When  it  became  known  that  a department  for  teaching  agriculture  would  be 
added  to  this  Institution,  all  the  scholars  expressed  their  desire  to  be  taught  a and 
practise  it.  They  are  mostly  all  from  the  country;  they  know  better  than  any 
others  the  benefits  they  would  derive  from  agricultural  instruction ; I have  no  doubt 
myself  that  many  will  find  in  agriculture  a useful  and  honorable  career,  on  retiring 
from  teaching. 

But  in  order  that  this  instruction  and  the  military  drill  may  not  interfere  with 
the  principal  aim  of  the  Normal  School,  a preparatory  class  should  be  added  to  the 
first  year.  This  would  permit  of  the  admission  of  a great  number  of  candidates 
whom  we  now  refuse,  because  they  do  not  possess  sufficient  knowledge  to  obtain  a 
'diploma  after  ten  months’  study. 

This  class  might  also  receive  pupils  of  a model  school  at  once  old  enough 
and  sufficiently  advanced.  Up  to  this  time,  after  following  the  classes  of  the  model 
school  these  young  people  were  obliged  to  look  elsewere  for  further  instruction. 

YII. 


I have  afforded  to  the  Library  and  the  different  scientific  collections,  all  the 
assistance  compatible  with  our  resources. 

As  regards  the  Library,  my  attention  was  chiefly  given  to  the  completion  of 
the  collections  on  mathematics,  mechanics,  chemistry  and  physics,  ’and  next  to  the 
■completion  of  that  on  history.  With  regard  to  agriculture,  there  are  practical  works 
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and  some  large  publications;  but  it  is  a department  which  can  only  be  completed 
in  course  of  time. 

A few  instruments  were  added  to  the  natural  philosophy  department : among 
which  were  several,  which  serve  to  explain  the  application  of  electricity  to  biology, 
and  of  light  and  heat  to  certain  interesting  cases. 

The  late  lamented  Mr.  de  Lusignan  enriched  our  cabinet  of  natural  history 
with  a small,  but  highly  interesting  collection  of  shells,  from  the  coast  of  Florida, 
and  belonging  to  species  of  which  we  possessed  no  specimens.  Quite  lately,  the  abbe 
Laverdiere,  missionary  at  Key  West,  made  a further  addition  to  it  by  means  of 
several  very  handsome  and  well  preserved  specimens,  kindly  giving  us  at  the  same 
time  reason  to  expect  further  contributions  from  him. 

I regret,  Sir,  that  the  home  department  of  our  museum  is  still  so  incomplete.  In 
the  botanical  department,  we  have  not  a single  sample  of  our  Canadian  woods  and  but 
very  few  plants.  We  have  further  neither  specimens  of  fish  nor  quadrupeds  ; but  our 
Canadian  ornithology  is  more  complete.  I fruitlessly  endeavored  to  obtain  speci- 
mens of  minerals  and  useful  earths — in  fine  to  organize  a good  department  of 
American  geology.  The  government  only  can  effect  this  object  for  the  institutions 
under  its  control,  as  it  has  already  done  for  foreign  institutions. 

There  is  hardly  any  necessity  to  insist  on  the  importance  of  such  collections, 
the  good  results  of  which  can  be  supplied  neither  by  books  nor  oral  instruc- 
tion. It  is  moreover  a fundamental  principle  of  teaching,  that  the  intelligence  is 
more  easily  aroused  through  the  eyes  than  the  ears. 

Till. 

The  Jacques  Cartier  Normal  School  should  be  very  grateful,  for  the  additional 
rooms  you  have  caused  to  be  placed  at  its  disposal.  * 

We  now  have  room  for  all  the  classes ; the  study  is  compact,  jvarm,  and  well 
ventilated ; the  library  and  museums  are  conveniently  placed. 

Every  thing,  so  to  speak,  is  concentrated  in  the  upper  storeys  and  in  the  old 
Kamezay  Chateau,  which  no  doubt,  will  have  the  effect  of  retarding  the  deterio- 
ration of  that  portion  of  the  building  previously  occupied. 

Notwithstanding  the  excessive  heat  of  the  summer  and  the  fatigue  of  study, 
the  health  of  the  pupils  was  good.  By  a very  rare  chance,  in  a community,  but  a 
single  pupil  was  confined  to  the  infirmary  and  only  for  a few  days.  Towards  the 
middle  of  June,  however,  I deemed  it  necessary  to  take  exceptional  precautions, 
which  were  rendered  necessary  by  the  heat.  By  the  advice  of  the  doctors,  I caused  a 
bath  sufficiently  spacious  to  move  about  in,  to  be  prepared  in  the  recreation  yard. 

In  the  evening  of  the  warmest  summer  days,  and  every  morning,  the  pupils  bathed 
in  it.  Without  this  precaution,  it  would  have  been  impossible  for  many  to  have 
remained,  until  the  close  of  the  scholastic  year. 

You  kindly  deemed  it  proper  to  call  Mr.  DeLaney  to  the  discharge  of  other 
duties.  The  confidence  with  which  you  honored  him  on  that  occasion  was  the  only 
consideration  which  tempered  the  regret  his  colleagues  and  pupils  felt  at  his 
removal. 

In  conclusion,  I have  only  to  record  my  approval  of  the  zeal  shown  by  the 
Professors  and  to  repeat  once  more,  that  to  them  especially  are  due  the  success  and 
progress  of  the  year.

To  the  Honorable  P.  J.  O.  Chauveau, 

Minister  of  Public  Instruction,  Quebec. 

Sir, — I have  the  honor  to  lay  before  you  the  Report  of  the  Laval  Normal  School, 
for  the  scholastic  year  1866-67. 

It  will  be,  I trust,  as  accurate  and  complete  as  possible  ; but  you  will  please  to 
observe  that  having  only  assumed  the  office  of  Principal  of  this  school  on  the  10th  of 
September,  1867,  after  two  years’  residence  in  Rome,  I could  not  make  it  as  perfect 
and  as  deserving  of  your  attention  as  it  ought  to  be. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  the  school  is  one  hundred  and  eleven,  fifty-three  of 
whom  are  in  the  male  teachers’  and  fifty-eight  in  the  female  teachers’  department. 

Amongst  the  former,  three  were  studying  for  Academy  diplomas,  fourteen  were 
in  the  first  division  and  twenty-six  in  the  second.  Out  of  this  number,  twelve 
received  diplomas:  one  for  an  Academy,  five  for  Model  and  six  for  Elementary 
Schools. 

Among  the  latter,  thirteen  were  in  the  first  division  and  forty  five  in  the 
second.  Twenty  four  received  diplomas,  thirteen  for  model,  and  eleven  for 
elementary  schools.  Mr.  Thomas  Duchesne  obtained  the  prize  founded  by  H.  R. 
H.  the  Prince  of  Wales.  All  the  pupils  who  received  diplomas  and  were,  able  to 
teach,  really  did  so,  with  the  exception  of  a few  whose  health  did  not  permit  them. 

I am  certain  that  under  the  able  management  of  the  Principal,  Mi*.  Jean 
Langevin,  and  Mr.  Abbe  Narcisse  Fortier  acting  Principal  from  the  month  of  May 
until  the  month  of  September,  the  good  conduct  of  the  pupils  and  their  progress  in 
the  arts  and  sciences  were  not  less  marked  than  in  past  years.  The  health  of  both 
the  male  and  female  pupil  teachers  has  been  pretty  fair,  and  death,  which  made 
sad  havoc  last  year,  has  fortunately  spared  us. 

Our  affiliated  schools  have  continued  to  be  attended  by  a large  number  of 
pupils,  and  to  produce  results  as  satisfactory  as  formerly. 

The  conferences  of  teachers,  in  connection  with  this  school,  leave  much  to  be 
desired,  as  well  in  regard  to  attendance,  as  to  the  work  which,  as  it  has  necessarily 
to  be  divided  among  a small  number  of  members,  can  neither  have  the  same  impor- 
tance or  effect  the  result  which  it  promised,  I believe,  at  the  outset. 
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May  I now,  be  permitted,  Sir,  to  say  a word,  on  a subject,  which  is  not  foreign 
to  the  present  institution,  not  even  at  the  stage  of  its  existence,  the  principal 
features  of  which  I have  the  honor  of  at  present  laying  before  you. 

Called  with  the  consent  of  the  ecclesiastical  authorities  of  this  diocese,  by  the 
pleasure  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  the  kindness  of  ministers  and  especially 
of  yourself,  to  the  distinction  of  directing  the  Laval  Normal  School,  I must  here 
express  my  humble  and  lively  gratitude  for  the  confidence  reposed  in  me. 

Called  to  the  management  of  an  institution  founded  by  yourself  and  conducted  9 
with  so  much  wisdom  before  my  time  by  two  gentlemen  to-day  elevated  to  the  dignity 
of  the  episcopate,  one  during  a year  and  the  other  during  nine  years,  I must  in  justice 
state  that  if  the  work  of  the  future  is  likely  to  be  considerable  it  has  been,  as  far  as 
possible  lessened,  by  what  has  been  already  effected.  A strong  organization,  perfect  . . 
order  and  a powerful  impetus  in  the  direction  of  right  and  science,  are  the  obvious 
results  of  their  management.  The  work  so  begun  was  well  carried  on  by  the  abbe 
N.  Fortier  acting  Principal  from  May  to  September.  Under  your  wise  and  able 
management,  with  the  assistance  of  professors  as  competent  as  they  are  zealous,  I 
venture  to  hope,  that  the  Laval  Normal  School  will  long  continue  worthy  of  its 
antecedents,

REPORT 

OF  THE 

McGILL  NORMAL  SCHOOL, 

FOR  THE  SCHOLASTIC  YEAR,  1867-68. 


To  the  Honorable  P.  J.  O.  Chauveau, 

Minister  of  Public  Instruction,  Quebec. 

Sir, — At  the  close  of  the  eleventh  session  of  the  McGill  Normal  School,  I beg 
to  present  the  annual  report  required  by  the  regulations. 

The  number  of  teachers  training  on  the  list  in  the  past  session,  was  62.  Of 
these,  5 were  males  and  57  females ; 32  were  from  Montreal  and  its  vicinity,  30 
from  other  places;  seventeen  were  studying  for  the  Model  School  Diploma,  and  45 
for  the  Elementary  School  Diploma. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  the  Model  Schools,  was  329. 

The  number  of  diplomas  granted  at  the  close  of  the  session,  was  47,  viz.:  for 
an  academy,  1 ; for  model  schools,  11;  for  elementary  schools,  35.  ^ Six  of  these 
were  granted  to  male  teachers. 

These  numbers  raise  the  total  number  of  diplomas  granted  by  this  school  to  489 
and  the  total  number  of  persons  who  have  received  diplomas  to  367.  Of  the  total 
number  of  persons  who  have  received  diplomas,  nineteen  have  taken  those  for  Aca- 
demies, one  hundred  and  thirty  those  for  Model  Schools  and  218  those  for  Elementary 
Schools. 

The  returns  sent  in  to  the  school  show  that  253  of  those  who  have  received 
diplomas  are  or  lately  have  been  engaged  in  teaching,  and  12  have  returned  to  the 
school  for  the  higher  diploma.  No  doubt,  many  others  have  taught  who  have  failed 
to  inform  me  of  the  fact. 

I have,  as  usual,  to  express  the  most  entire  satisfaction  with  the  zeal  and  diligence 
of  the  several  professors  and  teachers  and  with  the  success  which  has  attended  their 
efforts. 

The  classes  for  religious  instruction  have,  as  in  former  years,  been  regularly  and 
efficiently  conducted  by  ministers  of  the  several  religious  denominations,  to  whom 
we  are  under  much  obligation  for  their  valuable  and  gratuitous  labors  in  this  part 
of  the  work  of  the  school. 

In  the  past  session  the  pupils  and  teachers  of  the  model  schools  have,  as  usual, 
suffered  some  discomfort  from  our  want  of  sufficient  space  for  the  work  of  the  classes ; 
and  from  the  same  cause  a large  number  of  applicants  for  admission  have  been  un- 
able to  obtain  entrance.  I would  again  urgently  renew  my  often  repeated  applica- 
tion for  aid  in  the  matter  of  increased  accommodation,  and  would  beg  leave  to  invite 
your  attention  to  the  places  and  estimates  for  this  purpose  submitted  two  years  ago. 

I would  also  beg  leave  to  refer  to  two  subjects  intimately  connected  with  the 
welfare  of  the  school,  which  have  engaged  my  attention  during  the  past  session,  and 
which,  in  my  judgment,  are  deserving  of  consideration  in  connection  with  any  future 
legislation  for  the  improvement  of  elementary  education. 

The  first  is  the  want  of  any  adequate  practical  distinction  between  those  teachers 
who  have  received  a thorough  training  in  the  normal  schools  and  those  who  have 
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Jbeen  merely  licensed  on  examination.  It  was  at  one  time  supposed  that  the  restric- 
tion of  the  diploma  of  the  examiners  to  a merely  local  value  and  to  a duration  of 
three  years  only,  would  have  had  the  effect  of  inducing  the  greater  number  of  young 
teachers  to  aspire  to  the  normal  school  diploma. 

It  is  still  found,  however,  that  comparatively  few  avail  themselves  of  the  ad- 
vantages of  the  normal  school : and  on  the  contrary,  it  is  to  be  feared  that  too  many 
subject  themselves  to  the  process  of  cramming  the  programme  of  questions  prepared 
by  the  department  for  the  guidance  of  examiners,  than  -which  it  is  scarcely  possible 
to  conceive  any  process  less  likely  to  produce  good  teachers. 

The  advantages  offered  by  the  formal  Schools  are  now  so  great  and  so  acces- 
sible, that  it  is  scarcely  too  much  to  ask  that  all  young  teachers  should  be  subjected 
to  their  discipline  ; and  that  we  should  no  longer  render  valuable  and  costly 
institutions  comparatively  inoperative  by  providing  a mode  in  which  those  who 
most  need  these  benefits  should  be  exempted  from  attendance  upon  them. 

I would  suggest  as  means  for  rendering  the  Normal  Schools  more  widely 
useful  : 

1°  Some  distinction  in  title  between  trained  and  untrained  teachers.  Those 
trained  in  the  Normal  Schools  might  be  styled  Associates  of  the  School  in  which 
they  had  received  their  diplomas. 

2°  Trained  teachers  should  be  entitled  to  a higher  proportion  of  the  Provincial 
grant,  as  constituting  a higher  grade  in  the  profession. 

3°  In  connection  with  the  efforts  now  being  made  for  the  promotion  of  agricul- 
tural improvement,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  cheapest  and  best  mode  of 
effecting  this  result  would  be  to  give  aid  to  classes  in  agriculture  in  the  schools 
taught  by  teachers  who  had  studied  this  and  cognate  subjects  in  the  Normal 
Schools. 

4°  I have  no  doubt  that  a more  rigid  estimation  of  the  results  of  teaching  in 
the  public  schools  and  an  appropriate  distribution  of  public  aid  would  at  once  tell 
in  favor  of  the  trained  teachers. 

The  second  recommendation  which  I would  venture  to  make  is  that  a small 
-sum  should  be  granted  to  the  ordinary  Professors  of  the  Normal  School  to  enable 
them  during  the  summer  vacation,  to  visit  those  parts  of  the  Province  in  which 
teachers  from  the  Normal  School  are  employed,  and  to  hold  institutes  or  meetings 
of  teachers  of  short  duration  writh  the  view  of  giving  renewed  stimulus  and  addi- 
tional information  to  teachers. 

Such  institutes  have  proved  exceedingly  valuahle  elsewhere,  and  would  no 
doubt,  tend  greatly  to  the  improvement  of  those  employed  as  teachers,  and  also 
enable  the  Professors  to  diffuse  information  as  to  the  school  itself,  with  the  view  of 
promoting  the  attendance  of  suitable  pupils. 

It  has  often  been  suggested  that  the  course  of  study  in  the  Normal  School 
might  be  shortened  with  the  view  of  inducing  a larger  number  to  attend.  Our 
experience  is  not  in  favor  of  this  suggestion,  any  further  than  it  applies  to  the 
admission  of  qualified  pupils  at  an  advanced  period  of  the  course,  as  now  provided 
by  the  regulations.  A shorter  term  of  study  would  only  lead  to  the  superficial 
acquisition  of  a certain  amount  of  information  and  could  not  give  training  or  a 
practical  acquaintance  with  the  art  of  teaching. 

It  must  not  be  inferred  from  the  above  remarks  that  1 regard  the  Normal 
Schools  as  unsuccessful.  On  the  contrary  their  benefits  to  the  country  have  been 
great  and  are  continually  increasing.  I merely  regret  that  these  benefits  cannot  be 
more  rapidly  extended,  while  so  many  children  are  growing  up  without  experiencing 
the  blessing  of  those  improved  methods  of  teaching  which  it  is  their  function  to 
introduce.

AGRICULTURAL  SCHOOL  OF  L’ASSOMPTION 


To  the  Honorable  the  Minister  of 

Public  Instruction,  Quebec. 


21st  September,  1868. 


Sir, — I have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  you  my  report  of  the  operations  of  our 
-school  for  the  past  year.  The  delay  in  replying  to  your  request  was  caused  by  the 
.absence  of  the  Director  who  had  the  documents  in  his  possession. 

The  Counties  of  Assomptiori,  Joliette  and  Montcalm  having  made  for  many  years 
past  very  decided  progress  in  agriculture  and  manufactures,  believed  that  the  esta- 
blishment of  a school  where  theoretical  and  practical  agriculture  w^ould  be  taught 
would  powerfully  contribute  to  accelerate  the  impetus  already  given  by  agricultural 
competition.  A strong  appeal  was  consequently  made  to  the  corporation  of  the 
College  of  Assomp.tion  to  assume  the  management  of  this  school,  and  to  place  its  farm 
at  its  disposal  in  order  that  the  pupils  might  combine  both  practice  and  theory.  It 
was  only  through  repeated  appeals,  particularly  on  the  part  of  the  Honorable  P.  IJ. 
Archambault,  member  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  and  of  the  Honorable  Louis  Ar- 
chambault,  Minister  of  Agriculture  and  Public  Works,  that  the  corporation  of  the 
College  consented  to  assume  such  a heavy  responsibility,  their  principal  object  being 
to  benefit  the  agricultural  population  of  the  surrounding  counties. 

After  permission  had  been  obtained,  and  also  a promise  of  a yearly  grant  from 
the  Government,  the  school  was  opened  on  the  fifth  of  November,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-seven,  with  pupils  all  half  bursars.  This  new  institution  was 
placed  under  the  protection  and  patronage  of  St.  Isidore,  whose  feast  is  celebrated 
on  the  15th  May.  The  pupils  of  the  college  joined  the  new  community  and  went 
together  to  hear  Holy  Mass  and  pray  to  Heaven  to  bless  this  new  undertaking. 

The  pupils  although  little  prepared  in'  French  and  unaccustomed  to  this  kind  of 
.study,  followed  the  course  with  energy,  perseverance  and  success,  until  the  end  of 
the  year.  It  is  very  much  to  be  regretted  that  the  half-bursaries  granted  by  the 
Board  of  Agriculture  are  not  more  numerous,  because  a great  many  were  asked  for 
both  last  year  and  this  year,  as  many  entertained  hopes  of  getting  one.  On  being 
disappointed,  they  were  unable  to  meet  the  expense  and  were  thus  unable  to  continue 
attending  the  school. 

The  Bev.  I.  T.  Gaudette  was  director  last  year ; the  Bev.  Jos.  Gaudette  was  one 
of  the  masters  in  charge  of  the  French  course ; Mr.  Amedee  Marsan  was  professor 
of  agriculture  ; L.  U.  Fontaine,  Esq.,  advocate,  was  professor  of  municipal  law ; 
Mi\  Alphonse  Beid,  practical  instruction.

The  subjects  to  be  studied  in  agriculture,  are  :

Rural  Law.. 

There  is  a law  professor  attached  to  the  institution,  whose  special  duty  it  is  to 
instruct  the  pupils  in  municipal  and  other  laws  having  reference  to  Agriculture. 
The  knowledge  of  these  laws  is  indispensable,  especially  in  the  country,  where,  so  to 
speak,  questions  arise  every  day  in  regard  to  the  relations  of  citizen  to  citizen  and 
contestations  resulting  from  neighborhood. 

The  pupils  also  receive  explanations  on  the  contracts  most  common  among  the- 
agricultural  population,  such  as  those  of  sale,  hire,  &c. 

The  law  professor  further  teaches  the  theory  of  the . government  under  which 
we  live.  His  instructions  do  not  prevent  the  pupils  from  following  the  other  courses- 
of  the  school. 

In  any  case,  the  time  devoted  to  the  study  of  our  laws  is  not  thrown  away,  as  it 
is  not  sufficient  simply  to  understand  agriculture  and  be  able  to  keep  a model  farm. 
The  knowledge  of  the  rights  of  citizenship  and  the  extent  of  those  rights,  with  the- 
duties  they  entail,  is  also  necessary.  What  would  be  said  of  a pupil  of  the  institution, 
turned  farmer  in  his  own  district,  who  should  be  unable  to  accept  the  office  of  council- 
lor or  mayor  through  insufficient  acquaintanpe  with  our  municipal  law. 

It  is  probably  owing  to  ignorance  of  our  laws  that  so  many  difficulties,  so  many 
law-suits  respecting  water  courses,  roads,  and  the  interpretation  of  proces-verbaux,. 
&c.,  arise  throughout  the  country. 

The  course  of  instruction  on  law  was  only  carried  on  but  a few  months  last  year 
and  already  its  results  have  been  excellent.  It  is  followed  with  pleasure  by  the 
pupils  and  is  popular  among  the  farmers.  Those  who  were  present  at  the  examination 
of  the  pupils  at  the  end  of  the  year,  expressed  their  special  satisfaction  with  this 
feature  of  the  instruction. 

Law  lectures  are  usually  given  three  times  a week,  each  lasting  about  an  hour..

EXTRACTS  FROM  REPORTS  OF  SCHOOL  INSPECTORS, 


No.  1.— EXTRACT  FROM  INSPECTOR  DELAGE’S  REPORT. 

COUNTIES  OF  BAGOT,  ROUVILLE  AND  ST.  HYACINTHE. 

I have  the  honor  to  transmit  you  my  report  on  the  state  of  the  schools,  within 
my  inspection  district. 

I have  ascertained  that  the  principal  obstacle  to  the  advancement  of  education 
. in  the  various  municipalities  visited  by  me,  arises  from  want  of  method  in  the 
teaching  and  of  uniformity  in  the  school  books.  I even  remarked  in  some  schools 
four  different  grammars  used  at  once.  I informed  the  Commissioners  of  the  fact, 
and  succeeded  in  altering  this  state  of  things,  giving  both  them  and  the  teachers, 
to  understand  that  they  should  not  tolerate  in  the  schools,  the  use  of  any  other 
books  than  those  approved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction.  As  regards  uni- 
formity of  books,  it  would  be  even  desirable  that  the  Department  should  prescribe 
those  to  be  used  in  common  schools. 

The  taxes  are  now  levied  with  regularity,  and  the  teachers  have  usually  less 
cause  of  complaint  in  regard  to  the  payment  of  their  salaries. 

There  are  a great  many  reforms  necessary  in  money  matters.  For  example,. 
I noticed  in  some  municipalities  that  the  commissioners  diminished  the  rate  of 
taxation  on  landed  property  in  rich  municipalities,  and  at  the  same  time  raised  it 
in  poor  municipalities.  I am  striving  to  do  away  with  this  injustice,  and  with  others 
not  less  so  which  I might  mention,  which  the  commissioners  and  secretary  treasurers 
perpetrate  against  school-masters  and  mistresses. 

The  following  remarks  will  show  the  state  in  which  I found  each  of  the  muni- 
cipalities in  my  inspection  district. 

County  of  St.  Hyacinth. 

Town  of  St.  Hyacinth—  There  are  three  institutions  in  this  town  under  control  ,* 
the  Girouard  Academy,  the  Prince  Academy,  and  the  female  convent  or  Academy. 

The  Girouard  Academy,  conducted  by  two  ecclesiastic  and  three  lay  professors, 
is  on  a good  footing,  and  attended  by  231  pupils. 

The  Prince  Academy,  under  the  direction  of  four  nuns  of  the  Hotel-Dieu,  has 
246  pupils  and  gives  full  and  entire  satisfaction. 

The  convent  or  girls’  academy,  under  the  direction  of  the  Eeligious  Ladies  of 
the  Presentation,  has  214  pupils,  94  of  whom  are  day  scholars  and  120  boarders. 
I visited  the  day  school  and  must  state  that  the  pupils  replied  remarkably  well  to 
the  questions  I put  them. 

Besides  these  institutions,  the  town  of  St.  Hyacinth  possesses  a magnificent 
classical  college,  attended  by  250  pupils,  and  an  independent  elementary  school,  by 
about  20. 

St.  Hyacinth  the  Confessor. — This  municipality  has  four  schools,  giving  ins- 
truction to  98  children.  The  results  obtained,  however,  are  but  middling,  the  school 
mistresses  conducting  them,  not  seeming  to  attach  any  importance  to  their  position. 
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Notre  Dame  de  St.  Hyacinth. — Out  of  11  elementary  schools,  in  this  munici- 
pality, with  417  pupils,  I noted  only  four  in  which  any  progress  was  made.  The 
want  of  progress,  which  I regret  to  have  to  announce  in  relation  to  the  others,  is 
due  to  the  unfitness  of  the  teachers,  and  the  want  of  many  things  indispensable 
to  a school.  The  accounts  of  this  municipality  are  also  in  very  bad  order,  and  have 
been  referred  to  the  inspection  of  auditors  appointed  by  the  commissioners,  with 
instructions  to  report  thereon. 

La  Presentation. — There  are  six  schools,  with  276  pupils,  in  this  parish.  Mr. 
J.  B.  Lucier  and  Madame  Bergeron,  have  both  good  schools*  The  correctness 
which  characterized  the  replies  of  the  pupils  of  these  schools  to  the  various  ques- 
tions I put  them,  speaks  highly  for  the  teachers.  I attribute  the  want  of  success, 
as  regards  the  school  kept  by  Miss  Louise  Davieau,  to  the  excessive  number  of 
pupils,  attending  it,  which  would  necessitate  two  good  teachers. 

The  school  in  the  5th  range,  conducted  by  Miss  Champigny  and  that  in  the  Ste. 
Bose  range,  conducted  by  Miss  Dufresne,  are  but  passable. 

The  village  school,  kept  by  Miss  Dufresne,  makes  but  slow  progress,  the  cause 
being  the  desire  of  the  school  trustees  to  advance  the  older  pupils  at  the  expense  of 
the  younger. 

The  commissioners  of  this  municipality  are  not  very  punctual  in  providing  the 
schools  with  the  necessary  supplies,  notwithstanding  the  suggestions  of  my  prede- 
cessors, which  I found  recorded  in  the  old  registers  of  the  school. 

St.  Jude. — There  are  7 schools  in  this  municipality,  with  301  pupils.  That  kept 
by  Mr.  Ephrem  Tetrault  was  productive  of  passable  results.  The  other  six  are 
badly  conducted  and  I was  compelled  to  recommend  the  Commissioners  to  dismiss 
the  teachers,  with  the  exception  of  one,  however,  who  appeared  to  me  to  be  possessed 
of  sufficient  education.  The  municipality  has  only  two  suitable  school  houses.  The 
commissioners  do  not  pay  much  attention  either,  to  providing  them  with  necessaries. 

St.  Denis  No.  1. — This  municipality  has  a convent,  conducted  by  the  Ladies  of 
the  Congregation,  a first  class  primary  superior  school  for  boys,  kept  by  Mr. 
Mallette,  and  an  elementary  school. 

The  convent  is  attended  by  128  pupils,  of  whom  83  are  boarders  and  45  day 
scholars,  the  latter  being  under  the  control  of  the  commissioners.  The  progress 
made  is  most  satisfactory. 

The  model  school,  on  the  contrary,  is  far  from  giving  satisfaction.  I regard 
the  $300  paid  to  the  teacher  conducting  it  as  a loss  to  the  municipality.  Of  the  60 
pupils  attending  it,  several  seemed  to  me  very  intelligent,  and  would  certainly  have 
advanced  under  a master  capable  of  teaching  a model  school. 

The  elementary  school,  in  which  I only  found  7 pupils  present,  is  not  worth 
mentioning. 

St.  Denis , No.  2. — This  municipality  has  6 elementary  schools,  with  248  pupils. 
In  most  of  them,  the  children  have  made  progress.  Miss  Leblanc’s  school  is 
deserving  of  special  mention.  In  general,  the  schools  in  this  municipality  are 
wanting  in  the  necessary  supplies  ; but  the  commissioners,  upon  my  recommenda- 
tion have  promissed  to  remedy  the  inconvenience. 

St.  Barnabe. — The  5 schools  in  this  municipality  are  attended  by  253  pupils. 
The  village  school  kept  by  Miss  Ledoux,  and  that  in  the  St.  Boon  range  conducted  by 
Mr.  Bichard,  are  highly  successful.  In  the  other  three,  there  is  neither  progress  nor 
discipline,  and  the  pupils  are  often  in  want  of  books  and  other  indispensable  articles. 

St.  Charles. — Has  only  3 schools,  with  -204  pupils.  The  superior  primary 
school,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  N.  Gervais,  a pupil  of  the  Jacques-Cartier  Normal 
school,  has  been  productive  of  most  satisfactory  results.  The  majority  of  the  pupils 
are  young,  but  well  prepared.  The  more  advanced  replied  very  well  to  all  the 
questions,  I put.  them  on  French  syntax,  history  and  algebra. 
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District  schools  Nos.  3 and  2 are  very  well  conducted,  the  former  by  Miss  Me- 
lodie  Ducharme  and  the  latter  by  Esther  Dubuc, 

St.  Damase. — There  are  6 schools  in  this  municipality,  attended  by  356  pupils. 
The  progress  which  I noted  in  the  two  village  schools  is  due  to  the  zeal  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Ledoux  who  direct  them,  and  to  the  emulation  with  which  they  inspire  their 

pupils. 

District  schools  Nos.  3 and  9 are  well  sustained.  The  same  thing  may  be  said 
of  the  two  schools  up  the  river,  the  pupils  of  which  are  young,  but  still  well  disci- 
plined. In  the  other  four  schools  there  was  actually  no  progress,  the  school 
v mistresses  keeping  them,  not  possessing  the  requisite  fitness. 

COUNTY  OFBAGOT. 

St.  Pie. — This  municipality  has  13  schools,  1 protestant  and  12  catholic,  attended 
by  613  pupils.  The  village  school,  conducted  by  Mr.  Beaudry,  is  not  above  the 
common  and  lacks  discipline. 

The  girls’  school  kept  by  Mrs.  Beaudry  has  been  productive  of  sufficiently 
encouraging  results.  The  factor}?-  school  and  that  down  the  river,  are  also  main- 
tained on  a good  footing,  but  the  school  house  of  the  latter  is  in  a bad  condition. 

The  schools  conducted  by  Mr.  Jodoin  and  Miss  Champeau,  are  passable.  Mr. 
Bourbonniere’s  is,  however,  the  best  in  the  parish.  The  ease  with  which  his  pupils 
answered  on  all  the  subjects  taught  in  it,  is  a proof  of  the  zeal  of  the  teacher  and 
the  application  of  the  pupils. 

District  school  No.  10  was  closed  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  its  mistress  having 
died  a few  days  before.  The  other  four  schools  are  but  middling,  and  the  system  of 
instruction  not  very  methodical. 

St.  Dominique. — The  six  schools  of  this  municipality  are  attended  by  369  pupils. 
Mrs.  Godreau,  the  conductress  of  the  village  school,  teaches  with  success,  and  her 
school  being  regularly  attended  by  75  sufficiently  advanced  pupils,  I advised  the 
commissioners  to  put  it  on  the  footing  of  a model  school. 

The  ninth  range  school,  and  those  of  the  toll-gate  and  sixth  range,  are  an  honor 
to  their  teachers  and  the  pupils  attending  them.  There  was  no  progress  made  in 
the  schools  kept  by  Misses  Lagace  and  Bainville,  and  I went  so  far  as  to  advise  the 
commissioners  to  dismiss  these  two  teachers. 

Ste.  Rosalie. — This  municipality  enjoys  the  benefit  of  six  schools  in  full  opera- 
tion. The  two  village  schools  kept  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Isaac  Lucier  are  attended  by 
182  pupils,  and  are,  without  contradiction,  the  two  best  elementary  schools  in  my 
inspection  district.  French  syntax,  book-keeping  and  composition  are  taught  with 
much  success.  The  other  five  schools  have  175  pupils.  Miss  Bosalie  Galipeau’s 
would  do  honor  to  her  district  if  she  paid  as  much  attention  to  her  younger  pupils, 
as  she  does  to  her  older  ones.  She  promised,  however,  to  follow  out  my  instructions 
upon  this  subject. 

The  school  by  the  river  side  appears  to  me  to  be  the  most  neglected  in  the 
parish.  It  lacks  the  most  necessary  articles  and  the  mistress  does  not  possess  the 
requisite  qualification  to  teach  with  success.  Moreover,  the  school  house  does  not 
belong  to  the  school  corporation  and  is  altogether  destitute  of  comfort. 

The  fourth  and  fifth  range  schools  shew  but  passable  results.  The  two  mistresses 
conducting  them  are  able  enough  but  the  indifference  of  parents,  want  of  books, 
paper,  &c.,  are  the  chief  causes  why  more  satisfactory  progress  is  not  made. 

The  accounts  of  the  municipality  are  very  well  kept. 

St.  Simon. — There  are  but  four  schools  in  this  municijjality  with  289  pupils. 
The  boys’  school  in  the  village  kept  by  Miss  Larochelle  makes  no  progress.  This 
teacher  is  educated,  but  she  does  not  possess  sufficient  authority  over  her  pupils. 

The  girls’  and  third  range  schools  kept  respectively  by  Miss  Julie  Dubois  and 
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Mr.  Lacroix  are  an  honor  to  their  districts.  In  addition  to  the  subjects  usually 
taught  in  elementary  schools,  the  pupils  also  study  with  success  several  branches 
which  come  more  properly  within  the  scope  of  model  schools. 

The  fourth  range  school  conducted  by  Mrs.  Langelier  gives  full  and  entire  satis- 
faction. 

St.  Hugues. — There  are  eight  elementary  schools  in  this  municipality,  with  377 
pupils.  There  is  but  litle  progress  in  the  boys’  school  in  the  village,  because  the 
mistress  has  not  sufficient  energy  to  punish  the  pupils,  the  most  of  whom  have 
neither  confidence  in,  nor  respect  for  her.  I observed  to  the  secretary  treasurer,  who 
takes  a very  active  part  in  promoting  education,  that  the  mistress  should  be  replaced 
by  a male  teacher. 

The  convent  or  girls’  academy,  under  the  direction  of  the  ladies  of  the  Presen- 
tation, with  80  pupils  including  day  scholars,  gives  very  satisfactory  results. 

Miss  Sylvestre’s  school,  in  the  church  range,  is  passable. 

As  regards  the  five  other  schools,  there  is  nothing  particular  to  be  said  about 
them  ; they  are  doing  pretty  fairly. 

Ste.  Helene. — The  progress  in  the  four  schools  in  this  parish  is  very  satisfactory. 
'They  are  attended  by  139  pupils.  It  would  be  very  desirable  that  the  moneys  should 
be  better  managed. 

St.  Liboire. — There  are  six  districts  in  this  municipality,  but  there  are  only 
five  schools  with  208  pupils,  whose  progress  is  so  slow  that  no  particular  notice  is 
needed.  I have  nevertheless  every  reason  to  hope  that  my  advice  to  th®  commis- 
sioners on  this  subject,  will  have  the  effect  of  improving  teaching  in  this  muni- 
cipality. 

St.  Ephrem  d ’ UpUn. — There  are  four  schools  in  this  parish  with  253  children,  and 
with  the  exception  of  the  village  school,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Prairie,  where 
English  is  taught  with  success,  there  is  very  little  progress  shown.  With  respect 
to  Miss  Prairie’s  school,  it  would  be  very  desirable  for  the  further  advancement  of 
the  children’s  education,  to  convert  it  into  a model  school. 

St.  Theodore  d' Acton. — There  are  four  schools  in  this  parish  with  174  pupils. 
The  village  school,  kept  by  Miss  Palaidy,  is  well  conducted.  The  knowledge  shown 
by  the  pupils  does  her  great  credit. 

The  schools  of  the  Misses  Prevost  and  Tetreault  show  little  progress.  These 
teachers  are  tolerably  able,  but  the  want  of  experience  on  the  part  of  some  of  the 
commissioners,  and  the  apathy  of  parents  ill  disposed  to  the  education  law,  are  the 
chief  causes  of  the  want  of  order  and  progress  which  I observed  in  these  schools. 

The  school  of  the  10th  range,  conducted  by  Miss  Perrin  is  worthy  of  great 
praise.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  commissioners  do  not  assist  the  Eev.  Mr. 
Marcotte,  parish  priest,  in  his  vigorous  efforts  to  carry  out  the  school  laws.  Money 
matters  are  well  managed  ; there  are  few  arrears  and  the  teachers  are  regularly 
paid. 

Acton  Vale. — There  are  only  two  schools  in  this  municipality  ; a girls’  school 
under  the  direction  of  the  nuns  of  the  Presentation  with  120  pupils  ; and  a boys’ 
school  with  38.  I obtained  this  information  from  the  secretary  treasurer,  these 
schoolshaving  been  closed  at  the  time  I visited  this  municipality,  (the  14th  July) 
as  the  holidays  had  commenced  on  the  second  of  the  month. 

St.  Andre  d' Acton. — The  above  mentioned  reason  (the  vacation)  prevented  me 
from  visiting  the  two  schools  in  this  municipality.  I learned,  however,  through  Mr. 
Leppe,  the  secretary  treasurer,  that  the  attendance  at  the  two  schools  amounted 
to  70  pupils,  42  boys  and  28  girls. 
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COUNTY  OF  ROUVILLE. 

Ange-Gardien. — This  parish  has  nine  schools  attended  by  357  pupils.  All,  with 
the  exception  of  those  kept  by  Miss  Masse  and  Mrs.  Bedard,  give  satisfactory  results. 

St.  Chair e. — This  municipality  is  one  of  the  most  remarkable  in  my  inspection 
district.  It  has  fifteen  schools  in  operation  with  an  attendance  of  765  pupils.  Every 
year  $1871  are  expended  on  the  advancement  of  education. 

The  boys’  academy  is  well  kept.  The  commercial  course  leaves  nothing  to  be 
desired.  This  institution  is  conducted  by  Mr.  R.  Savignac,  a pupil  of  the  Jacques 
Cartier  Normal  School,  with  the  aid  of  two  assistant  professors,  one  to  teach 
English  and  the  other  to  conduct  the  preparatory  classes,  with  salaries  of  $500. 
The  number  of  children  regularly  attending  this  school  is  140. 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Provencal,  who  has  already  sacrificed  so  much  in  the  cause 
of  education  in  his  parish,  went  so  far  as  to  commence,  at  his  own  cost,  the  erection 
of  a building  of  80  feet  by  40,  with  a chapel  of  40  feet  adjoining,  with  the  intention 
of  procuring  the  services  of  the  nuns  of  Ste.  Croix  to  direct  the  institution. 

The  convent  or  girls’  academy,  is  attended  by  173  pupils,  boarders  and  day 
scholars. 

Its  system  of  instruction  is  certainly  of  the  highest  order,  and  does  honor  to 
the  community  conducting  it.  This  institution  receives  but  $200  from  the  school 
trust.  I may  add  that  the  convent  owes  its  existence  entirely  to  the  zeal  and 
devotion  of  the  abbe  Provengal. 

All  the  other  schools,  with  the  exception  of  those  of  the  Misses  Coderre, 
Tetrault,  Dube,  G-oyette,  Brodeur,  Aubertin  and  Racicot,  which  might  have  made 
more  satisfactory  progress;  give  me  entire  satisfaction. 

The  dissentient  school,  kept  by  Miss  Hannah  Allen,  also  made  passable 
progress. 

St.  Paul  d'  Abbotsford. — There  are  five  catholic  schools  in  this  municipality, 
attended  by  229  pupils.  The  progress,  which  I noted  in  the  school  on  the  east  side  of 
the  mountain,  is  due  to  the  happy  system  of  instruction  and  the  energy  of  Miss 
Tetreault,  who  conducts  it.  The  other  four  schools,  all  under  the  control  of 
the  commissioners,  offer  no  progress  sufficiently  marked  to  permit  of  special 
mention  in  this  report. 

There  are  also  three  protestant  schools,  with  59  pupils,  30  of  whom  are  boys, 
and  29  girls.  Of  the  three,  there  is  but  one,  that  kept  by  Miss  Erskine,  which  may 
be  called  a good  elementary  school,  that  of  Miss  Crosfield  having  made  no  progress, 
and  that  of  Miss  Clamont,  being  closed  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  an  account  of  an. 
-epidemic  disease  then  raging  among  a large  number  of  children. 

St.  Jean  Baptiste. — The  five  schools  in  operation  are  attended  by  258  pupils. 
The  schools  of  Miss  Bedard,  Miss  Riendeau  and  Mr.  Hotte  wrork  well,  but  these  of 
Mr.  Robert  and  Miss  Durocher,  did  not  give  me  satisfaction.  There  is  but  one 
suitable  school-house  in  the  municipality. 

Ste.  Angele. — This  parish  has  four  schools — three  catholic  and  one  protestant 
dissentient,  attended  by  198  pupils.  The  Cote-double  school,  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Blanchette,  is  well  kept  up;  among  other  things  I remarked  that  the  pupils’ 
writing  was  excellent.  Mrs.  Hazen  and  Miss  Dubuc’s  schools  with  the  dissentient 
school  conducted  by  miss  L.  Tetreault,  are  not  deserving  of  any  mention. 

Ste.  Marie  de  Monnoir. — There  are  six  elementary  schools,  a classical  college  and 
a convent  or  girls’  academy  in  this  parish.  The  six  elementary  schools  are  attended 
by  225  pupils,  125  boys  and  100  girls.  Mr.  Destroismaisons  and  miss  Trahan’s  are 
well  conducted.  These  two  teachers  have  the  talent  rare  enough  of  infusing  a spirit 
of  emulation  into  their  pupils  and  securing  their  regular  attendance,  while  imparting 
to  them  a*t  the  same  time  a taste  for  study. 
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I noted  some  progress  in  miss  Louise  Martel’s  school  but  those  kept  by  the  misses 
Carreau,  Vigent  et  Victoria  Martel  are  very  indifferent. 

The  accounts  are  well  enough  kept ; but  both  male  and  female  teachers 
complain  that  they  do  not  receive  the  full  amount  of  the  government  allowance 
from  the  secretary  treasurer. 

From  information  obtained,  I found  that  the  number  of  pupils  at  the  college 
was  164,  including  the  day  scholars  under  control,  whom  I visited  and  who  are 
under  the  direction  of  a lay  professor,  Mr.  Ed.  Patenaude.  The  discipline  is  good, 
and  the  system  of  instruction  pursued  by  this  gentleman  is  worthy  of  praise. 

I also  visited  the  convent,  the  management  of  which  is  entrusted  to  the  nuns 
of  the  Presentation,  with  118  pupils,  including  those  of  the  day  school,  under 
control.  This  institution  is  always  kept  up  to  the  mark  of  the  best  institutions  of 
the  kind.  The  day  school  leaves  nothing  to  be  desired  in  any  respect. 

St.  Mathias. — There  are  7 schools,  attended  by  313  pupils,  161  boys  and  152 
girls.  Mr.  Alexandre  Barre  and  the  Misses  Elmire  Cartier,  Gigon  and  McIntyre 
obtained  satisfactory  results.  I regret  that  I cannot  say  the  same  of  the  schools 
kept  by  the  two  Misses  McKie  and  the  village  school  conducted  by  Mr.  Cote,  the 
progress  of  which  amounted  to  almost  nothing. 

By  the  admission  of  the  secretary-treasurer  himself,  the  accounts  have  not 
been  balanced  for  several  years.  The  commissioners  also  acknowledged  to  me  that 
they  had  no  idea  of  the  state  of  their  pecuniary  matters.  I propose  given  the  subject 
particular  attention  on  the  occasion  of  my  next  visit. 

St.  Hilaire. — This  parish  has  3 elementary  schools,  with  110  pupils, — 64  boys 
and  46  girls.  The  Brule  and  Mountain  schools  are  middling.  I did  not  visit  Miss 
Picher’s  school,  as  it  was  closed  at  the  time  of  my  visit. 

There  is  more ver  a convent  or.  girls’  academy,  conducted  by  the  Jesus-Marie 
nuns  with  100  pupils,  including  those  of  the  day  school  under  control.  All  the 
branches  requisite  in  an  institution  of  this  sort,  are  successfully  taught. 

There  is  further  a superior  primary  school,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  J.  E.  La- 
bonte,  with  82  pupils.  This  practical  and  systematic  master  infuses 'a  good  deal  of 
emulation  into  his  scholars  and  obtains  marked  success. 

This  municipality  has  just  lost  a pretty  considerable  sum  through  the  misma- 
nagement of  its  ex-secretary  treasurer.  But  I look  for  better  results  under  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  present  incumbent,  Mr.  Authier. 


No.  2. — EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  GRONDIN. 

COUNTIES  OF  BEAUHARNOIS,  CHATEAUGUAY  AND  LAPRAIRIE. 

This  report  refers  to  the  results  obtained  during  the  scholastic  year  expired  the 
30th  June  last. 

The  number  of  children  attending  the  schools  increased  considerably  since  last 
year,  but  the  general  assiduity  has  not  been  very  satisfactory.  Several  of  the  school- 
houses  are  neither  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  teachers,  who  should  be  furnished 
with  dwellings  more  suitable  and  less  costly  in  maintenance,  nor  do  they  answer  to 
the  necessary  hygienic  conditions.  The  want  of  books,  induced  by  the  poverty  and 
sometimes  the  apathy  of  parents,  retards  the  progress  of  education. 

There  is  an  academy  or  model  school  in  each  of  the  municipalities  of  this 
district,  with  the  exception  of  St.  Urbain  the  First,  St.  Antoine  de  Chateauguay 
and  St.  Jean  Chrysostome,  municipality  No.  1,  and  in  all  both  French  and  English 
are  taught  with  success,  together  with  the  other  branches,  of  the  prescribed  pro- 
gramme of  such  institutions.  The  pecuniary  affairs  are  in  good  order.  A little 
more  uniformity  is  only  wanting  in  the  mode  of  keeping  the  various  registers. 
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COUNTY  OF  LAPItAIRIE.

Laprairie . —Four  St.  Yiateur  lay  brothers  conduct  successfully  a boys’  academy, 
with  220  pupils  and  an  average  attendance  of  from  180  to  190. 

The  convent,  under  the  care  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Congregation  was  consi- 
derably enlarged  this  year.  The  number  of  pupils  is  136. 

In  No.  3 district,  the  mistress  gave  in  her  resignation.  She  was  in  receipt  of  a 
salary  of  $120,  and  her  school  was  attended  by  38  pupils. 

The  average  attendance  in  No.  6 district  is  from  20  to  30,  entered  in  the 
journals.  The  mistress  receives*  a salary  of  $112. 

No.  5 district  school  is  well  kept.  It  has  32  pupils  inscribed  on  the  roll. 

There  are  48  pupils  on  the  roll  of  district  school  No.  6.  It  makes  slow  progress, 
owing  to  lack  of  assiduity  on,  the  part  of  the  pupils.  The  master  receives  $150 
salary. 

In  district  No.  7,  it  was  necessary  to  dismiss  the  mistress  for  want  of  sufficient 
qualification.  She  gave  instruction  to  36  pupils,  whose  average  attendance  was  26 
and  had  a salary  of  $120. 

There  are  44  scholars  attending  the  school  of  district  No.  8 ; the  teacher  is 
competent  and  receives  a salary  of  $112. 

In  No.  9 district,  the  school  was  kept  by  a mistress  receiving  a salary  of  $160. 
The  commissioners  were  not  satisfied  with  her  services  and  dismissed  her.  Number 
«of  pupils  100,  average  attendance  76. 

The  No,  10  district  school  is  entrusted  to  an  able  mistress,  whose  services 
were  required  by  -another  school  in  the  municipality.  Number  of  pupils  40  ; average 
attendance  26. 

The  accounts  are  well  kept,  but  complaints  are  often  made,  that  it  is  impossible 
to  levy  the  fortieth  on  the  seigniorial  lands  of  the  Crown. 

St.  Philippe. — School  of  district  No.  1,  was  managed  successfully,  by  a teacher 
who  unfortunately  died  at  the  end  of  the  school  year.  Number  of  scholars  100, 
average  attendance  75. 

The  No.  2 district  school  has  35  pupils,  with  an  average  attendance  of  32.  The 
mistress  receives  a salary  of  $112. 

No.  3 district  school  is  well  conducted  by  a mistress  who  draws  a salary  of 
<$120.  Number  of  pupils  44,  average  attendance  25. 

^ There  is  a model  school  in  No.  4 district.  The  salary  paid  to  the  teacher 

■conducting  it,  (a  pupil  of  the  Jacques  Cartier  Normal  School)  is  $260.  The  number 
of  pupils  inscribed  on  the  roll  is  65,  and  the  average  attendance  50.  The  teacher 
resigned  and  was  replaced  by  a pupil  of  the  same  institution.  No.  5 district  school 
has  just  been  reopened,  after  having  been  closed  several  months,  owing  to  damages 
caused  to  the  building  by  parties  unknown. 

No.  6 district  school  has  65  pupils,  with  an  average  attendance  of  42.  It  is 
well  kept.  The  mistress  receives  a salary  of  $120.  The  duties  of  secretary  trea- 
surer are  well  discharged. 

St.  Jacques  le  Mineur. — The  teacher  conducting  the  model  school  receives  a salary 
of  $400.  Number  of  scholars,  122.  Average  attenance,  108. 

No.  2 district  school  has  65  pupils.  Average  attendance,  45.  The  teacher,  not 
finding  himself  sufficiently  remunerated  has  sought  another  engagement. 

No.  3 district  school  is  well  kept.  Pupils  inscribed  on  the  roll,  72.  Average  at- 
tendance, 50. 

No.  4 district  school  well  kept.  Number  of  pupils,  55.  Average  attendance, 
36.  Salary  of  mistress,  $100. 

No.  5 district  school  well  kept.  Number  of  pupils,  55.  Average  attendance,  40. 
Salary  of  mistress,  $100. 

No.  6.  district  school  well  enough  kept.  Number  of  puqfils,  75.  Average  at- 
tendance, 40.  Salary  of  mistress,  $100. 
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The  state  of  the  finances  is  prosperous  and  they  have  been  well  managed. 

St.  Constant. — The  model  school  is  attended  by  105  pupils  of  both  sexes.  Average 
attendance,  82.  Salary  of  teacher,  $360.  No.  2 district  has  a well  conducted  school. 
Number  of  pupils,  218.  Average  attendance,  93.  Teacher’s  salary,  $240. 

No.  3 district  school  well  conducted  ; number  of  pupils,  88;  average  attendance, 
72;  mistress’  salary,  $200. 

No.  4 district  school  well  kept;  pupils  on  the  roll,  64;  average  attendance, 
40;  salary,  $112. 

No.  5 district.  School  very  well  kept ; number  of  pupils,  42  ;.  average  attendance, 
25.  Salary  of  mistress,  $120.  The  mistress  resigned  on  account  of  the  bad  condition 
of  the  school-house.  The  accounts  are  well  kept. 

The  dissentient  school,  under  a teacher  with  a diploma  from  the  McG-ill  Normal 
School,  has  30  pupils,  whose  average  attendance  is  25.  Mistress’  salary,  $140. 

St.  Isidore. — The  model  school  is  conducted  by  an  able  and  happily  well  appre- 
ciated master.  Salary,  320 ; number  of  pupils,  87 ; average  attendance,  75. 

No.  2 district.  Satisfactory  progress ; number  of  pupils,  98 ; average  attendance, 
66  ; mistress’  salary,  $130. 

The  separate  school  for  girls  in  the  village  is  attached  to  the  model  school  in 
No.  2 district.  It  is  well  kept ; number  of  pupils,  86 ; average  attendance,  80 ; 
mistress’  salary,  $160. 

No.  3 district  school  makes  little  progress.  The  mistress  was  dismissed.  Number 
of  pupils,  94 ; average  attendance,  64 ; mistress’  salary.  $120. 

The  finances  are  well  managed. 


COUNTY  OF  CHATEAUGUAY. 

St.  Joachim  de  Chdteauguay. — The  convent  sustains  its  reputation  as  one  of  the 
first  institutions  of  its  kind.  The  number  of  pupils  is  140  including  those  of  the  day 
school,  who  have  been  placed  under  the  control  of  the  commissioners. 

The  model  school,  conducted  by  a pupil  of  the  Jacques-Cartier  Normal  school, 
has  88  scholars  whose  average  attendance  is  68.  Teacher’s  salary  $274. 

No.  2 district  school  is  well  conducted,  the  number  of  pupils  being  104  with  an 
average  attendance  of  80,  and  a salary  of  $120  paid  to  the  mistress. 

No.  3 school  has  made  sufficiently  satisfactory  progress;  number  of  pupils  78; 
average  attendance  50.  Teachers  salary  $100. 

Number  4 district  school  is  well  kept.  Number  of  scholars  inscribed  on  the 
roll  54,  average  attendance  50  ; teacher’s  salary,  $100. 

The  moneys  are  well  managed. 

Dissentients  are  not  Very  numerous.  Their  only  school  is  well  kept. 

Ste.  Philomer.e. — No.  1 district  school  is  ably  conducted,  has  67  pupils,  with  an 
average  attendance  of  30,  and  pays  its  mistress  a salary  of  $100. 

No.  2 district  has  a good  school.  Number  of  pupils  48,  average  attendance  32, 
mistress’  salary,  $100. 

Mo.  3 district  has  a model  school  with  80  pupils,  and  an  average  attendance  of 
64.  The  salary  of  the  teacher  (a  pupil  of  the  Jacques  Cartier  Normal  School),  is 
$270. 

In  the  same  district,  there  is  a girls’  school,  attended  by  64  pupils, — average 
attendance,  58.  Mistress’  salary,  $200.  Eesults  satisfactory. 

There  are  80  pupils  inscribed  in  the  register  of  No.  4 district  school.  Average 
attendance,  60.  Teacher’3  salary,  $100. 

No.  5 district  school  well  kept  and  attended  by  56  pupils,  average  attendance, 
34.  Mistress’  salary,  $100.  The  progress  made  in  the  two  last  schools  was 
satisfactory. 
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Ste.  Marline.  - The  master  of  the  model  school  is  in  such  delicate  health^  that 
he  is  not  in  a position  to  conduct  the  institution  with  as  much  success  as  his  talents 
would  give  reason  to  anticipate.  The  school  has  140  pupils,  with  an  average 
attendance  of  100. 

The  girls’  school  is  entrusted  to  a pupil  of  the  Laval  Normal  School,  who 
succeeds  admirably.  Number  of  pupils  102,  average  attendance  92,  mistress’ 
salary  $160. 

In  No.  2 district,  the  school  is  kept  by  a mistress,  who  has  101  pupils  with  an 
average  attendance  of  78  ; and  a salary  of  $120. 

No.  3 district  school  well  kept;  mistress’  salary  $100,  number  of  pupils  60, 
average  attendance  40. 

No.  4 district  has  a good  school.  The  mistress  has  a salary  of  $120.  And  the 
number  of  pupils  is  62  with  an  average  attendance  of  40. 

No  5 district  has  a very  good  school.  Mistress’  salary  $120.  Number  of  pupils 
80,  average  attendance  60. 

No.  6 district  school,  conducted  by  a mistress  receiving  a salary  of  $104,  has 
44  pupils,  with  an  average  attendance  of  25.  Progress  satisfactory.  The  affairs  of 
the  municipality  are  well  managed. 

The  dissentients  have  a well  conducted  school  attended  by  25  pupils,  whose 
mistress  receives  a salary  of  $120. 

St.  Urbain  the  first. — There  are  five  schools  in  this  municipality  ; that  of  No.  2, 
8,  is  less  satisfactory  than  the  others  ; the  mistress  has  been  dismissed.  The  dissem 

tient  school  is  well  kept.  The  teacher  receives  a salary  of  $140.  Money  matters 
very  well  managed. 

St.  Jean  Chrysostdme  No.  1. — The  three  first  districts  have  English  schools  and 
the  fourth  a French  one,  these  schools  are  conducted  by  female  teachers.  No.  1, 
school  has  84  pupils  on  the  roll,  average,  60.  No.  2,  on  the  roll  74,  average,  56. 
No.  3,  on  the  roll  25,  average  15.  No.  4,  on  the  roll  58,  average,  40.  The  accounts 
are  well  kept. 

St.  Jean  Chrysostdme  No.  2. — In  the  model  school,  there  are  150  inscribed  pupils 
and  an  average  attendance  of  120.  The  teacher  receives  $340. 

No.  2 district  school  is  well  kept.  The  mistress  gives  instruction  to  88  pupils 
(average  attendance  66,)  and  receives  a salary  of  $160. 
v No.  3 district  school  is  well  sustained.  Mistress’  salary,  $100. 

With  the  exception  of  No.  6 district  school  which  is  no  longer  in  operation,  Nos. 
4,  5 and  7 district  schools  are  satisfactorily  conducted.  The  accounts  are  kept  with 
more  honesty  than  ability.  The  department,  however,  attended  to  the  matter  and 
put  it  in  order. 

' St.  Antoine  de  Chateauguay. — There  are  six  schools  in  this  municipality.  They 
are  on  the  whole  well  conducted.  The  accounts,  however,  are  badly  kept.  The 
trust  is  $400  in  debt,  but  happily,  steps  have  been  taken  to  meet  this  deficit. 

St.  Malachy  of  Ormstoim. — There  are  but  two  schools  under  my  jurisdiction  in 
this  municipality.  They  are  well  enough  kept. 

COUNTY  OF  BEAUHARNOIS. 

St.  Clement. — The  Christian  Brothers  conduct  the  boys’  academy,  ■which  has  270 
pupils,  and  the  convent  belongs  to  the  Sisters  of  the  Holy  Names  of  Jesus  and  Mary 
and  has  272  pupils.  The  elementary  schools,  10  in  number,  are  conducted  by 
mistresses,  whose  salaries  vary  from  $100  to  $180.  There  is  but  little  differeuce  as 
regards  merit  between  these  schools.  They  are  generally  very  good. 

The  dissentients  have  two  capital  schools.  The  accounts  of  the  municipality 
are  well  kept. 


St.  Timothee. — The  academy  is  attended  by  134  pupils.  The  teacher  receives  a 
salary  of  $550.  The  convent  is  well  conducted. 

**-  The  live  elementary  schools  distributed  throughout  the  municipality  are  well 
kept  and  the  financial  affairs  are  in  good  condition. 

Ste.  Cecile. — The  model  school  is  on  a good  footing.  The  same  may  be  said  of 
the  girls’  school  conducted  by  the  Sisters  of  Jesus  and  Mary.  The  four  "elementary 
schools  also  maintain  a good  position. 

The  accounts  are  regularly  and  punctually  kept,  and  have  been  regularly 
furnished. 

St.  Louis  of  G-onzague. — The  boys’  model  school  is  well  kept,  and  the  girls’ 
institution,  under  the  direction  of  the  sisters  of  the  Holy  Names  of  Jesus  and  Mary, 
is  equally  satisfactory.  There  are  also  in  this  municipality  6 well  conducted 
schools.  The  state  of  the  accounts  is  perfect. 

The  dissentients  have  4 first  class  schools.  The  condition  of  their  affairs  is  also 
most  satisfactory. 

St.  Stanislas  de  Kostka. — There  are  yet  but  two  schools  in  this  municipality. 
They  are  well  managed  and  give  entire  satisfaction  to  the  rate  payers.  The  long 
neglected  affairs  of  the  trust  are  now  in  a more  satisfactory  state. 

I followed  out  the  instructions  set  forth  in  the  circular  (No.  20,)  of  the  depart- 
ment, as  regards  the  distribution  of  books  as  prizes,  but  their  number  (considerable 
as  it  was)  was  not  yet  to  my  mind  sufficient,  and  I took  the  liberty  of  increasing 
it  by  60  volumes  purchased  at  my  own  cost. 


N°  3.— EXTEACT  FEOM  THE  EEPOET  OF  INSPECTOE  JUNEAU. 

COUNTIES  OF  LEVIS  AND  DORCHESTER. 

I have  the  honor  to  submit  you  my  report,  on  the  state  of  education  in  the 
Counties  of  Levis  and  Dorchester. 

There  are  in  my  inspection  district  1 college,  3 convents,  1 girls’  academy, 
1 mixed  academy,  2 boys’  and  1 girls’  model  schools. 

It  is  with  pleasure  I note  greater  assiduity  in  attendance  at  school  on  the  part- 
of  the  children  this  year  than  last  ; the  average  being  3013  boys  and  3403  girls. 

The  following  are  the  particular  comments  I have  to  make  on  each  of  the 
school  municipalities  in  my  district. 

St.  Joseph  de  Levis > — Besides  the  excellent  Jesus-Marie  convent,  this  municipality 
possesses  a model  school  conducted  in  a most  able  manner  by  Messrs.  Carrier  and 
Esnouf,  and  five  good  elementary  schools.  These  institutions  are  regularly  attended 
by  a large  number  of  pupils.  , • 

Bienville  Village. — There  was  but  one  school  in  operation  during  the  year,  at- 
tended by  180  pupils.  Progress  satisfactory. 

Town  of  Levis. — Levis  has  a college,  convent,  mixed  model  school,  four  ele- 
mentary schools  under  the  control  of  commissioners,  two  dissentient  and  several 
independent  schools.  1436  pupils  in  all  are  inscribed  on  the  rolls.  The  college  and 
convent  have  many  pupils,  who  are  an  honor  to  those  fine  institutions.  The  schools 
are  all  well  conducted  and  the  pupils  generally  succeed  very  well.  I had  occasion 
specially  to  note  the  progress  made  by  the  scholars  of  Mr.  Samuel  Fradet  and  Miss 
Sophronie  Bernier,  the  latter  a former  pupil  of  the  Normal  School.  Mr.  Damase 
Potvin  and  the  Misses  Fradet  and  Carrier  also  deserve  praise  for  their  zeal  and 
ability. 
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Notre  Name  de  la  Victoire. — Has  four  excellent  schools,  conducted  by  the 
Misses  Lefebvre,  Beaudoin,  Blanchet  and  Guenard,  the  two  last  named  of  the  Laval 
Normal  School. 

Etchemin  Village. — This  locality  has  three  schools  in  operation,  well  conducted 
and  regularly  attended  by  a,  large  number  of  children.  Miss  Elizabeth  Turgeon 
ably  directs  the  model  school,  and  her  sisters,  Misses  Mary  and  Alvine  Turgeon, 
have  the  management  of  the  elementary  schools.  These  ladies  reflect  credit  on  the 
Laval  Normal  School,  in  which  they  were  educated.  There  are  also  in  this  munici- 
pality, several  good  independent  schools,  one  of  them  an  academy  kept  by  Miss 
Lacroix,  an  old  pupil  of  the  Normal  School. 

St.  Romuald. — This  municipality  has  4 schools,  viz.:  a mixed  model  school, 
under  Miss  Entychirne  Bernier,  of  the  Normal  School,  and  three  elementary  schools, 
one  of  which  is  ably  conducted  by  Mr.  Lloyd,  an  ex-pupil  of  the»  McGill  Normal 
School.  The  progress  made  in  each  is  satisfactory. 

St.  Nicholas. — A girls’  academy,  a boys’  model  school,  and  eight  elementary 
schools  are  in  operation  in  this  municipality.  The  girls’  academy  is  conducted  in  a 
truly  able  manner  by  Miss  Dubois,  and  I cannot  too  highly  compliment  the  parish 
on  its  zeal  in  encouraging  an  institution  which  has  raised  itself  to  the  rank  of  the 
best  educational  establishments  for  young  ladies.  English  is  successfully  taught  irr 
the  model  school,  the  director  of  which,  Mr.  Pierre  Boy,  a pupil  of  the  Laval 
Normal  School,  is  distinguished  for  his  acquirements  and  ability, 

St.  Etienne. — This  small  municipality  has  four  well  conducted  schools,., 
especially  that  of  Miss  Olympe  Asselin,  an  ex-pupil  of  the  Normal  School..  The- 
church  district  school  is  poorly  attended  ; parents  appearing  to  trouble  themselves . 
little  in  the  way  of  making  their  children  attend  regularly. 

St.  Lambert. — Jn  this  parish,  there  are  6 schools  under  control,  a mixed  and 
5 elementary  schools.  The  model  school,  under  Miss  Elise  Gosselin,  a pupil  of 
the  Laval  Normal  School,  grows  daily  more  flourishing.  All  the  elementary 
schools,  save  one,  are  well  kept.  Thanks  to  the  zeal  of  the  Bevd.  Mr.  Oliva,  the 
municipality  erected  a large  building  last  year,  in  which  the  model  school  is  now 
located. 

. St.  Henry. — This  municipality  maintains  11  schools,  all  of  which  are  regularly 
v attended.  The  model  school  is  conducted  with  a great  deal  of  ability  by  Miss, 
Celanire  Josselin,  a pupil  of  the  Normal  School,  assisted  by  one  of  her  sisters,  who- 
also  possesses  a diploma,  I remarked  that  the  children  of  the  place  were  generally 
intelligent  and  anxious  to  learn.  Consequently  a full  measure  of  success  nearly 
always  crowns  their  efforts. 

St.  Jean  Chrysostdme. — A model  and  7 elementary  schools  are  here  in  operation. 
The  first  is  entrusted  to  the  able  and  intelligent  management  of  Miss  Adele  Lespe- 
rance,  of  the  Normal  School.  This  excellent  school  leaves  nothing  to  be  desired, 
both  as  regard  orcfer  and  progress.  The  elementary  schools  also  gave  me  complete 
satisfaction. 

St.  Isidore. — The  ten  schools  of  this  municipality  are  regularly  enough  attend- 
ed. The  mistresses  perform  their  duties  very  well  and  obtain  excellent  results. 

Ste.  Henedine. — Has  5 elementary  schools  in  operation.  Mrs.  Labrie  and  Miss 
Laplante  in  every  sense  deserve  honorable  mention  for  their  ability-  and  zeal  in  pro- 
moting the  interests  of  their  pupils. 

St.  Bernard. — A decided  improvement  must  be  noted.  The  commissioners  have 
secured  the  services  of  six  mistresses  possessing  diplomas.  The  schools  are  satisfac- 
torily conducted. 

St.  Margaret. — I very  much  regret  to  state  that  this  municipality  possesses  still 
nothing  but  independent  schools. 
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Ste.  Claire. — The  model  school  is  on  a good  footing,  under  the  direction  of  Miss 
Alexandrine  Fortin,  one  of  the  most  distinguished  pupils  of  the  Normal  School.  The 
eight  elementary  schools  are  well  enough  kept,  especially  those  under  the  Misses 
Bouthillette,  Patoine  and  Lacasse. 

St.  Anselme. — In  this  rich  and  extensive  municipality,there  are  twelve  schools  in 
operation,  nearly  all  well  managed.  The  pupils  of  some  of  them,  through  lack  of 
assiduity,  made  but  little  progress.  The  convent  of  Jesus-Mary  continues  to  prosper. 
Already  28  of  the  old  pupils  have  received  their  diplomas  from  the  office  at  Quebec 
and  are  now  teaching. 

There  are  3 male  and  15  female  teachers,  with  diplomas  from  the  Laval  Normal 
School,  in  my  inspection  district.  I have  only  to  compliment  them  on  the  success 
obtained  by  them  in  their  respective  schools.  They  pursue  a more  methodical  and 
rational  system  of  teaching  than  is  usually  followed  by  those  who  have  not  made 
teaching  a study.  Another  noticeable  feature  in  their  institutions  more  than  others 
is  the  greater  order  and  uniformity  maintained. 


No.  4.— EXTRACT  FROM  THE  REPORT  INSPECTOR  MARTIN. 

COUNTY  OF  CHICOUTIMI. 

The  report  which  I have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  for  the  year  1867,  is" 
encouraging.  The  hardships  entailed  by  the  bad  harvest  were  a very  serious 
obstacle  to  the  proper  working  of  the  schools.  To  procure  seed  grain  for  next 
spring  was  the  sole  business  of  the  winter  and  the  consequence' was  that  the  school 
corporations  were  placed  in  a position  of  extraordinary  difficulty  m so  far  as  meeting 
the  obligations  contracted  by  them  towards  the  teachers  'was  (Concerned.  When 
bread  and  seed  were  wanting,  it  was  of  course  impossible  to  collect  the  assessments 
regularly.  Nowithstanding  the  drawbacks,  however,  the  teachers,,  both  male  and 
female,  relaxed  nothing  of  their  zeal,  and  I am  happy  to  inform  you  the  majority  of 
them  conscientiously  acquitted  themselves  of  their  duties.  If  owing;  to  the  general 
poverty,  I had  to  note  a diminution  of  100  in  the  number  of  pupils  during  the  first* 
months  of  the  year,  I had  since  to  note  with  pleasure  that  the  school^  were  filling, 
up  better  than  ever. 

Chicoutimi  (Village). — The  village  of  Chicoutimi"  maintains,  besides- its  flourish 
ing  convent,  a boys’  model  school,  ably  conducted  By  Mr.  Louis  Outlet,  an  old. 
pupil  of  the  Laval  Normal  School,  and  an  elementary  school  kept  with  a great  deaf 
of  ability  by  Miss  Annie  Harper. 

Chicoutimi  (Parish). — -Has  7 schools,  amongst  which  I must  specially  mention. 
Miss  Artemise  Bouchard’s.  Two  others  succeeded  passably ; but  the  rest  -were  only 
middling. 

Grand  Bay. — This  municipality  has  made  remarkable  progress.  Of  its  two 
model  schools,  the  girls’  institution  is  all  that  could  be  desired,  both  as  regards 
management  and  the  progress  of  the  pupils.  Miss  Marie  Tremblay,  who  conducts  it, 
does  honor  to  the  Laval  Normal  School,  where  she  acquired  her  education  and 
skill  in  teaching.  The  other  two  districts  have  each  a welt  kept  elementary  school. 

St.  Alphonse. — It  would  be  difficult  to  find  a better  institution  than  the  model 
school  of  St.  Alphonse  village,  kept  by  Miss  Philomene  Laehaine,  of  the  Laval 
Normal  School.  The  parish  of  St..  Alphonse  has  in  addition  five  well  conducted 
elementary  schools. 

Laternere. — Has  four  schools  well  enough  kept,  with  the  exception  of  that  of 
No.  2 district,  vdiich  exhibited  no  more  zeal  than  usual,  although  the  services  of  a 
very  able  mistress  were  retained  for  it. 
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Notre-Dame  d' Hebertville. — Four  schools  were  for  some  time  in  operation  in  this 
municipality.  The  poverty  of  the  ratepayers,  however,  prevented  them  from  being 
all  maintained.  Two  only  are  now  open  and  show  fair  enough  results. 

Ouiatchouan. — Notwithstanding  its  poverty,  this  place  has  3 schools,  2 of  which 
are  well  kept. 

St.  Joseph. — There  were  this  year  but  two  schools  at  St.  Joseph.  The  model 
school,  under  Miss  Artemise  Gagnon,  of  the  Laval  Normal  School,  is  all  that  can  be 
desired. 

Arise  St.  Jean. — Miss  Lacerte,  of  the  Laval  Normal  School,  teaches  49  children 
here  with  much  success. 

Harvey. — There  are  two  schools  in  Harvey,  one  of  which  is  in  every  respect 
worthy  of  commendation. 

St.  Dominique  de  Jonquieres. — This  municipality  did  not  organize  its  schools  for 
the  past  year,  but  it  has  provided  itself  with  a mistress  for  the  year  about  to 
commence. 


No.  5. — EXTEACT8  FEOM  THE  EEPOET  OF  INSPECTOE  T.  STENSON. 

CATHOLIC  SCHOOLS  OF  THE  COUNTIES  OF  WOLFE,  RICHMOND  AND  COMPTON,  AND  OF  THE 

TOWN  OF  SHERBROOKE. 

I have  the  honor  to  submit  the  report  of  my  inspection  of  the  catholic  schools 
in  my  district,  for  the  six  months  ending  January  1st,  1868. 

By  comparing  my  statistics  of  this  year  with  those  of  the  last,  it  will  be  seen 
that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  schools  as  well  as  in  the  number  of 
children  attending.  This  increase  is  not  as  great  as  might  be  expected  under  favor- 
able circumstances ; but  I do  not  believe  that  this  want  of  progress  is  attributable 
to  any  deficiency  in  the  educational  system  of  the  Province,  nor  to  the  working  of 
the  school  laws,  the  provisions  of  which  are,  as  a general  rule,  well  executed 
throughout  my  district.  The  chief  causes  may,  with  all  safety,  be  attributed  to  the 
thinness  of  the  population  in  some  places,  the  difficulties  to  be  encountered  by  the 
new  settlers  in  communicating  with  the  business  centres,  and  the  unfavorable  weather 
of  the  two  last  spring  seasons.  But  I am  happy  to  state  that  the  progress  made  in 
the  different  branches  taught  in  our  elementary  schools,  fully  compensates  for  the  lack 
of  increase  in  the  number  of  schools  and  pupils. 

I must  say  that  the  commissioners  and  trustees  and  the  secretary  treasurers 
have  acquitted  themselves  of  their  respective  duties  with  zeal  and  integrity. 

The  people,  though  very  poor  in  some  localities,  are  favorably  disposed  towards 
education  and  willingly  support  their  schools.  I have  reason  to  believe  that  under 
the  new  constitution,  efficient  measures  will  be  adopted  by  the  Quebec  Legislature 
to  procure  the  advancement  of  colonization,  on  which  depends  the  success  of  education 
in  my  district. 

Several  of  the  teachers  have  made  considerable  progress  in  their  method  of 
teaching,  although  I regret  to  be  obliged  to  admit  that  there  are  a few,  who  although 
holding  diplomas,  leave  much  to  be  desired  in  this  respect.  I have  been  obliged  to 
recommend  the  dismissal  of  two  of  the  latter,  and  there  are  others  whom  I would 
like  to  see  replaced,  but  the  limited  means  at  the  disposal  of  the  commissioners  pre- 
clude the  possibility  of  procuring  better  masters  and  mistresses. 

To  cause  emulation  among  the  more  advanced  scholars  in  the  different  munici- 
palities, I have  promised  three  prizes  in  each  county  for  the  best  written  copy 
books.  A number  of  names  have  been  entered  as  competitors. 
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I shall  not  allude  to  the  difficulties  that  have  arisen  in  some  municipalities 
during  the  last  six  months,  inasmuch  as  they  have  been  satisfactorily  settled. 

I shall  briefly  pass  in  review  each  of  the  school  municipalities  composing  my 
district  of  inspection. 


COUNTY  OF  WOLFE. 

Wotton. — lias  the  advantage  of  possessing  a very  efficient  board  of  commis- 
sioners, who  spare  no  pains  to  promote  the  interests  of  education : the  eight  schools 
in  operation  are  a striking  proof  of  it.  They  an  all  well  kept  and  regularly  visited 
by  the  commissioners.  The  parents,  with  very  few  exceptions,  understand  the 
advantages  of  education  and  send  their  children  to  school  regularly.  There  is  also 
another  district,  in  which  there  is  a school  house  and  a large  number  of  children, 
who  made  rapid  progress  last  year,  but  unfortunately  no  qualified  teacher  could  be 
procured  inasmuch  as  it  is  necessary  that  both  languages  should  be  taught.  The 
success  obtained  in  this  municipality  is  in  a great  measure  due  to  the  exertions  of 
the  worthy  cure,  Rev.  H.  C.  Hamelin,  who  is  now  and  has  been  for  a number  of 
years  President  of  the  board  of  school  commissioners. 

The  municipality  of  Wotton  has,  during  the  past  year,  furnished  five  candidates 
for  diplomas,  all  of  whom  passed  brilliant  examinations  before  the  Catholic  Hoard 
of  Examiners  at  Richmond. 

St.  Camille. — There  are  four  schools  in  operation  this  year.  The  commissioners 
and  people  are  well  disposed,  but  in  consequence  of  their  limited  means,  the  teachers’ 
salaries  are  low. 

South  Ham. — The  catholics  in  this  municipality  have  succeeded  in  establishing 
a French  school  this  year.  At  the  time  that  I visited  it,  twenty-two  children,  all 
beginners,  attended  it,  and  the  progress  they  had  made  during  three  months  speaks 
highly  in  favor  of  Miss  E.  Bready,  who  had  the  management  of  it. 

North  Ham. — This  municipality  is  large  and  sparsely  settled.  There  are  seven 
schools,  but  only  3 in  operation.  The  inhabitants  are  poor.  Several  of  the  children 
do  not  attend  more  than  an  hour  each  day,  the  parents  being  unable  to  dispense  with 
their  services.  Those  who  attended  regularly  made  satisfactory  progress. 

Weedon. — There  are  five  schools  in  this  municipality.  The  teachers  receive  a 
uniform  salary  of  one  hundred  dollars  yearly  with  sixty  dollars  additional  for  an 
assistant  teacher  in  district  No.  3,  which  school  is  well  kept  by  Miss  C.  Belliveau. 
The  average  attendance  of  pupils  is  72. 

No.  1 has  improved  a good  deal,  but  the  attendance  was  not  as  regular  as  might 
be  desired.  . 

In  the  school  district  No.  3 the  progress  is  slow,  considering  the  want  of  assiduity 
of  the  children. 

In  the  school  district  No.  4 the  school  is  well  kept,  and  the  progress  made  is 
very  satisfactory. 

The  teacher  of  No.  5 being  absent  at  the  time  of  my  last  visit,  I could  not 
examine  the  school. 

Stratford . — This  municipality  sustains  two  schools.  No.  1 deserves  special 
mention.  Mr.  Tessier  possesses  those  essential  qualifications  of  a good  teacher,  love 
of  his  profession  and  energy  tempered  by  patience  in  teaching. 

No.  2 school  district,  although  under  the  care  of  one  of  the  first  masters,  has 
fallen  off,  which  I attribute  to  several  causes,  the  chief  one  being  the  establishment 
of  two  new  school  districts  in  the  municipality,  which  take  away  a large  number  of 
children  from  this  school.

Wolfesiown. — There  are  four  school  houses  in  this  municipality,  three  of  which 
are  in  operation.  Nos.  2 and  3 were  closed  at  the  time  of  my  visit.  That  of  district 
No.  1 is  well  kept.  Eev.  Mr.  Francoeur  is  President  of  the  board  of  commissioners, 
and  a change  for  the  better  is  already  apparent  in  the  management  of  school  affairs. 


COUNTY  OF  RICHMOND. 

Shipton. — This  municipality  contains  two  catholic  dissentient  schools,  one  in' 
district  No.  1,  the  other  in  district  No.  3.  In  No.  1 district  the  population  is  mixed,, 
and  it  is  necessary  to  teach  both  French  and  English,  but  the  trustees  could  not 
procure  a person  competent  to  teach  both  languages.  Consequently  both  languages 
were  taught  alternately,  but  as  might  be  expected  with  little  success. 

No.  3 French  dissentient  school  newly  established  has  been  well  kept  during 
the  last  six  months. 

No.  19  English  school,  under  control  of  the  commissioners,  gave  satisfactory 
results.  It  would  be  desirable  to  have  French  taught  in  this  district. 

Cleveland. — There  are  five  schools  in  this  municipality  including  the  Kichmond 
village  dissentient  school  under  my  control. 

The  dissentient  school  has  made  considerable  progress  during  the  last  6 months 
much  more  strictness , is  to  be  desired  on  the  part  of  the  master  who,  however,  has 
already  improved  his  system. 

The  other  schools  are  doing  well.  No.  4 has  an  excellent  teacher,  but  the 
children  are  so  timid  that  it  is  with  the  greatest  difficulty  they  can  be  got  to  answer 
questions  put  to  them.  The  writing  is  poor,  but  I think  this  is  chiefly  attributable 
to  the  bad  styles  of  specimen  writing  with  which  this  school  is  provided.  I have 
drawn  the  attention  of  the  commissioners  to  the  matter,  but  my  suggestions  have 
not  as  yet  been  acted  upon. 

St.  G-eorge  of  Windsor. — There  are  five  schools  in  operation  in  this  municipality. 
Four  are  progressing  favorably,  although  the  attendance  is  unfortunately  small.  No. 
1 is  now  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Bechard,  who  formerly  taught  this  school  with 
success,  and  1 have  every  reason  to  hope  that  the  pupils  will  make  satisfactory 
progress. 

Melbourne.— -At  the  time  of  my  visit  to  this  municipality,  the  school  kept  by 
Miss  McKenty  was  closed.  On  account  of  the  poverty  of  the  inhabitants  and  the 
small  number  of  children  in  the  district,  it  is  with  difficulty  this  school  is  kept  open 
during  a part  of  each  year. 

The  roads  were  in  such  a bad  state  that  I found  it  impossible  to  visit  No.  15  in 
Melbourne  Township  and  the  French  school  in  Brompton  Gore. 

Stoke. — The  three  schools  which  I visited  in  this  municipality  were,  in  opera- 
tion, but  the  attendance  was  small.  In  No.  1,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  A. 
Ducharme,  French  and  English  are  taught  with  success.  In  Nos.  3 and  4 English 
alone  was  taught  during  the  last  six  months,  the  commissioners  being  unable  to 
procure  the  services  of  teachers  competent  to  teach  both  languages.  There  were 
but  seven  children  in  No.  3,  and  10  in  No.  4,  on  the  day  that  I examined  them.  The 
teachers  appear  to  be  well  qualified. 


TOWN  OF  SHERBROOKE. 


Sherbrooke. — The  usual  number  of  schools  has  been  successfully  sustained  in  this 
town.  I visited  No.  2,  a mixed  school,  in  company  with  Inspector  Hubbard  and 
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Commissioner  Boivin ; it  is  attended  by  124  children.  The  French  and  English 
languages  are  taught  with  success,  and  this  school  appears  to  be  well  conducted  by 
its  present  teacher,  Miss  Blondin,  who  is  well  assisted  by  Miss  Curran. 

The  school  register  No.  3,  girls’  school,  in  the  convent  building,  taught  by  one 
of  the  Ladies  of  the  Congregation  Notre-Dame,  gives  an  aggregate  attendance  of  102. 

The  average  attendance  is  80.  The  school  room  is  altogether  too  small  for  the 
proper  accommodation  of  so  many  children,  yet  the  best  order  prevails  and  good 
progress  is  obtained.  The  copy  books  are  remarkably  neat.  In  my  visit  to  this 
school  I was  accompanied  by  the  Bev.  A.  Dufresne  and  Mr.*  Boivin,  an  active  and 
zealous  member  of  the  visiting  committee.  These  gentlemen  expect  to  obtain  the 
appointment  of  an  assistant  teacher,  and  an  additional  room  in  order  to  divide  the 
.classes. 

In  No.  5 boys’  French  and  English  school,  there  were  but  16  children  present, 
all  new  beginners.  This  school  was  formerly  attended  by  a large  number  of  boys, 
but  the  greater  part  of  them  attend  the  College  Industriel,  which  counts  over  80 
pupils,  who  attend  regularly  and  make  great  progress  under  their  present  professor, 

Mr.  Buteau,  formerly  of  the  Jacques  Cartier  Normal  School.  Much  credit  is  due  to 
the  Bev.  Mr.  Dufresne,  Cure,  for  the  establishment  of  this  institution,  and  his  un- 
tiring efforts  to  keep  it  on  a prosperous  footing. 

The  academy  under  the  direction  of  the  ladies  of  the  Congregation  N.  D.  fully 
sustains  its  high  character.  The  management  is  exemplary,  and  the  different 
branches  of  female  education  are  taught  in  this  establishment  with  the  most 
satisfactory  results.  * 4w 


Orford. — No.  4 in  this  municipality,  kept  by  Miss  Melanise  Dubreuil,  is  attended 
by  23  children,  who  are  but  little  advanced.  The  teacher  is  rather  deficient  in 
method,  but  when  the  age  of  the  children  is  taken  into  consideration,  the  result  of 
the  examination  may  be  termed  satisfactory. 

No.  2 — on  account  of  the  insufficient  number  of  children  in  this  district,  there  is 
no  school  this  year.  There  has  been  a new  school  started  between  Orford  and 
Stukely.  The  teacher  having  been  employed  by  the  commissioners  of  Stukely,  a 
municipality  not  in  my  district,  I have  not  entered  this  school  on  my  list. 

Ascot. — In  this  municipality  both  schools  had  been  closed  a few  days  before  I 
reached  there.  They  are  to  be  re-opened  in  the  spring. 


COUNTY  OF  STANSTEAD.

Hatley. — The  bad  state  of  the  winter  roads  prevented  me  from  visiting  the 
dissentient  school  in  this  municipality. 

Barford. — Notwithstanding  the  poverty  of  a number  of  the  rate  payers,  the 
French  school  in  district  No.  6 was  well  sustained  and  gave  satisfactory  results. 


COUNTY  OF  COMPTON. 


Clifton. — No.  4 English  school,  kept  by  Miss  Donahue,  gives  very  satisfactory 
results.  In  summer  the  attendance  is  composed  chiefly  of  young  children,  the 
eldest  being  kept  at  home  to  assist  in  the  farm  labors.  In  winter  the  latter  attend 
school  with  assiduity  and  a number  of  them  make  rapid  progress. 

The  French  dissentient  school  taught  by  Miss  A Cote  has  been  in  operation 
since  the  month  of  October  and  is  advancing  well.  The  children  are  all  beginners. 

Hereford. — Has  had  but  one  school  in  operation  during  the  past  year.  There 
are  two  new  school  houses  in  course  of  construction.  This  township  has  been 
recently  settled,  and  a great  number  of  difficulties  have  to  be  met  by  the  settlers. 
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Auckland. — Is  in  a similar  position  to  Hereford.  There  have  been  two  schools 
kept  in  this  settlement.  Ho.  1 French  school,  taught  by  Miss  Lina  Dubois,  made 
remarkabm^rogress.  The  children,  to  the  number  of  18,  began  their  letters  on  the 
8th  of  January,  1867.  At  the  time  of  my  visit,  20th  December,  1867,  several  pas’sed 
a satisfactory  examination,  in  reading,  elements  of  grammar,  geography  and  the 
simple  rules  of  arithmetic.  Several  copy  books  were  remarkably  neat  and  com- 
paratively well  written. 

Ho.  2 had  just  been  opened  for  the  4th  and  8th  ranges,  and  was  attended  by  18 
children,  all  beginners.  Mrs.  Delina  Foy  kept  the  school  in  her  own  house. 

Eaton. — In  this  municipality,  the  French  dissentient  school  has  in  Miss  A. 
Belanger  a well  qualified  teacher,  and  is  making  good  progress. 

Westbury. — For  the  reasons  mentioned  in  a previous  report,  (the  division  of  the 
district  by  the  river  St.  Francis)  the  dissentient  school  is  only  open  at  irregular 
intervals,  a*nd  consequently  makes  slow  progress. 

North  Winslow. — In  my  visit  to  the  schools  of  this  municipality,  I was  ac- 
companied by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Yanasse,  Cure,  who  takes  a lively  interest  in  every  thing 
that  concerns  the  welfare  of  his  parishioners.  There  are  three  schools  under  control 
of  commissioners.  In  Ho.  1,  the  progress  made  in  reading,  spelling  and  writing,  as 
well  as  the  remarkable  neatness  of  the  copy  books,  is  very  creditable  to  the  teacher 
Miss  E.  Berthiaume. 

In  Hos.  2 and  3,  the  attendance  was  very  small  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of 
fever  among  the  children  in.  these  districts.  Besides  these  three  schools,  there  are 
two  independent  schools  in  remote  parts  of  the  municipality.  The  attendance  is 
small  and  it  is  because  the  number  of  children  was  not  sufficient  in  each  place,  that 
the  inhabitants  decided  on  establishing  independent  schools  to  be  kept  only  for  a 
short  time. 

I now  conclude  by  offering  my  most  sincere  thanks  to  the  gentlemen  who  have 
given  me  their  support  in  advancing  the  interests  of  education  in  my  district. 


No.  6.— EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  REPORT  OF  IHSPECTOR  HUBBARD. 

STANSTEAD,  RICHMOND,  COMPTON,  AND  PARTS  OF  DRUMMOND  AND  ARTHABASKA. 

I have  the  honor  to  transmit  my  report  for  the  current  year. 

I have  visited  all  the  municipalities  in  my  district,  and  offer  the  following 
remarks  on  the  state  of  education  in  each  of  these  municipalities. 

COUNTY  OF  STANSTEAD. 

Stanstead. — With  three  exceptions,  schools  have  been  sustained  in  the  thirty-two 
districts,  with  an  attendance  of  976  pupils.  Districts  22,  23  and  24,  for  the  want  of 
the  required  number  of  children,  have  no  schools  ; and  in  two  or  three  other  districts, 
the  schools  were  kept  open  only  part  of  the  year  ; some  schools  were  attended  but 
by  few  children.  I am  unable  to  assign  any  cause  for  the  falling  off  in  the  attendance. 
Some  schools  which  had  a full  attendance  last  year,  are  now  poorly  attended.  Six 
male  teachers  taught  with  success  during  the  winter.  District  school  Ho.  15,  under 
the  direction  of  Miss  Caffrey,  gave  satisfactory  results.  Hos.  8,  17  and  30  had  very 
few  pupils.  The  financial  affairs  have  improved  during  the  year.  Arrears  have 
been  collected  and  debts  paid. 
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Stanstead  Academy  has  had  a smaller  attendance  than  usual  on  account  of  Mr. 
Johnson  leaving  at  the  beginning  of  the  scholastic  year.  Kev.  0.  Lee  has  under- 
taken the  management  of  this  institution,  with  some  success.  The  Oasseville 
Academy  was  successfully  taught  by  Mr.  Locke ; it  was  attended  by  75  pupils,  whose 
progress  gave  me  every  satisfaction.  I am  happy  to  be  enabled  to  speak  as  favorably 
of  the  Georgeville  Academy  in  connection  with  school  district  No.  1,  under  the 
direction  of  Miss  Gillies,  formerly  a pupil  of  the  McGill  Normal  School,  who  has 
given  ample  proof  of  her  ability.  It  was  attended  by  50  pupils. 

Barnston. — The  school  house  of  the  new  district  not  having  been  completed, 
there  were  schools  in  operation  only  in  20  districts,  attended  by  530  pupils.  They 
were  all  conducted  by  female  teachers,  with  the  exception  of  school  No.  20  under 
the  direction  of  a male  teacher  during  a part  of  the  winter.  The  most  of  them  were 
pretty  regularly  attended.  Nos.  1,  11,  12  and  13  had  the  fewest  pupils.  Generally 
speaking,  the  progress  made  was  satisfactory.  The  municipal  affairs  appear  to  be 
well  managed,  and  the  accounts  are  well  kept. 

Barnston  Academy  could  not  obtain  a teacher  until  late  in  the  year.  The 
scholars  numbering  only  40,  have  made  little  progress. 

Coaticook. — There  was  only  one  school  in  this  municipality  under  the  control 
of  commissioners  ; two  female  teachers  taught  about  40  pupils.  The  Academy  was 
closed  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  and  the  secretary  treasurer  could  not  give  me  Jhe 
exact  number  of  pupils  attending.  An  independent  school  has  just  been  opened  ; it 
has  62  pupils  and  appears  to  prosper.  Two  school  houses  are  now  in  course  of 
erection,  and  I hope  to  be  able  in  my  next  report  to  announce  that  the  commissioners 
have  two  new  schools  in  operation. 

Barford. — This  place  has  5 schools  in  operation  with  an  attendance  of  140  pupils. 
No.  2 district  school  deserves  special  mention,  both  in  regard  to  the  number  of'  and 
progress  made  by  the  pupils.  The  affairs  of  the  municipality  are  in  good  order. 

Hatley.— This  municipality  is  divided  into  14  districts,  all  of  which  with  the- 
exception  of  No.  12,  which  remains  as  it  was,  have  schools  in  operation  with  an 
aggregate  attendance  of  425  pupils.  Nos.  3 and  7 schools  were  only  opened  for  a 
part  of  the  year,  through  want  of  scholars.  In  general,  I noted  marked  progress. 
At  the  same  time  I specially  owe  honorable  mention  to  the  masters  and  mistresses 
of  2,  5,  8 and  9. 

The  finances  of  the  trust  are  in  a prosperous  condition. 

Charleston  Academy  had  81  pupils,  and  was  successfully  conducted  by  Mr. 
Shonyo.  Number  of  scholars,  81. 

Magog. — Has  8 schools  in  operation,  attended,  however,  by  very  few  assiduous 
pupils.  Still  the  progress  made  was  generally  satisfactory,  especially  in  No.  5 
district  school.- 

In  the  six  municipalities  of  this  County  there  are  this  year  81  districts,  76  of 
which  possess  schools  with  2324  pupils,  forming  with  the  508  pupils  of  the  academies, 
an  aggregate  number  of  2832.  In  almost  ail  the  schools,  writing,  arithmetic,  geo- 
graphy and  English  grammar  are  taught ; in  several,  book-keeping  and  algebra  have 
been  introduced  ; but  the  two  latter  with  other  still  higher  branches  are  in  general 
only  taught  in  academies. 

COUNTY  OF  COMPTON. 

Compton.  — This  municipality  includes  22  districts  with  600  pupils.  Four  of  the 
smallest  districts  had  schools  in  operation  for  only  a part  of  the  year.  Nos.  1 and  5 
schools  were  largely  attended.  In  several  of  the  less  frequented  schools,  very  marked 
progress  was  made.  No.  21  district  school  succeeded  admirably.  That  of  No.  11 
did  not  turn  out  well  and  that  of  No.  17  was  interrupted  through  a difficulty  which 
arose  between  the  commissioners  and  the  mistress. 
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The  Compton  Academy  attended  by  76  pupils  reflects  credit  on  the  teacher  con- 
ducting it. 

Here,  as  in  other  parts  of  my  district,  qualified  teachers  can  only  be  secured 
with  the  greatest  difficulty. 

Clifton. — Has  5 schools,  one  of  which  is  independent.  That  of  Ho.  2 district  has 
;a  fair  number  of  pupils,  but  the  others  are  very  poorly  attended.  Progress  passable. 

Hereford. — Has  6 schools  with  137  pupils.  The  mistresses  conducting  them 
perform  their  duties  with  zeal  and  success.  The  commissioners  and  secretary  trea- 
surer manage  their  affairs  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

Eaton. — 14  schools  were  in  operation.  Hos.  2 and  8 districts,  each  had  one.  The 
total  attendance  of  pupils  was  445.  I may  specially  mention  as  excellent,  the  schools 
of  Hos.  1,  4,  11  and  13.  The  Cookshire  Academy  attended  by  48  pupils,  and  the 
Eaton  Corner  Model  School  by  45,  also  call  for  special  reference.  The  accounts  are 

well  kept. 

Newport.—  Has  5 schools.  Hos.  1,  2 and  3 worked  with  a great  deal  of  success 
•during  the  whole  year.  Hos.  4 and  5 were  only  in  operation  during  the  winter.  The 
pupils  made  fair  progress.  The  total  attendance  was  121  for  the  five  schools. 

Westbury. — 4 districts.  Hos.  3 and  4 district  schools  were  only  open  during  the 
winter,  and  Hos.  1, 2 and  3 during  the  summer.  They  had  an  attendance  of  76  pupils, 
none  of  whom  are  advanced.  The  finances  are  in  fair  order. 

Bury. — 7 schools  working  all  the  year  round,  and  an  8th  in  summer.  The  model 
school,  under  Miss  Irvine,  made  marked  progress.  I also  noted  some  evidences  of 
progress  in  the  others.  Several  of  the  school  houses  are  wanting  both  in  comfort  and 
necessaries.  The  commissioners,  however,  seem  to  occupy  themselves  seriously  in 
the  advancement  of  the  school  interests. 

Tingwick. — Has  5 districts,  and  maintains  5 schools  with  an  attendance  of  173 
pupils.  I would  specially  mention  that  of  Ho.  2 district,  which  was  regularly 
attended  and  worked  capitally.  The  school  houses  are  generally  in  want  of  repairs. 
I found  the  finances  in  good  order. 

South  Winslow. — The  schools  of  this  municipality  continue  to  make  progress. 
That  of  Ho.  2 district  in  particular,  deserves  honorable  mention.  The  school  houses 
require  a good  deal  of  repairs,  bat  the  poverty  of  the  inhabitants  prevents  them  from 
making  the  necessary  outlay. 

The  school  taxes  are  easily  enough  collected. 

Whiton,  &c. — Has  little  changed  since  my  last  report.  Owing  to  the  difficulty 
of  securing  masters  and  the  want  of  means,  the  schools  are  only  open  during  a part 
of  the  year.  The  three  schools  have  an  attendance  of  110  pupils  and  made  marked 
progress  under  the  successful  direction  of  one  and  the  same  teacher,  M iss  McDonald, 
The  finances  are  prosperous.  The  teacher,  however,  complains  of  not  being  paid 
regularly. 


SHERBROOKE  ELECTORAL  DIVISION. 

Sherbrooke. — I have  2 schools  to  insjiect  at  Sherbrooke,  those  of  Hos,  1 and  4. 
District  Ho.  1 is  ably  conducted  by  Miss  Cockburn.  The  number  of  pupils  increased 
so  much  that  the  Commissioners  were  compelled  to  enlarge  the  school  house.  Ho. 
4 school,  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  Can  well,  assisted  by  an  under  master,  has  over  100 
pupils,  whose  progress  gave  me  entire  satisfaction.  Ho.  2 school,  which  I visited  in 
concert  with  Mr.  Stenson,  has  also  succeeded  well. 
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The  academy  was  attended  by  78  pupils,  and  the  colonial  school  by  95.  Both 
institutions  reflect  credit  on  the  masters  and  mistresses  conducting  them. 

There  are  besides,  3 independent  schools,  with  about  60  pupils  in  all. 

The  affairs  of  the  Trust  are  all  that  could  be  desired.  Funds  are  not  wanting 
and  the  teachers  are  well  paid. 

Ascot. — Of  the  17  districts  in  this  municipality,  11  had  schools  in  operation  all 
the  year  round,  the  other  six  only  a part  of  the  year.  They  were  atttended  by  520 
pupils.  The  success  obtained  seemed  satisfactory,  especially  in  No.  9 district  school 
which  was  assiduously  attended  by  a large  number  of  young  children.  Finances 
flourishing. 

Bishop’s  College  and  the  Lennoxville  Grammar  School  continue  prosperous. 
124  pupils  attend  these  institutions. 

Orford. — The  3 schools  here  were  attended  by  78  pupils.  No.  1 district  school 
was  the  largest  and  best ; No.  2 was  but  passable  and  No.  3 did  not  satisfy  me. 
There  was  no  school  under  control  during  the  winter. 

COUNTY  OF  RICHMOND. 

Shipton. — Maintains  17  schools.  3 of  them  only  for  a part  of  the  year,  with  a 
total  of  483  pupils.  In  general,  progress  was  made,  especially  in  Nos.  1 and  10 
districts.  The  taxes  are  fhirly  collected,  and  the  finances  are  in  good  condition. 

The  Danville  academy  had  104  pupils,  under  the  direction  for  a part  of  the 
year  of  Mr.  Jordan  and  afterwards,  owing  to  the  illness  of  that  teacher,  of  Mr. 
Carmichael.  Progress  satisfactory. 

Cleveland. — Had  7 schools,  with  274  pupils.  Marked  progress  was  made  in  all, 
especially  in  No.  1 district.  The  affairs  of  the  trust  are -flourishing. 

The  St.  Francis  college  had  112  pupils. 

Melbourne. — I had  to  visit  11  schools  here  with  200  pupils.  With  the  exception 
of  No.  4 district,  all  are  conducted  by  female  teachers  and  in  all  I found  the 
attendance  poor.  I must,  however,  specially  mention  No.  12  district  school,  the 
pupils  of  which  made  decided  progress. 

The  girls’  academy  is  good.  It  had  63  pupils. 

Melbourne  {Village) . — The  village  school  is  well  conducted.  It  had  56  pupils 
during  the  year.  • 

Brompton. — The  5 districts  of  this  place  maintained  5 schools,  with  128  pupils. 
No.  1 district  only  worked  in  summer,  for  want  of  pupils.  A great  many  children, 
belonging  to  Nos.  1 and  2 attended  school  at  Windsor,  which  will  explain  the 
falling  off  in  this  year’s  attendance.  The  accounts  are  well  kept,  and  the  finances 
prosperous. 

I may  also  mention,  that  No.  4 district  school,  gave  me  great  satisfaction. 

Windsor. — Had  5 schools,  with  195  pupils.  Nos.  3 and  5 were  open  only  in  the 
summer,  for  want  of  pupils.  In  general,  I had  reason  to  be  satisfied.  No  3 school, 
in  particular,  conducted  by  Miss  Watson,  is  a very  good  one. 

Stoke. — I have  2 schools  to  inspect  in  this  municipality.  They  have  35  pupils 
and  are  tolerably"  successful. 

COUNTY  OF  WOLFE. 

-Dudswell. — Has  8 schools,  with  185  pupils.  Only  4 were  open  the  whole  year 
round.  Those  of  Nos.  1 and  2 districts  are  fair  enough,  but  the  others  were  poorly 
attended,  .and  made  but  slight  progress,  owing  to  want  of  assiduity"  on  the  part  of 
the  children* 
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South  Ham. — The  school  had  35  pupils  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  which  was  in 
winter.  Progress  passable.  The  school  house  is  in  fair  condition. 

Weedon  (dessentient) .- — The  school  was  only  held  during  the  winter,  for  want  of 
a mistress  in  summer.  It  had  29  pupils,  who  made  passable  progress.  The  finances 
are  in  a fair  state,  considering  the  poverty  of  the  inhabitants. 


PART  OP  THE  COUNTIES  OP  DRUMMOND  AND  ARTHABASKA. 


Durham. — Had  5 schools,  with  165  pupils.  Ho.  1 district  was  only  open  in  summer, 
and  was  very  poorly  attended  at  the  time  of  my  visit.  The  other  schools,  especially 
those  of  Nos.  2 and  5 are  good.  The  finances  are  well  managed. 

St.  Pierre  ( dissentient ). — I visited  4 schools  under  the  control  of  commissioners 
attended  by  127  pupils  and  two  schools  under  trustees,  with  68  scholars.  One  of  the 
commissioners’  schools  was  only  held  in  summer  and  one  of  the  trustees’  schools  was 
only  in  operation  in  winter.  The  others  were  well  attended  and  gave  me  entire  sa- 
tisfaction. The  accounts  of  the  commissioners  and  trustees  are  in  order. 

St.  Fulgence. — 5 English  schools  were  in  operation  during  the  winter  and  4 in 
summer.  None  of  them  had  many  pupils,  but  without  advancing  a great  deal  they 
all  made  some  progress.  The  corporation  books  are  well  kept. 

Kingsey. — Since  the  separation  of  Kingsey  Falls,  4 schools  subject  to  my  inspec- 
tion have  been  maintained  (Nos.  3,  6,  7 aud  10.) 

No.  3 school,  under  a mistress,  had  a fair  number  of  pupils.  No.  6 was  very 
good  at  the  time  of  my  visit  during  the  winter.  Nos.  7 and  10  were  poorly  attend- 
ed and  showed  but  passable  results. 

Kingsey  Falls. — This  new  municipality  has  3 schools  and  91  pupils  who  made 
satisfactory  progress.  The  accounts  are  in  good  order. 

Tingwick  ( dissentient ). — Has  4 schools  No.  1 district  worked  only  in  winter,, 
with  an  attendance  of  107  pupils.  No.  2 was  good,  I was  not  able  to  visit  the  others* 
The  affairs  of  the  trust  continue  to  prosper. 

GENERAL  REVIEW. 

In  the  35  municipalities,  the  schools  of  which  are  subject  either  wholly  or  in 
part  to  my  inspection,  I noted  for  the  present  year  264  districts,  61  school  houses, 
258  schools  under  control  in  operation,  with  7,953  pupils.  There  are  in  addition  5 
model  schools,  1 superior  school  for  girls,  11  academies,  2 colleges  and  5 inde- 
pendent schools,  making  in  all  282  schools,  with  a total  of  9,196  pupils ; a figure 
somewhat  below  that  submitted  in  my  last  report.  It  would  be  difficult  to  assign 
any  precise  cause  for  this  falling  off ; but  in  certain  cases,  on  account  of  the  period 
of  my  visit,  I was  not  able  to  secure  a full  attendance.  3 out  of  39  male  and  5 only 
out  of  309  female  teachers  had  no  diplomas. 

The  prizes  I distributed,  agreeably  to  the  instructions  of  the  department,  were 
in  general  productive  of  happy  effect  both  in  exciting  a spirit  of  emulation  among 
the  pupils  and  in  encouraging  them  to  attend  school  regularly. 


No.  7.— REPOET  OF  INSPECTOR  VALADE. 


This  inspector  notes  highly  satisfactory  progress  in  general,  and  throughout 
his  inspection  district  comprising  the  counties  of  Hochelaga,  Jacques  Cartier, 
Yaudreuil  and  Soulanges,  with  the  city  of  Montreal  (Catholic  population.) 

COUNTY  OF  HOCHELAGA. 

Hochelaga. — The  catholic  school  is  good.  Number  of  pupils,  60, — prizes  dis- 
tributed, 4. 

The  dissentient  school,  with  30  pupils,  is  ably  conducted  by  a McGill  Normal 
School  pupil.  The  finances  are  in  good  order. 

The  convent  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Holy  Names  of  Jesus  and  Mary  is  flourishing. 
An  .independent  school  has  30  pupils. 

Coteau  St.  Louis. — The  lay  brothers  of  St.  Viateur  had  200  pupils  attending 
their  well  kept  school.  There  are  two  deaf  and  dumb  institutions,  with  30  male 
and  40  female  inmates,  erected  by  charity.  There  is  also  an  independent  elementary 
school,  with  20  pupils. 

The  building  used  for  the  girls’  school  is  too  small,  considering  the  number  of 
pupils  (180).  The  progress,  however,  was  very  satisfactory.  The  dissentient 
school,  with  30  pupils,  is  well  enough  conducted.  Prizes  distributed,  12. 

The  state  of  the  accounts  shows  some  improvement,  though  there  is  still  a con- 
siderable deficit. 

.St.  Jean  Baptiste  Village. — The  boys’  school  gives  satisfactory  results.  I distri- 
buted 9 prizes.  The  accounts  are  kept  with  perfect  regularity. 

The  dissentient  school  succeeds  better  than  formerly.  It  has  36  pupils.  I dis- 
tributed 4 prizes. 

Cote  Visitation  or  Petite  Cote. — The  Montreal  Seminary  maintains  a good  school 
in  this  locality.  The  dissentient  school  is  also  in  every  respect  commendable. 

St  Henri  des  Tanneries. — There  are  two  municipalities  in  this  parish  maintaining 
4 schools  numerously  attended  and  successfully  conducted  by  their  respective  masters 
and  mistresses.  I distributed  4 prizes.  The  commissioners  will  soon  have  to  increase 
the  number  of  districts  in  view  of  the  continuous  increase  of  the  population. 

Coteau  St.  Pierre. — The  two  schools  of  this  municipality  leave  little  to  be 
desired,  especially  that  at  Cote  St.  Paul ; where  both  French  and  English  are  taught 
with  success.  Prizes  distributed,  8.  The  accounts  are  satisfactory.  Of  the  two 
dissentient  schools,  Miss  Ballerey’s  is  well  conducted.  The  other  met  with  little 
success.  I distributed  3 prizes  at  Miss  Ballerey’s. 

Cote  des  Neiges. — The  brothers  of  the  Christian  Doctrine  keep  a good  school  at 
this  place.  The  convent  of  the  Grey  Nuns  is  also  amply  sufficient  for  the  wants  of 
the  locality.  The  schools  at  cotes  St.  Antoine  and  St.  Luc  are  well  conducted.  The 
dissentient  school  may  be  classed  among  the  best  institutions  of  its  kind.  I distri- 
buted 13  prizes  in  this  municipality. 

Long  Point. — Has  a convent  under  the  direction  of  the  Ladies  of  Providence, 
who  support  in  the  same  building  a large  number  of  poor  and  infirm  old  men.  They 
also  keep  an  hospital  for  lunatics. 

The  boys’  school  gives  litle  satisfaction.  That  at  Cote  St.  Leonard  is  most 
flourishing.  The  dissentient  school  also  works  well. 

Pointe-aux-  Trembles. — The  Brothers’  academy,  and  the  convent  of  the  Ladies  of 
the  Congregation  have  a large  number  of  pupils  and  are  in  a flourishing  condition. 
There  is  also  an  excellent  school  at  cote  St.  Leonard.  The  accounts  of  the  muni- 
cipality are  well  kept.  The  working  of  the  dissentient  school  is  attended  with  litle 
success. 
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Riviere  des  Prairies. — The  two  schools  of  this  municipality  are  on  a good  footing, 
and  their  affairs  in  the  best  of  order. 

Sault  au  Recollet. — In  this  parish  there  are  three  municipalities  and  five  schools 
under  supervision,  exclusive  of  the  convent  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Sacred  Heart.  The 
model  school  and  that  of  Du  Haut  are  poorly  attended.  That  of  St.  Michael’s  hill  is 
perfectly  satisfactory.  The  convent  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Sacred  Heart  and  the  no- 
viciate of  the  Jesuits  are  the  ornaments  of  the  parish.  I must  observe  that  the  pre- 
mises used  for  the  model  school  are  insufficient  and  not  very  convenient.  I distributed 
15  prizes.  The  state  of  affairs  are  very  satisfactory. 

COUNTY  OF  JACQUES  CARTIER. 

St.  Laurent. — A college  both  classical  and  industrial,  a convent  school,  two 
primary  superior  and  4 elementary  schools  form  together  the  scholastic  institutions 
of  this  vast  and  rich  municipality.  The  college  and  the  convent  are  in  a state  of 
prosperity  which  leaves  nothing  to  be  desired.  The  elementary  schools  gave  satis- 
faction, excepting  that  of  Cote  Yertu,  in  which  things  are  not  what  they  should  be. 
Prizes  distributed,  38.  The  accounts  are  well  kept. 

Lachine. — There  are  in  this  parish  7 schools,  including  a convent  school.  The 
two  model  schools,  one  catholic  and  the  other  protestant,  are  conducted  with  con- 
siderable ability.  The  other  schools,  particularly  that  of  the  convent,  gave  very  great 
satisfaction.  Prizes  distributed,  20. 

Point  Claire. — The  elementary  schools  of  this  municipality  can  be  classed  with 
the  best  and  most  disciplined  of  the  Province.  The  model  school  of  the  village  is  in 
no  respect  remarkable.  Important  ameliorations  should  take  place  in  the  convent. 
Prizes  distributed,  20.  Accounts  well  kept. 

Ste.  Anne. — There  are  3 good  schools  in  the  parish  of  Ste.  Anne.  The  scholars 
are  models  of  assiduity.  The  assessments  are  paid  slowly.  Prizes  distributed,  15. 

Ste.  Genevieve. — This  municipality  has  6 schools,  including  that  of  the  convent, 
which  are  in  a satisfactory  condition.  Prizes  distributed,  14.  A new  building  was 
erected  for  the  convent.  There  is  in  this  parish  a small  independent  school. 

COUNTY  OF  VAUDREUIL. 

lie  Perrot.—T\ic>  two  schools  of  this  smcd  lAunicipality  are  well  managed  and 
the  affairs  are  in  good  order.  I distributed  6 prizes. 

Vaudreuil . — This  parish  has  5 elementary  schools,  a model  school  and  a convent 
— all  well  conducted  and  in  an  advanced  state  of  prosperity.  The  master  of  the 
model  school  instructs  his  scholars  in  military  exercise.  Prizes  distributed,  29. 

Of  the  th?'ee  dissentient  schools,  that  of  Cote  St.  Charles  produces  the  best 
results.  The  assessments  are  reluctantly  paid,  which  prevents  the  corporation  from 
doing  what  they  otherwise  might. 

Rigaud. — There  is  in  this  municipality  a college  both  classical  and  industrial, 
a convent  school,  two  primary  superior  and  five  elementary  schools.  The  college 
is  in  a prosperous  state.  The  other  schools,  including  a dissentient  school,  leave 
nothing  to  be  desired. 

Ste.  Marthe. — Of  the  8 schools  supported  by  this  municipality,  there  are  6 
which  are  pretty  well  managed  ; the  two  others  are  altogether  stationary.  The 
premises  occupied  by  the  academy  are  insufficient.  Both  space  and  furniture  are 
wanted.  The  dissentient  school  gives  entire  satisfaction.  The  accounts  are  well 
kept. 

Newton. — This  new  parish  has  already  four  good  schools.  The  accounts  are  kept 
with  regularity. 
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COUNTY  OP  SOULANGES. 

St.  Clet. — There  are  five  schools  in  St.  Clet  of  which  four  are  on  a good  footing 
and  one,  that  of  St.  Emmanuel,  worthless.  The  school  Du  Ruisseau  being  on  the  line 
between  St.  Clet  and  St.  Ignace,  attended  by  scholars  from  both  parishes,  gave  rise 
to  school  difficulties,  which  fortunately  do  not  appear  likely  to  become  serious. 

St.  Polycarpe. — The  school  at  Cote  St.  Philip  was  suspended  through  errors  in 
the  accounts  of  the  former  secretary,  but  will  be  opened  next  year.  The  school  of 
the  River  au  Beaudet  is  now  closed.  It  cannot  be  successfully  carried  on  without 
being  re-united  to  that  of  St.  Andrew. 

All  the  other  schools  of  the  municipality,  including  the  dissentient  school,  are 
conducted  very  satisfactorily.  The  accounts  are  well  kept. 

St.  Zotique. — There  are  6 schools  in  this  parish,  of  which  five  are  well  kept.  One 
only,  that  of  the  RivUre  au  Beaudet , is  retrograding  more  and  more  since  the  departure 
of  Miss  Benoit.  The  dissentient  school  responds  to  the  zeal  of  its  contributors  and 
to  the  sacrifices  which  they  impose  upon  themselves  to  sustain  it. 

St.  Ignace. — The  model  school,  confided  to  a pupil  of  the  Jacques  Cartier  Normal 
School,  and  the  convent  under  the  direction  of  the  Ladies  of  Providence,  had  marked 
success.  The  three  other  schools  are  not  less  prosperous. 

Cedars . — This  municipality  possesses  a model  school  in  whi«h  both  languages  are 
taught  with  success,  a convent  under  the  Sisters  of  the  Congregation,  and  three  ele- 
mentary schools  of  the  first  class. 

SCHOOLS  IN  THE  CITY  OF  MONTREAL. 

The  Commercial  Academy,  the  Academy  of  St.  Mary  and  that  of  Mr.  Lacroix  are 
progressing  more  and  more  satisfactorily. 

The  orphan  school  of  the  Convent  of  Providence,  the  day  school  of  the  Sisters 
of  the  Congregation,  the  schools  of  Miss  Poitras  and  Miss  Gibeau  sustain  the  high 
reputation  which  they  have  for  a long  time  enjoyed.  The  two  schools  at  Point  St. 
Charles  and  also  that  of  Miss  Grenier  are  not  less  honorably  known. 

INDEPENDENT  SCHOOLS. 

There  are  excellent  independent  schools  in  the  city  of  Montreal,  but  there  are- 
also  a few  which  merit  no  encouragement. 

The  Ladies  of  the  Sacred  Heart  have  a day  school  on  a good  footing  at  Montreal. 
The  Sisters  of  the  Good  Shepherd  have  also  an  excellent  school  at  Coteau  Baron. 

The  Sisters  of  Providence  conduct  the  large  school  of  St.  James ; the  Grey  Nuns 
also  afford  their  quota  of  knowledge,  prayers  and  affection  to  the  infants  and  youth 
of  the  city  of  Montreal. 


N°  8. — REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  PAINCHAHH. 

MAGDALEN  ISLANDS. — GASPE. 

Magdalen  Islands.— Mr.  Painchaud  visited  the  schools  on  the  Magdalen  Islands  in 
the  month  of  March.  The  school  of  No.  1 district  was  then  closed,  the  teacher  Mr. 
Philip  Terriault,  being  sick.  According  to  the  statistics  he  procured,  there  are  53 
scholars  in  this  school,  which  has  been  always  kept  on  a good  footing.  Mr.  Terriault 
has  recovered  and  recommenced  teaching. 
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There  are  67  scholars  in  the  school  of  No.  2 district,  which  is  conducted  by  Mr. 
E.  Morin  with  great  zeal  and  success.  It  is  to  be  deplored  that  the  children  are  taken 
away  from  their  books,  as  soon  as  they  have  learnt  to  read,  write  and  cipher.  This 
inconvenience  is  felt  by  all  the  population  of  the  Island,  which  js  almost  entirely 
devoted  to  fishing,  a life  which  the  children  commence  to  lead  from  the  age  of 
7 years.  It  is  almost  impossible  to  remedy  this  state  of  affairs. 

The  school  of  the  district  of  L'Etang  du  .Nord  is  closed  as  it  has  no  teacher.  To 
sum  up  Mr.  Inspector  appears  well  satisfied  with  the  municipality  of  Magdalen. 
The  accounts  especially  are  well  kept  by  Mr.  Ed.  Paquet,  Sec.  Treasurer. 

Aubert. — The  commissioners  of  Aubert  being  unable  to  procure  teachers  provided 
with  diplomas  decided  to  open  independent  schools  under  the  superintendence  of 
persons  of  comparatively  mediocre  capacity  and  unrecommended  by  the  Department. 
The  rate-payers  of  this  municipality  are  well  disposed.  They  offer  salaries  of  $200, 
but  no  one  will  respond  to  their  appeal  nor  accept  their  generous  offers.  Two 
school-houses  were  built  during  the  year.  School  books  are  very  scarce  and  it  would 
be  desirable  that  the  books  given  as  prizes  should  be  partly  of  this  nature. 


No.  9.— REPOET  OF  INSPECTOR  TREMBLAY. 

COUNTY  OF  GASP-E. 

There  is  no  important  change  to  note  in  this  municipality.  However,  the  cause* 
of  public  instruction  gains  ground  daily. 

New-Port . — There  is  only  one  school  in  this  municipality,  but  it  is  numerously 
attended.  The  rate  payers  are  very  zealous  in  the  cause  of  education.  The  accounts 
are  well  kept. 

Pabos. — This  municipality  has  two  schools  pretty  regularly  attended.  It  is  to 
be  regretted  that  the  Gaspe  Fishery  and  Coal  Mining  Company,  which  for  some 
years  has  paid  no  assessments,  prevents  as  much  as  possible  the  active  working  of 
the  schools  and  the  law.  The  arrears,  notwithstanding,  are  not  very  great  and 
the  accounts  are  in  good  order. 

Grand  Biver, — There  are  one  model  and  two  elementary  schools  at  Grand  River. 
The  difficulties  encountered  in  finding  a teacher,  furnished  with  a model  school 
diploma,  caused  this  school  to  be  closed  for  four  months.  It  is  now  open  and 
promises  well.  The  change  in  their  Secretary  Treasurer  made  by  the  Commis- 
sioners gives  every  reason  to  hope  that  the  affairs  though  embarrassed  at  present 
may  soon  be  replaced  on  a good  footing. 

Cape  Desespoir. — We  count  one  dissentient  and  three  schools  under  supervision 
at  Cape  Desespoir.  The  commissioners  have  shown  proofs  of  zeal.  The  rate-payers 
are  generally  poor,  but  are  not  much  in  arrears  in  their  assessments. 

Perce. — The  dissensions  which  existed  for  a long  time  in  Perce  have  disappeared. 
The  three  schools  there,  of  which  two  are  elementary  and  one  model,  are  good  and 
well  managed. 

Bonaventure  Island. — This  municipality  is  deprived  of  its  school,  as  there  is  no 
teacher.  The  commissioners  are  making  great  efforts  to  procure  one.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  success  will  crown  their  exertions. 

Barachois. — This  municipality  is  reduced  to  great  poverty.  Its  schools  are 
maintained  by  voluntary  subscriptions. 
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Malbaie. — Two  school  sites  have  been  chosen  in  this  municipality,  which  shows 
that  the  people  are  beginning  to  regard  the  cause  of  education  with  more  favor. 

St.  George  de  Malbaie. — The  affairs  of  this  municipality  are  well  administered, 
but  the  number  of  rate-payers  being  only  14  or  15,  it  will  be  burdensome  for  them 
to  maintain  their  school  on  as  good  a footing  as  they  desire. 

Douglas.—^ There  are  three  schools  in  this  municipality  now,  where  there  was 
only  one  last  year.  The  system  of  taxation  so  long  opposed  now  works  in  a satis- 
factory manner. 

York  and  Haldimand. — The  only  school  in  this  municipality  is  on  a good  footing. 
The  affairs  are  in  a satisfactory  state. 

Gaspe  Basin. — The  difficulties  between  sects  have  disappeared.  There  are 
three  schools  extremely  well  managed  and  making  fair  progress. 

North  Bay  of  Gaspe. — This  municipality  includes  a large  tract  of  country  and 
possesses  no  school ; there  being  a dispute  as  to  the  choice  of  the  site.  The 
inspector  desires  to  settle  this  vexed  question  by  establishing  simultaneously  two 
schools. 

Grand  Beach. — The  troubles  which  so  long  reigned  in  this  municipality  are  at 
last  appeased,  and  its  two  schools  are  very  prosperous. 

Anse  au  Griffon. — There  is  only  one  school  in  this  municipality,  but  it  is  not  very 
successful.  The  rate  payers  have  generally  but  little  zeal  for  the  advancement  of 
education. 

'v. 

Riviere  aux  Renards. — The  rate  payers  of  this  municipality  exhibit  great  good 
will ; but  they  are  poor.  A new  school  has  been  opened  at  Petite  Riviere  aux 
Renards,  making  three  schools  in  this  municipality.  The  state  of  affairs  is  very 
satisfactory. 

• Claridorme. — This  municipality  supports  a good  school.  The  difficulties  caused 
by  some  unruly  spirits  on  account  of  the  collection  of  the  taxes  have  entirely  disap- 
peared, and  the  law  has  had  its  full  course.  The  accounts  are  well  kept. 

Grand  Valley. — Grand  Valley,  since  its  erection  into  a school  municipality,  has 
no  school  in  operation  on  account  of  the  extreme  poverty  of  the  rate-payers. 

Mount  Louis. — There  is  a school  well  and  prosperously  kept  at  Mount  Louis. 
The  spirit  which  animates  both  the  commissioners  and  rate-payers  is  in  every  way 
worthy  of  praise.  The  books  are  well  kept. 

Ste.  Anne  des  Monts. — There  are  two  schools  at  Ste.  Anne  des  Monts,  one  model 
and  the  other  elementary.  These  two  schools  are  of  great  merit.  The  commissioners 
and  the  secretary  treasurer  deserve  great  praise. 

Cape  Chat. — The  municipality  of  Cape  Chat  has  now  three  schools  in  operation, 
and  they  are  all  in  a fair  way  of  being  prosperous  in  spite  of  the  calamitous  tire  which 
destroyed  the  crops  on  two  different  occasions. 


No.  10.— report  of  inspector  belanjd. 

COUNTIES  OF  BEAUCE  AND  LOTBINIERE. 

The  Inspector  sees  with  pleasure  that  education  every  day  acquires  more  favor 
and  importance  in  his  district.  He,  however,  regrets  to  be  obliged  to  add  that  the 
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majority  of  the  teachers  in  his  district  are  ill  paid  considering  the  value  of  the 
services  they  render.

There  arc  4 male  and  115  female  teachers  provided  with  diplomas,  in  charge  of 
the  different  schools. 

St.  Jean. — In  this  municipality  there  is  one  model  school  well  kept : also  6 
good  elementary  schools.  The  money  matters  are  well  looked  after. 

Lotbiniere. — The  municipality  of  Lotbiniere  supports  eight  good  elementary 
schools,  and  one  model  school  also  well  kept.  The  college  and  convent  are  well 
attended  and  are  highly  spoken  of.  The  accounts  are  in  good  order. 

St.  Edward. — There  are  four  schools  in  this  municipality.  The  secretary- 
treasurer  performs  his  duties  to  the  general  satisfaction. 
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St.  Emily. — This  municipality  has  three  good  schools  under  inspection,  and 
one  independent  school  sustained  by  the  liberality  of  Mr.  Joly,  M.  P.  The  rate- 
payers make  great  sacrifices  in  the  cause  of  education.  The  affairs  are  well 
managed. 

Ste.  Croix — A good  convent,  10  elementary  and  two  model  schools  on  a good 
footing,  are  the  ornaments  of  this  municipality.  The  secretary-treasurer  fulfils  his 
duty  satisfactorily. 

St.  Flavien. — There  are  five  good  schools  in  the  municipality  of  St.  Flavien. 
The  affairs  are  in  good  order. 

St.  Antoine. — This  municipality  is  distinguished  for  its  model  school  and  seven 
elementary  schools,  which  are  about  the  best  managed  and  most  progressive  in  the 
district. 

St  Apollinaire. — There  are  four  elementary  schools  on  a good  footing  in  this 
municipality. 


No.  11.— REPOET  OP  INSPECTOR  LUCIER. 

COUNTY  OF  BONA VENTURE. 

There  are  59  school  divisions  in  this  district.  The  school  rolls  show  great  re- 
gularity on  the  part  of  the  children.  The  progress  this  year  was  remarkable.  The 
teachers,  with  the  exception  of  those  of  Rustico,  have  diplomas. 

The  furniture  and  materials  of  the  schools  are  not  what  they  ought  to  be. 

Port  Daniel. — The  two  schools  in  operation  in  this  municipality  have  produced 
very  satisfactory  results.  The  other  school  in  this  municipality  should  be  closed, 
the  rate-payers  being  too  poor  to  support  it.  The  accounts  are  well  kept. 

Hope  Town. — There  are  two  good  schools  in  Hope  Town.  The  affairs  are  well 
managed. 

Petite  Nouvelle. — (Dissentient). — The  inspector  found  the  school  in  this  muni- 
cipality closed,  the  rate-payers  not  being  able  to  support  it. 

Paspebiac. — There  are  144  scholars  attending  the  two  schools  of  this  municipality 
which  are  managed  by  female  teachers.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Fournier  fulfils  the  duties 
of  treasurer  and  devotes  his  fees  towards  the  furnishing  of  the  schools. 

Cox. — The  two  schools  in  Cox  are  attended  by  143  scholars  and  are  well  ma- 
naged by  two  zealous  teachers.  The  accounts  are  well  kept. 

Hamilton. — But  two  years  ago  there  was  only  one  school  in  this  municipality, 
and  that  a very  poor  one.  Now  there  are  seven,  extremely  well  managed : 262 
scholars  attend  them  regularly.  The  management  of  the  affairs,  confided  to  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Normandin,  could  not  be  in  better  hands. 

Hamilton  (dissentient). — There  is  very  little  progress  made  by  the  only  school 
in  this  municipality.  The  rate-payers  are  generally  poor. 

New  Richmond. — This  municipality  is  divided  into  six  districts,  but  there  are 
only  three  schools  in  operation.  All  three  are  well  managed,  but  the  inattention  of 
the  scholars  in  No.  1 district  considerably  retards  their  progress.  The  farmers  are 
poor,  the  debt  heavy,  and  in  spite  of  the  efforts  of  the  secretary  treasurer  their  po- 
sition gets  worse  every  day. 
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New  Richmond  (dissentient). — There  are  two  schools  open  in  this  municipality. 
They  are  well  managed  and  are  very  successful.  The  affairs  are  in  the  best  order. 

Maria— 283  pupils  attend  the  six  schools  in  Maria.  Miss  Pritchard,  an  ex- 
pupil of  the  Laval  Normal  School,  teaches  with  rare  ability  a model  school  both 
numerously  attended  and  well  conducted.  Three  of  the  elementary  schools  are 
good  j the  other  two  are  inferior.  Accounts  in  good  order. 

Carleton. — The  only  convent  in  the  peninsula  of  Gaspe  is  at  Carleton.  It  has 
only  been  open  a short  time  and  has  but  35  scholars  ; but  the  good  which  this 
institution,  under  the  charge  of  the  good  Sisters  of  Charity,  must  necessarily 
accomplish,  is  incalculable.  Carleton  has  also  both  an  excellent  model  and  a good 
elementary  school.  The  finances  are  in  good  order. 

Nouvelle. — 84  scholars  attend  the  two  schools  of  Nouvelle.  One  of  them  has 
succeeded ; but  the  other,  owing  to  the  frequent  absence  of  the  scholars,  has  not 
done  so  well.  The  accounts  are  well  kept.  The  commissioners  have  paid  off  their 
debt. 

Miguasha. — This  municipality  is  poor  and  not  very  zealous.  The  Commis- 
sioners are  so  negligent  that  they  have  built  only  one  small  school  house,  which 
was  not  open  at  the  time  of  my  visit. 

Shoolbred. — There  are  seven  districts,  but  only  three  schools  open  in  Shoolbred. 
The  attendance  at  these  schools  is  irregular.  The  want  of  harmony  between  the 
commissioners  greatly  obstructs  development. 

Mann. — This  municipality  has  only  only  one  school,  but  it  is  well  kept.  The 
accounts  are  in  good  order. 

Indian  Mission. — Miss  Goulet  teaches  English  and  French  to  40  scholars  in  this 
Mission.  A good  many  young  Indians  are  fair  writers. 

Ristigouche. — There  is  only  one  school  open  in  this  municipalisy,  but  two  will 
be  in  operation  shortly.  The  one  now  in  existence  is  well  managed. 

Matapediac. — This  municipality  supports  one  school  in  summer  and  two  in 
winter.  Sir.  Styles’  school  is  on  a good  footing  and  has  30  scholars. 

* Rustico. — Notwitstanding  the  efforts  of  the  missionary  priest,  the  Reverend  Mr. 

Saucier,  to  procure  for  this  municipality  teachers  holding  diplomas,  he  has  not  suc- 
ceeded on  account  of  its  remoteness  and  the  paucity  of  the  salary  offered  ; but  his 
.zeal  is  not  diminished  by  these  obstacles  and  he  hopes  to  be  able  to  procure  in  a short 
time  a teacher  willing  to  accept  the  task  of  raising  the  standard  of  education  in  the 
municipality  of  Rustico.. 


No.  12.— EXTRACT  FROM  THE  REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  CARON. 

COUNTIES  OP  ST.  JOHN,  NAPIERVILLE  AND  IBERVILLE. 

I have  the  honor  to  forward  you  my  annual  report  on  the  state  of  education  in  the 
.schools  of  my  district,  for  the  scholastic  year  1866-67,  and  I have  the  satisfaction  to 
state  that  although  the  progress  is  not  as  great  as  I could  wish,  still  every  thing  goes 
as  well  as  so  far  I have  had  grounds  to  anticipate.  The  zeal  and  devotion  shown  by 
those  charged  with  the  duty  of  instructing  the  youth  merit  every  praise,  and  I cor- 
dially thank  the  commissioners  and  trustees  for  the  support  afforded  me  in  carrying 
out  the  good  working  of  the  schools  in  the  district  which  it  is  my  duty  to  visit. 
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St.  John  (Town). — The  town  of  St  John  has  one  academy  for  girls  and  two  for 
boys,  5 schools  under  supervision,  of  which  four  are  elementary  and  one  independent. 
The  two  boys’  academies,  one  French,  the  other  English,  are  well  managed 
and  produce  the  most  satisfactory  results.  The  girls’  academy  in  the  'convent  under 
the  Ladies  of  the  Congregation  is  on  the  best  footing.  The  young  girls  who  attend 
it  receive  a complete  education.  I have  also  to  congratulate  myself  on  the  success 
obtained  in  the  other  schools  subject  to  the  control  of  the  commissioners.  The  inde- 
pendent school  is  very  successfully  managed  by  Miss  Allen. 

St.  John  (Parish). — The  parish  of  St.  John  has  four  elementary  schools.  The; 
schools  in  districts  Nos.  5,  6 et  8 are  well  managed.  School  No.  7,  is  passable. 

St.  Bernard  de  Lacolle. — This  parish  includes  two  municipalities,  of  which  one 
is  dissentient.  There  are  15  school  districts  and  14  institutions  of  all  kinds.  The 
protestant  academy  is  attended  by  140  scholars,  whose  remarkable  progress  does 
honor  to  Mr.  Masten.  The  catholic  model-school  is  kept  on  a good  footing.  It  has 
61  scholars.  All  the  elementary  schools  under  the  control  of  the  commissioners, 
and  notably  that  of  school-district  No.  2,  do  well,  and  are  taught  by  very  zealous 
teachers.  School  No.  13  was  closed  at  the  time  of  my  visit. 

The  dissentient  schools  also  gave  satisfaction. 

St.  Valentine. — This  parish  includes  two  municipalities,  of  which  one  is  dissen- 
tient. Besides  a model  school,  very  well  managed  by  Mr.  Molleur,  there  are  seven 
schools  under  the  control  of  the  commissioners,  and  two  dissentient  schools.  All 
are  well  managed  ; the  children  advancing  satisfactorily. 

St.  Margaret  of  Blairfindie. — This  parish,  divided  into  two  municipalities,  has 
one  model  school,  four  commissioners’  elementary  schools  and  one  dissentient  school. 
The  model  school  is  all  that  can  be  desired.  With  the  exception  of  No.  2 school,  in 
which  the  want  of  necessary  furniture  and  in-attention  on  the  part  of  the  scholars, 
have  retarded  progress,  all  produced  satisfactory  results. 

St.  Luke. — There  are  five  elementary  schools  in  this  municipality.  The  schools 
in  districts  No.  1,  3 and  5 succeed  very  well.  No.  2 although  well  managed  did 
not  give  desirable  results  on  account  of  the  prolonged  illness  of  the  teacher.  The 
commissioners  have  temporarily  closed  school  No.  4 on  account  of  the  small  number 
of  scholars. 

St.  Cyprien. — This  parish  includes  two  municipalities,  of  which  one  is  dissentient. 
There  is  a convent,  eight  schools  including  a model  school  under  the  commissioners, 
and  one  dissentient  school.  Mr.  Martin,  master  of  the  model  school,  deserves  honor- 
able mention  for  his  zeal,  ability  and  success  in  teaching.  The  examinations  of  his 
scholars  have  always  been  satisfactory.  The  convent  is  managed  by  the  Ladies  of 
St.  Anne  with  great  success.  The  young  girls  confided  to  the  care  of  those  good 
Ladies,  receive  an  excellent  education.  I have  also  every  reason  to  be  satisfied 
with  the  success  obtained  in  the  other  schools  of  St.  Cyprien. 

St.  Remi.— There  are  at  St.  Be  mi  one  model  school  and  seven  elementary 
schools  under  the  commissioners,  and  one  dissentient  school.  The  examinations 
held  in  each  of  these  institutions,  enable  me  to  report  great  zeal  displayed  by 
the  teachers  and  marked  improvement  of  the  scholars.  The  model  school 
especially,  under  Mr.  Charles  Ferland,  an  ex-pupil  of  the  Normal  School,  merits  par- 
ticular notice. 

St.  Michael  the  Archangel. — This  parish  has  1 convent,  6 schools  under  control, 
of  which  one  is  a model  school  and  one  dissentient  school.  The  convent,  although 
of  recent  date,  is  already  on  a good  footing,  under  the  management  of  the  Ladies  of 
Ste.  Anne.  I have  also  to  congratulate  myself  on  the  creditable  examinations  held 
in  the  other  schools. 
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St.  Edward. — This  municipality  has  one  model  school  and  three  elementary 
schools,  all  managed  with  ability  and  success. 

St.  Patrick  of  Sherrington. — This  parish  is  divided  into  two  municipalities. 
There  are  one  model  and  6 elementary  schools  under  control  and  two  dissentient 
schools.  With  the  exception  of  school  No.  6 which  is  badly  attended  and  makes 
only  slight  progress,  the  commissioners’  schools  are  well  managed.  I may  say  the 
same  of  dissentient  school  No.  2.  No.  1 was  closed  at  the  time  of  my  visit. 

Town  of  Iberville. — This  town  supports  a commercial  college,  a boys’  model 
school,  a primary  girls’  school  and  a dissentient  school..  The  commercial  college, 
although  maintained  on  a good  footing  by  the  ecclesiastics,  had  just  been  closed  for 
want  of  funds.  The  progress  of  the  scholars  of  the  other  institutions  was  most  sa- 
tisfactory. 

St.  Athanase. — This  municipality  has  9 elementary  schools,  all  well  kept. 

St.  George  of  HenryviUe. — This  parish  includes  two  municipalities,  of  which  one 
is  dissentient.  There  are  in  it  one  convent,  one  model,  7 elementary  and  2 dissentient 
schools.  The  convent,  managed  by  the  Ladies  of  the  Presentation,  is  one  of  the 
best  institutions  in  my  district.  The  scholars  attending  it  receive  an  excellent  edu- 
cation. The  model  school  succeeeds  perfectly,  thanks  to  the  zeal  and  ability  of  Mr. 
St.  Hilaire,  to  whose  care  it  is  confided.  All  the  other  schools  are  on  a good  footing 
and  do  honor  to  the  teachers  in  charge. 

St.  Sebastien. — This  parish  has  5 commissioners’  and  2 dissentient  schools.  In 
all,  the  examinations  were  satisfactory. 

St.  Alexander.--  There  are  in  this  municipality  one  convent,  one  model  and  seven 
elementary  schools.  The  convent  lately  established,  is  managed  by  the  Eevd. 
Ladies  of  the  Presentation  : the  young  girls  attending  it  receive  an  excellent 
education.  Mr.  F.  X.  Mousseau  manages  the  model  school  with  great  talent  and 
success.  The  other  schools  are  good. 

St.  Gregory. — This  municipality  has  9 schools  in  operation.  The  model  school 
is  under  Mr.  Trefle  Molleur,  an  able  and  zealous  teacher.  The  scholars  make  rapid 
progress.  The  elementary  schools  are  well  managed  and  give  satisfaction. 

St.  Bridget. — There  are  5 schools  in  St.  Bridget,  of  which  one  is  a commission- 
ers’ model  school  and  one  a dissentient  school.  The  scholars  of  the  model  school, 
notwithstanding  their  want  of  attention,  make  some  progress.  It  might  however  be 
more  marked  if  school  necessaries  were  not  wanting.  The  elementary  schools  are  good. 

To  conclude,  I must  in  justice  say  that  the  teachers  of  my  district  have  performed 
their  duty.  The  schools  work  well,  the  standard  of  education  tends  to  rise  more  and 
more,  and  the  general  progress  obtained  is  of  a nature  to  satisfy  all  those  who  take 
an  interest  in  the  noble  cause  of  education  in  this  country. 


No.  13.— EXTBACT  FEOM  THE  BEPOBT  OF  INSPECTOE  IIUBEBT. 

CITY  OP  THREE-RIVERS,  COUNTIES  OP  MASKINONGtf,  ST.  MAURICE  AND  CHAMPLAIN. 

Comparing  the  statistics  of  1864  with  those  of  this  year,  we  find  in  favor  of  the 
latter  1 municipality,  7 school  districts,  7 school  houses,  16  commissioners’  schools 
in  operation,  1 dissentient  school,  with  a total  of  1614  increase  in  the  number  of 
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scholars.  The  population  of  this  district  of  inspection,  according  to  the  last  general 
census,  being  51,946  and  the  number  of  scholars  entered  on  the  school  rolls  being 
8,799,  it  follows  that  about  one  sixth  of  the  population  partake  of  the  benefit  of 
education. 

Against  21  school  masters  in  1864  with  a minimum  salary  of  $104  and  a maximum 
salary  of  $400,  there  are  this  year  25,  with  a minimum  salary  of  $80  and  a maximum 
salary  of  $586. 

Against  108  school  mistresses  in  1864  with  a minimum  salary  of  $32  and  a maximum 
salary  of  $120,  there  are  this  year  122  with  a minimum  salary  of  $36  and  a maximum 
salary  of  $200. 

I shall  now  review  each  school- municipality  comprised  in  my  inspection  district. 

COUNTY  or  MASKltfONG^. 

Maskinonge. — This  municipality  has  5 elementary  schools  well  enough  conducted 
and  attended  by  360  scholars.  The  accounts  of  the  school  corporation  are  in  order. 

'Riviere  du  Loup. — There  are  7 elementary  schools  in  operation  with  a total 
attendance  of 327  scholars.  Schools  Nos.  1 and  6 merit  special  mention.  The  others 
are  passable.  The  registers  are  well  kept. 

Riviere  du  Loup  ( Village'), — This  village  has  one  model  school  for  boys,  and  one 
elementary  girls’  school.  The  model  school  gave  only  slight  results.  The  elementary 
school  is  good.  The  manner  in  which  the  registers  are  kept  is  satisfactory. 

St.  Justin. — This  municipality  has  three  elementary  schools  which  are  tolerable. 

Ste.  TJrsule , — There  are  1 model  and  5 elementary  schools  in  operation  in  Ste. 
Ursule.  The  total  number  of  pupils  is  320.  The  model  school,  under  Mr.  David 
Lefebvre,  gave  complete  satisfaction.  The  others  are  only  tolerable.  The  registers 
are  well  enough  kept. 

St.  Leon  (JDumontier). — This  municipality  supports  one  model  and  nine  elemen- 
tary schools.  The  model  school  entrusted  to  Mr.  Ringuette  is  good.  The  school  of 
No.  2 district  was  shut  at  the  time  of  my  visit  on  account  of  the  want  of  funds. 
That  of  No.  7,  under  Miss  Dupont,  gave  very  great  satisfaction.  The  others  are  but 
middling.  The  finances  are  in  a healthy  state. 

St.  Lidace. — There  are  5 elementary  schools  at  St.  Didace.  With  the  exception 
of  No.  1 school  which  is  maintained  on  a good  footing  by  Mrs.  Caisse,  I was  not  sa- 
tisfied with  the  results  of  the  examination  of  the  schools.  The  money  matters  are 
satisfactory. 

St.  Paulin. — There  are  in  this  municipality  3 elementary  schools  in  operation. 
Progress  satisfactory.  Books  of  the  school  corporation  well  enough  kept. 

Peterborough. — Miss  Heloisc  Malo,  who  possesses  an  elementary  school  diploma, 
teaches  the  only  school  in  this  municipality.  She  instructs  40  pupils,  whose  progress 
is  not  very  marked.  Accounts  in  good  enough  order. 

Uunterstown. — This  municipality  has  two  elementary  schools  in  operation.  The 
results  of  the  examinations  gave  but  little  satisfaction.  Registers  tolerably  well 
kept. 

COUNTY  OF  ST.  MAURICE. 

Yamachiche. — An  academy  and  11  elementary  schools  attended  by  373  pupils  are 
in  operation  at  Yamachiche.  The  academy,  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Brothers 
of  the  Institut  des  Ecoles  Chretiennes,  gives  the  best  results.  School  No.  4 is  good  ; 
the  others  did  not  meet  with  my  approval.  I found  the  accounts  in  good  order. 
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Pointe  du  Lac. — This  municipality  has  one  mixed  model  school  and  3 elementary 
schools.  The  teacher  of  the  model  school,  Mrs.  Catherine  Cote,  is  very  successful. 
The  three  elementary  schools  are  tolerable.  The  commissioners’  office  is  in  good 
enough  order. 

Banlieue  of  Three  Bivers. — There  are  three  elementary  schools,  in  which  I ob- 
served but  little  progress.  The  accounts  of  the  corporation  are  tolerably  kept. 

City  of  Three  Bivers. — In  addition  to  a model  and  two  commissioners’  elemen- 
tary schools,  the  city  of  Three  Rivers  has  one  elementary  and  one  model  dissentient 
independent  school.  The  results  of  the  examination  of  the  two  model  schools  were 
imost  satisfactory.  There  was  progress  in  the  catholic  elementary  schools;  and  very 
little  in  those  of  the  dissentients.  The  two  independent  schools  are  in  good  repute. 

The  college  affiliated  to  the  Laval  University  of  Quebec,  and  the  convent  under 
the  management  of  the  Ursuline  Ladies,  are  in  every  respect  creditable  to  the  city. 
These  two  institutions,  owing  to  their  remarkable  success,  rank  with  the  first  in  the 
country. 

Commissioners’  office  very  well  kept.  Trustees’  registers  in  good  enough 
order. 

St.  Severe. — This  parish  maintains  4 schools,  of  which  one  is  a model  school. 
The  latter  under  Mr.  A.  Lamy,  is,  as  a model  school,  poor.  The  three  elementary 
schools  are  middling.  Accounts  tolerably  well  kept. 

St.  Etienne  {Fief  St.  Maurice'). — There  are  four  elementary  French  schools  at 
St.  Etienne,  and  one  elementary  dissentient  school.  All  are  only  passable.  The 
’two  offices  are  kept  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

St.  Maurice  Forges. — The  only  school  in  this  municipality  is  middling  and  the 
• accounts  negligently  kept. 

St.  Barnabe  {Gatineau). — This  parish  has  six  elementary  schools.  There  is 
little  perceptible  progress.  Books  well  enough  kept. 

Shawinigan. — Of  the  5 schools  at  Shawinigan,  No.  1 is  good;  the  others  indif- 
ferent. The  commissioners’  office  fair. 


COUNTY  OF  CHAMPLAIN. 

Cap  de  la  Magdeleine. — This  municipality  has  three  elementary  schools.  No. 
1 gave  satisfactory  results  ; the  others  are  middling.  Registers  of  the  corporation 
in  good  order. 

Champlain. — There  are  3 elementary  schools  in  operation  in  Champlain.  All 
only  passable.  Commissioners’  office  well  managed. 

Batiscan. — This  parish  has  four  elementary  schools.  That  in  No.  1 district  is 
good.  The  examination  in  the  other  three  shewed  very  little  progress.  Books  and 
accounts  of  the  corporation  fairly  kept. 

Ste.  Anne  de  la  Perade. — There  are  seven  elementary  schools  in  operation  in 
this  municipality,  The  children  have  made  some  progress.  Accounts  of  the 
corporation  in  very  fair  order. 

St.  Maurice. — This  municipality  has  seven  elementary  schools  and  one 
dissentient  school.  The  general  progress  of  the  scholars  was  very  slight.  Accounts 
passable. 

Badnor  Forges. — The  elementary  schools  of  Radnor  has  produced  but  slight 
iresults.  Account-books  in  gc  :>d  order. 
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St.  Luke. — This  municipality  has  two  tolerable  elementary  schools.  The 
registers  are  fairly  kept. 

Ste.  Genevieve. — This  municipality  supports  one  model,  and  five  elementary 
schools.  The  model  school  is  good  enough.  The  progress  in  the  others  was 
hardly  perceptible.  Office  well  kept. 

St.  Prosper. — There  are  four  passable  elementary  schools  at  St.  Prosper.  Com- 
missioners* office  well  enough  kept. 

Mont  Carmel. — There  are  three  elementary  schools  in  operation  in  this  muni- 
cipality. No.  2 is  good  ; the  others  are  indifferent.  Accounts  passable. 

St.  JVarcisse. — This  parish  has  one  model  school,  managed  by  Mr.  Dostaler  with 
great  ability  and  success.  Commissioners’  office  fairly  kept. 

St.  Stanislas. — There  are  one  model  and  six  elementary  schools  at  St.  Stanislas. 
The  model  school,  under  Mr.  de  Lottinville,  shewed  poorly  at  the  examination. 
The  elementary  schools  No.  3 and  4 were  passable.  No.  5 good.  The  others  were 
indifferent.  Commissioners’  office  well  kept. 

St.  Tite. — This  parish  has  three  elementary  schools  in  operation.  That  of  No. 
1 is  fair  ; the  others  poor.  The  accounts  of  the  corporation  passably  kept. 


No.  14.— EXTRACT  FROM  THE  REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  ROULEAU. 

CATHOLIC  SCHOOLS  OP  THE  COUNTIES  OP  OTTAWA  AND  PONTIAC. 

I have  the  honor  to  forward  you  my  report  for  the  year  1867. 

As  I have  already  had  the  honor  to  remark  in  a former  report,  boys  above  the 
age  of  12  and  13  years  are  rarely  found  at  school,  as  their  parents  need  their 
feeble  assistance  even  at  this  age,  to  assist  them  in  working  their  farms.  The 
scarcity  of  labor,  and  the  high  wages  necessary  to  obtain  it,  account  for  the  fact  of 
our  superior  schools  for  boys  having  so  few  advanced  pupils. 

COUNTY  OP  PONTIAC. 

Sheen. — The  two  schols  of  this  municipality  are  well  managed  and  give  satis- 
factory results. 

Chichester. — This  municipality  supports  three  schools.  No.  1,  under  Mr. 
O’Honohue,  gives  excellent  results.  The  master  of  No.  2 should  be  removed  for 
misconduct.  The  school  in  No.  3 district  was  closed  at  the  time  of  my  visit. 

Allumettes. — Six  schools  under  supervision  and  one  independent  school  are  in 
operation  in  this  municipality.  They  work  pretty  well,  if  the  irregularity  in 
attendance  on  the  part  of  the  children  is  taken  into  account.  The  arrears  due  to 
the  teachers  are  less  than  in  former  years. 

Waltham. — The  two  schools  in  Waltham  are  good  and  the  secretary  treasurer 
deserves  praise  for  his  placing  the  affairs  of  the  municipality  in  order. 

St.  Elizabeth. — The  school  of  this  municipality  was  closed  at  the  time  of  my 
visit,  owing,  as  I was  told,  to  the  want  of  firewood. 

Calumet. — This  township  has  three  good  schools  in  operation.  I found  No.  3 
school  closed  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  awaiting  the  completion  of  a new  school  house 
now  in  course  of  construction. 
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Thorn. — The  school  in  Thorn  was  closed  at  the  time  of  my  visit ; the  com- 
missioners being  on  the  look  out  for  a school  mistress  holding  a diploma. 

Onslow. — There  are  4 schools  in  operation  in  this  township.  The  progress  was 
satisfactory. 

Eardley. — The  dissentient  school  of  this  locality,  though  of  recent  date,  is  well 
managed.  The  children  make  rapid  progress. 

COUNTY  OF  OTTAWA, 


Aylmer. — The  village  of  Aylmer  has  an  academy  and  one  elementary  school. 
Miss  McDonald  and  Mr.  Lamarche,  who  are  in  charge  of  these  two  schools,  spare  no 
efforts  to  advance  their  pupils  in  the  different  branches  taught  by  them. 

Our  Lady  of  Hull . — The  Eevercnd  Sisters  d’  Amour  and  Stafford  of  the  Ottawa 
Convent  are  in  charge  of  the  two  schools  in  this  village.  Although  the  pupils  in 
the  French  school  are  too  numerous  for  one  teacher,  the  scholars  have  obtained  a 
success  which  does  honor  to  the  zeal  and  ability  of  their  school  mistress.  The  English 
school  equally  merits  honorable  mention. 

St.  Etienne. — Four  of  the  six  schools  in  this  parish  were  in  operation  at  the  time 
of  my  visit.  The  school  house  of  No.  1 district  is  too  small  and  not  provided  with 
sufficient  material ; notwithstanding  which,  Miss  O’Keefe  who  conducted  the  school 
has,  through  her  exertious,  advanced  her  scholars  to  some  extent.  In  No.  6 district 
I found  only  8 children  present  out  of  43  inscribed  on  the  roll,  the  others  being  kept 
at  home  sick.  No.  4 school  is  good  ; No.  5 only  mediocre. 

Masham  (dissentient). — There  are  two  catholic  schools  at  Masham.  The  teacher 
of  No.  1 district  gives  great  satisfaction  by  the  able  way  in  which  he  manages  his 
school.  I regret  to  be  unable  to  say  the  same  for  the  management  of  No.  2 school, 
in  which  the  pupils  have  done  next  to  nothing. 

St.  Joseph  of  Wakefield. — The  school  of  this  municipality  was  closed  at  the  time 
of  my  visit. 

Low. — Of  the  three  schools  in  this  township  No.  2 was  the  only  one  in  operation. 
It  meets  the  wants  of  the  district.  The  other  two  schools  were  not  open. 

Wright  & Northfield. , Cameron , JBouchette  and  Hincks. — These  three  municipalities 
have  not  as  yet  opened  a school.  This  state  of  affairs  is  explained  by  the  apathy 
and  ill-will  of  the  ratepayers. 

Maniwaki. — This  municipality  has  opened  a school  in  which  as  yet  there  are 
only  beginners. 

Templeton. — There  are  3 catholic  schools  in  this  municipality,  of  which  only  one 
was  open  at  the  time  of  my  visit.  This  school  was  managed  by  Mr.  Jouvent  with 
ability  and  success.  In  the  absence  of  the  secretary  treasurer  I could  not  learn  the 
reasons  why  the  other  two  schools  were  closed. 

Ij  Ange  Gardien. — The  four  schools  of  this  municipality  are  regularly  attended 
by  131  pupils  and  are  managed  with  great  success  by  competent  school  mistresses. 
The  school  corporation  merits  every  praise  for  the  zeal  with  which  it  performs  its 
duties.  The  accounts  are  well  kept. 

Buckingham. — This  municipality  has  one  academy  and  4 elementary  schools. 
The  academy  and  the  schools  Nos.  1,  4 and  5 are  managed  with  intelligence  and 
success.  The  two  others  were  temporarily  closed  at  the  time  of  my  visit.  The 
account  are  in  good  order. 
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St.  Malachy. — The  three  schools  of  St.  Malachy  give,  satisfactory  results,  if  the 
general  falling  of  the  various  localities  is  taken  into  account.  Nos.  2 and  3 above- 
all  stand  in  need  of  the  most  indispensable  school  furniture. 

Lochdber. — Of  the  4 schools  in  this  municipality,  only  two  are  in  operation  and 
are  very  irregularly  attended.  Progress  next  to  nothing.  In  general,  education  is 
far  from  prosperous  at  Lochaber,  and  the  manner  in  which  the  books  are  kept  is 
very  unsatisfactory. 

St.  Andre  Avelin. — Of  the  five  schools  of  this  municipality,  four  are  carried  on 
with  great  success ; that  of  Miss  Rousson  is  bad.  The  children  hardly  ever  attend.. 
The  secretary-treasurer  manages  the  finances  in  a very  successful  manner. 

Hartwell.— The  only  school  in  operation  at  Hartwell  had  but  20  scholars  at  the 
time  of  my  visit.  The  parents,  it  seems,  are  too  poor  to  clothe  their  children  in  a. 
proper  manner  and  they  keep  them  at  home. 

Ripon. — Madame  and  Miss  Landriault  who  manage  the  two  schools  of  this- 
municipality,  fulfil  their  duties  with  zeal  and  ability.  The  children  are  remarkable- 
for  their  docility  and  love  of  study. 

St.  Angelica. — There  are  one  model  and  three  elementary  schools  in  this  parish, 
all  working  in  a very  satisfactory  manner.  The  finances  are  well  managed. 

Our  Lady  of  Bonsecours. — The  three  schools  of  this  municipality  give  good 
enough  results.  The  secretary  treasurer  manages  the  municipal  affairs  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  all  interested. 


No.  15.— EXTRACT  FROM  THE  REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  McGRATH. 

PROTESTANT  SCHOOLS  OF  THE  COUNTIES  OF  OTTAWA  AND  PONTIAC. 

In  transmitting  my  report  on  the  state  and  progress  of  edncation  for  the  year 
1867,  I am  happy  to  state  that  there  Is  marked  improvement  in  many  localities  in 
my  district.  Teachers  trained  by  the  Normal  Schools  are  commencing  to  be  justly 
appreciated,  and  wherever  they  have  had  charge  of  schools,  success  has  crowned 
their  efforts.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  many  municipalities  cannot  as  yet,  m default 
of  means,  remunerate  proper  masters  and  they  find  themselves  obliged  to  be  con- 
tented with  mediocre  teachers.  The  school  houses  are  now  commodious,  larger  and 
more  airy  than  formerly.  There  is  progress  in  this  direction,  although  there  is  still 
much  to  be  done. 

I come  now  to  the  details  of  each  municipality. 

COUNTY  OF  PONTIAC. 

Sheen.— The  school  of  this  municipality  was  not  in  operation  at  the  time  of  my~ 
visit. 

Waltham. — The  north  part  of  this  municipality  has  a good  school  which  works 
well ; but  the  inhabitants  of  the  southern  portion  are  too  poor  to  support  one  with- 
out assistance. 

Be  des  Allumettes. — The  independent  school  is  still  in  operation ; there  is  no 
disposition  shewn  to  submit  to  the  taxation  system. 

Mansfield. — I regret  to  state  that  the  school  of  this  municipality  has  made  no 
progress. 

Litchfield. — The  school  in  No.  1 division  was  closed  at  the  time  of  my  visit. 
No.  2 was  open,  but  apparently  was  doing  little  good. 
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He  au  Calumet. — The  dissentient  school  was  closed  last  year,  owing  to  the  want 
of  funds. 

Portage-du-Fort. — The  school  of  this  municipality,  under  Mr.  Simpson,  promises 
to  produce  excellent  results. 

Clarendon. — The  township  of  Clarendon  has  13  schools  in  operation.  Educa- 
tional matters  are  in  a better  state,  than  formerly,  through  the  zeal  and  efforts  of 
Mr.  James  Robinson,  secretary-treasurer. 

Bristol. — This  municipality  has  seven  good  schools.  Parents  show  great  zeal 
for  the  education  of  their  children,  and  the  commissioners  perform  their  duties 
admirably. 

Onslow. — I regret  to  say  that  here,  the  finances  are  far  from  what  they  ought  to 
be,  and  that  the  management  of  the  schools  might  be  improved. 

COUNTY  OF  OTTAWA. 

0 

Eardley. — There  are,  in  this  municipality,  four  schools  in  operation,  of  which 
two,  under  the  management  of  Normal  School  pupils,  succeed  well.  The  other 
two  are  mediocre. 

Aylmer. — The  academy  of  Aylmer,  under  the  Rev.  H.  W.  Nye,  is  in  a fair 
way  to  prosper.  The  dissentient  school  under  Miss  Symmes,  one  of  the  best 
teachers  in  my  district,  gives  very  satisfactory  results.  There  is  another  indepen- 
dent school  for  young  children. 

Hull. — This  municipality  has  3 schools,  two  of  which  are  in  operation  and  work 
well.  In  consequence  of  difficulties  with  the  ex-secretary  treasurer  the  finances  are 
not  in  any  better  order.  Still  the  commissioners  seem  to  me  to  be  animated  with  a 
good  spirit  and  to  be  fully  decided  upon  carrying  out  the  law. 

* St.  Etienne. — There  are  6 schools  in  operation  here.  The  model  school  is  well 
managed.  Of  the  five  elementary  schools,  those  of  Misses  Me  Martin  and  Greenlees 
deserve  particular  mention. 

Wakefield. — The  school  of  La  Peche,  under  Miss  Chalmers,  gives  the  most  satis- 
factory results.  From  the  examination  of  the  children,  I can  say  without  hesitation, 
that  this  teacher  is  one  of  the  most  competent  in  the  district. 

There  is  also  at  Wakefield  a school  supported  by  voluntary  contributions. 

Masham. — Only  one  of  the  four  schools  in  this  municipality  was  open  at  the 
time  of  my  visit.  I must  however  say  that  the  inhabitants  seem  to  be  more  anxious 
than  formerly  in  regard  to  the  education  of  their  children,  and  that  they  are  taking 
measures  to  repair  the  loss  occasioned  by  the  destruction  of  two  of  their  school 
houses. 

Our  Lady  of  Hull. — I was  particularly  well  satisfied  with  my  visit  to  the  school 
of  Our  Lady  of  Hull.  The  progress  of  the  pupils  was  remarkable. 

Templeton. — The  schools  in  this  municipality  are  in  a non  satisfactory  state, 
owing  to  the  improper  management  of  the  money  matters  and  the  ill  selected  sites 
of  the  school  houses. 

Buckingham. — Although  No.  1 school  is  managed  by  a competent  teaeher,  the 
progress  of  the  children  did  not  fully  satisfy  me ; that  of  No.  2 district,  under  Miss 
Hall,  is  very  well  conducted.  The  examination  confirmed  the  high  ©pinion  which 
I already  entertained  of  the  ability  of  this  teacher.  There  are  at  Riviere  au  Lievre 
two  schools,  one  only  of  which  was  in  operation  during  the  past  year. 

H Ange-Gardien. — The  school  in  this  municipality  was  opened  only  two  days 
before  my  visit. 
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Lochaber. — It  pains  me  to  state  that  the  schools  in  this  municipality  are  not  in 
a flourishing  condition.  The  conduct  of  the  secretary-treasurer  is  such  that  he  should 
not  retain  office.  If  he  were  replaced  by  a man  more  anxious  to  fulfil  his  duties, 
the  finances  would  be  more  prosperous  and  the  schools  could  not  but  profit  by  the 
-change. 

No.  1 dissentient  school  is  managed  with  great  success  by  Miss  Cairns,  a former 
pupil  of  the  Normal  School ; No.  2,  under  the  Bev.  A.  Campbell,  is  well  conducted. 
The  progress  was  satisfactory  and  might  have  been  more  so,  if  the  pupils  had  been 
more  diligent.  The  school  house  is  in  a deplorable  state  of  decay. 

St.  Angelica. — This  municipality  has  four  schools  of  which  two  are  dissentient. 
I found  the  progress  satisfactory.

COUNTY  OF  MEGANTIC#AND  PART  OF  DORCHESTER  AND  BEAUCE. 

I have  the  honor  to  transmit  you  my  report  on  the  state  of  education  in  my 
inspection  district. 

COUNTY  OF  BEAUCE. 

.St.  Victor  of  Tring.— There  are  four  schools  under  control,  and  one  independent 
school  in  operation  in  this  municipality.  One  of  these  was  open  only  during  the 
first  six  months  of  the  year.  In  the  other  schools,  the  progress  was  satisfactory. 
The  accounts  of  the  secretary-treasurer  seem  to  be  well  kept. 

St.  Ephraim  of  Tring. — This  municipality  has  four  schools,  two  of  which  gave 
satisfactory  results.  The  other  two  were  ill-attended. 

Forsyth. — There  are  two  schools  at  Forsyth  ; one  of  them,  very  badly  attended, 
shewed  hardly  any  progress  ; the  other  is  attended  by  a large  number  of  scholars 
and  does  credit  to  the  master  who  teaches  it.  The  municipality  is  poor,  and  the 
oommissioners  have  but  small  resources  at  their  disposal. 

Lambton. — In  consequence  of  the  alteration  of  the  limits  of  this  municipality, 
there  are  now  four  schools  in  operation,  all  good  and  well  attended.  The  money 
matters  are  very  satisfactory. 

Aylmer. — Although  a large  portion  of  this  municipality  was  annexed  to 
Lambton,  it  has  four  good  schools.  The  money  matters  are  satisfactory. 

Shanley. — No  school  in  oj>eration  in  this  municipality. 

St.  Peter  of  Broughton. — This  municipality  has  five  schools  under  the  control  of 
the  commissioners,  one  dissentient  and  one  independent  school.  All  these  insti- 
tutions are  under  the  management  of  competent  teachers  and  gave  satisfactory 
results  ; the  taxes  are  greatly  in  arrears. 

COUNTY  OF  DORCHESTER. 

West-Frampton. — Two  schools  under  the  control  of  the  commissioners,  and  one 
dissentient  school  are  in  operation  in  this  municipality.  All  three  are  well  attended, 
and  the  pupils  advancing.  There  should  be  two  or  three  more  schools  at  Frampton, 
but  the  difficulty  of  procuidng  good  masters  and  the  apathy  of  some  of  the  rate- 
payers have  so  far  prevented  their  establishment. 

East  Frampton. — This  municipality  has  two  schools  very  well  managed.  Here 
also,  there  should  be  more  schools;  but  the  same  obstacles  are  met  with  as  in  West 
Frampton. 
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Standon. — This  parish  has  only  one  school.  I found  it  well  managed  and  the 
pupils  advancing  to  my  complete  satisfaction. 

Cranbourne. — Only  the  dissentient  school  of  this  municipality  was  in  operation 
during  this  year.  Its  scholars,  scattered  throughout  the  municipality,  attended  very 
irregularly  and  made  but  little  progress.  As  the  people  have  now  consented  to  pay 
the  school  taxes,  there  is  reason  to  hope  and  believe  that  two  or  three  schools  will 
soon  be  in  existence  in  Cranbourne. 

COUNTY  OP  MEGANTIC. 

Leeds. — This  municipality  has  in  operation  seven  schools  under  the  control  of 
commissioners,  and  three  independent  schools.  In  all  the  progress  of  the  pupils  has 
been  extremely  satisfactory.  The  model  school  is  taught  by  an  old  pupil  of  the 
McGill  Normal  School  with  both  talent  and  success. 

Inverness. — The  fifteen  schools  of  this  municipality,  some  of  which  have  merely 
been  in  operation  for  six  months,  are  working  extremely  well.  There  has  been  real 
progress.  The  dissentient  school  has  been  open  but  a few  months,  as  the  teacher 
had  no  diploma.  Inverness  has  also  an  independent  school.  The  finances  of  the 
corporation  are  in  good  order. 

Nelson. — This  municipality  contains  four  schools  under  control  and  one  inde- 
pendent. Satisfactory  results  have  been  obtained  in  only  one  or  two  of  these 
schools.  Voluntary  contributions  are  the  rule,  but  the  teachers  are  punctually 
paid. 

St.  Calixte  de  Somerset. — Besides  a convent  and  model  school,  this  municipality 
sustains  nine  elementary  schools.  The  convent  pupils  numbering  100  are  a credit 
to  their  teachers.  Those  of  the  first  class  are  very  well  advanced  in  the  various 
branches  of  instruction  imparted  to  them.  The  model  and  the  elementary  schools 
have  been  regularly  attended  by  a great  number  of  children,  with  Avhose  progress 
I am  well  satisfied.  Owing  to  the  building  of  the  convent  and  model  school,  the 
commissioners  are  considerably  in  debt  ; on  the  other  hand  large  arrears  are  due 
them. 

Ste.  Julie  de  Somerset. — The  school  affairs  of  this  municipality  are  also  in  a 
satisfactory  condition.  The  model  school  and  the  six  elementary  schools,  which  it 
possesses,  are  regularly  attended,  and  the  progress  of  the  scholars  testifies  to  the 
zeal  and  ability  of  the  masters.  The  finances  are  in  a tolerably  good  condition. 

Ste.  Sophie  of  Halifax. — There  are  seven  schools  in  operation  at  Ste.  Sophie. 
The  attendance  was  fair  and  scholars  make  some  progress.  The  commissioners  are 
not  in  debt,  but  there  are  considerable  arrears  due  them. 

St.  Ferdinand  of  Halifax. — This  municipality  possesses  a model  school  and 
seven  elementary  schools  under  the  control  of  commissioners,  all  doing  well.  Of 
the  two  dissentient  schools,  but  one  is  in  actual  operation  ; the  other  will  not  be 
opened  until  the  new  school  house,  in  which  it  will  be  held,  is  completed. 

Ireland. — There  has  been  little  progress  in  this  municipality  during  the  current- 
year,  as  the  majority  of  its  six  schools  have  been  in  operation  only  for  the  last  six 
months.  It  has  also  an  independent  school.  The  arrears  are  large. 

I have  but  little  to  add  : the  number  of  children  attending  school  in  my  district 
is  about  the  same  as  last  year.  I have  been  able  to  ascertain  that  real  progress  has 
been  made  in  many  institutions.  As  a general  rule,  the  masters  are  able,  especially 
those  of  the  model  schools.  The  debts  of  the  school  corporations,  if  not  entirely 
paid  off,  have  been  greatly  diminished,  and  had  it  not  been  for  the  bad  harvest  last 
year,  they  would  have  been  totally  extinguished. 
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No.  17.— EXTRACT  FROM  THE  REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  ALEXANDER. 

(PART  OF  THE  COUNTIES  OF  DRUMMOND,  BAGOT,  ARTHABASKA,  AND  THE  CATHOLIC 
SCHOOLS  OF  THE  COUNTY  OF  SHEFFORD.) 

The  progress  this  year  has  been  generally  satisfactory.  The  majority  of 
the  municipalities  make  some  sacrifices  to  support  their  schools.  Almost  all  the 
secretary-treasurers  are  zealous  in  the  cause.  The  existing  state  of  the  finances  is 
much  more  satisfactory  than  it  has  been  for  many  years  past.  I regret,  however, 
to  say  that  some  of  the  commissioners  do  not  discharge  their  duties  with  that  atten- 
tion which  we  are  entitled  to  expect  from  them.  Many  never  visit  the  schools. 
Black  boards  and  maps  are  wanting.  In  some  localities  this  is  due  to  poverty,  but 
in  others  to  indifference.  The  salaries  both  of  school  masters  and  school  mistresses 
are  too  small ; diplomas  are  too  readily  granted.  These  are  the  two  chief  reasons 
why  so  many  of  our  schools  are  so  mediocre.  I shall  now  give  you  an  account  of 
the  state  of  public  instruction  in  each  of  the  districts  confided  to  me. 

St.  William  of  Upton. — This  municipality  includes  seven  districts  and  has  seven 
schools  in  operation.  To  speak  strictly,  it  is  only  in  school  No.  4,  taught  by  Mr. 
Megrette,  where  the  progress  is  satisfactory.  The  law  works  well  enough,  thanks 
to  the  praise-worthy  exertions  of  the  secretary- treasurer,  Mr.  Bellemarre.  The  sa- 
laries of  female  teachers  vary  from  $72  to  $120. 

St.  Bonaventure. — There  are  only  four  districts  in  this  municipality.  There  are 
four  schools  in  operation.  That  of  district  No.  2,  taught  by  Miss  Adeline  Caza,  is  a 
good  one.  Miss  Fafard  has  succeeded  much  better  this  year  than  last  in  No.  4. 
The  two  other  schools  are  attended  by  children  little  advanced.  Mr.  Salois  keeps 
the  accounts. 

St.  Germain  of  Grantham. — This  municipality  includes  six  districts  and  sustains 
six  schools,  all  on  a good  footing,  except  that  taught  by  Miss  Dufault.  The  attend- 
ance of  children,  especially  at  school  No.  2,  is  not  what  it  should  be. 

St.  Frederick  of  Drummondville. — There  are  here  four  schools  in  operation.  The 
village  model  school  and  the  elementary  school  of  district  No.  4 do  honor  to  the  two 
teachers  in  charge.  The  two  other  schools  have  also  made  great  progress.  The 
commissioners  are  imbued  with  an  earnest  desire  to  do’ well  and  discharge  their 
duties  faithfully.  The  secretary-treasurer  should  exert  himself  more  in  collecting 
the  school  taxes.  The  highest  salary  is  $133. 

Wendover  & Simpson. — The  six  schools  of  this  municipality  are  tolerable.  The 
attendance  of  children  at  Nos.  2 and  6,  is  very  irregular.  The  commissioners 
discharge  their  duties  well.  I must,  however,  blame  them  for  having  reduced  the 
salaries  of  school  mistresses  by  twenty  dollars.  . 

Wickham. — There  are  six  schools  in  operation.  That  of  district  No.  3,  under 
the  direction  of  Miss  Justine  Letellier,  merits  special  notice.  The  progress  of  her 
scholars  is  wonderful.  The  other  schools  are  fair.  The  accounts  are  slightly  in 
arrear.  I was,  however,  promised  that  measures  should  be  adopted  to  collect  them 
as  soon  as  possible. 

St.  Pierre  of  Durham. — I formerly  had  seven  schools  to  visit  in  this  municipality. 
This  year  only  six  were  in  actual  operation.  School  No.  11,  kept  by  Miss  Filorum 
Charpenticr,  is  the  only  one  in  which  any  progress  was  made.  The  children  are 
not  very  assiduous  in  their  attendance. 

Kingsey. — I visited  five  catholic  schools  in  Kingsey.  Those  of  districts  Nos.  2 
and  4,  kept  respectively  by  MissThi  bandeau  and  Miss  Raymond,  are  good:  the  others 
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are  middling.  The  books  of  the  corporation  reflect  credit  on  the  seoretary-treasurer, 
Mr.  Brown. 

St.  Fulgence  of  Durham. — I had  but  one  school  to  visit  in  this  municipality,  that 
taught  by  Miss  Marguerite  Dupuis;  She  succeeds  tolerably.  There  is  a dissentient 
school  taught  by  Miss  Choquette.  This  school  is  fair.  The  dissentients  make  great 
sacrifices  to  support  it. 

Kingsey  Falls. — I visited  two  schools  at  Kingsey.  The  protestant  school  is  only 
middling.  The  French  school  has  but  just  opened  and  the  pupils  are  merely  beginners. 

Tingwick. — This  municipality  is  divided  into  six  districts  ; four  schools  only 
have  been  in  operation  during  the  year;  all  tolerably  good.  The  finances  of  the 
corporation  are  in  a flourishing  condition,  thanks  to  the  zeal  of  the  secretary- 
treasurer,  Mr.  George  Noble. 

Chenier. — Eight  schools  are  in  operation  in  this  municipality.  Nos.  1,  7 and  8 
show  good  results ; the  others  are  middling.  Mr.  P.  Hebert  continues  ably  to 
discharge  the  duties  of  secretary- treasurer. 

West  Chester. — This  municipality  had  five  schools  in  operation  this  year. 
That  of  district  No.  4 is  good.  The  others  are  still  middling.  The  secretary-trea- 
surer keeps  his  accounts  well,  and  if  there  be  some  arrears  of  taxes,  it  is  to  the 
poverty  of  the  rate-payers  that  it  must  be  attributed.  • I regret  to  say  that  the 
commissioners  visit  their  schools  very  seldom  and  that  the  children  are  not 
diligent. 

East  Chester. — This  municipality  supports  four  schools : that  of  No.  1 district 
is  excellent;  that  of  No.  5 is  good.  The  others  are  passable.  Poverty,  difficulty 
in  crossing  the  river  and  distance  are  obstacles  in  the  way  of  regular  attendance 
on  the  part  of  the  children.  The  commissioners  are  animated  with  the  best 
intentions.  The  secretary-treasurer  keeps  the  accounts  satisfactorily. 

St.  Medard  of  TV arwick.-r-There  are  seven  districts,  but  only  five  schools  in 
operation.  The  schools  of  Nos.  1,  5 and  7 are  good.  Those  of  Nos.  2 and  3 are 
useless.  The  scholars  have  totally  wasted  their  time  through  the  incapacity  and 
carelessness  of  the  female  teachers:  The  commissioners  are  zealous,  as  is  also  the 

new  secretary-treasurer,  Mr.  O.  Tessier.  Two  school-houses  have  been  built  during 
the  year. 

St.  Albert,  of  Warwick. — This  new  municipality  sustains  a school,  which  is  well 
taught  by  Miss  Celina  Desilets.  School  taxes  are  levied  without  opposition. 

St.  Christopher. — There  are  five  schools  in  this  municipality ; all  indifferent.  I 
saw  with  regret  that  several  of  the  school  mistresses  had  no  diplomas. 

Arthabaskaville. — There  are  here  four  schools  in  operation.  The  two  village 
schools  taught  by  Mrs.  and  Miss  Laplante  succeed  very  well.  So  does  school  No.  3. 
School  No.  2,  from  the  frequent  change  of  teachers,  does  not  exhibit  satisfactory 

results. 

Viet  oriavi  lie. — This  municipality  supports  four  schools.  No.  4 taught  by  Miss 
Beatrix  Desilets  is  excellent.  The  school  of  district  No.  1 does  not  progress  much, 
although  the  teacher  is  well  educated.  The  two  remaining  schools  are  only  passable. 
The  finances  are  in  a better  condition  than  formerly. 

St.  Norbert. — Of  the  three  schools  in  operation  at  St.  Norbert,  that  of  district 
No.  2 is  good.  The  two  others  give  no  satisfaction  and  their  teachers  should  be  re- 
moved. I found  the  finances  flourishing.  A school  house  has  been  built  for  the 

village. 
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Stanfold. — In  addition  to  a commercial  college  and  a model  school,  this  muni- 
cipality possess  four  elementary  schools.  The  college  gives  complete  satisfaction, 
and  the  same  may  be  said  of  the  model  school.  Of  the  four  elementary  schools, 
three  are  good,  but  that  of  district  No.  2 is  very  indifferent.  I observed  that  there 
were  too  many  arrears  of  taxes  in  Stanfold.  The  secretary-treasurer  promised  me 

to  use  every  exertion  to  get  them  in  next  fall. 

• 

St.  Valere  of  Bulstrode. — The  three  districts  of  St.  Yalere  have  only  two  schools. 
They  are  but  middling,  and  no  better  results  can  be  expected,  while  the  commis- 
sioners pay  their  school-teachers  only  the  moderate  sum  of  sixty  dollars  yearly. 
The  corporation  could  easily  give  a higher  salary.  The  books  are  well  kept  and 
the  state  of  the  finances  satisfactory.  In  these  schools,  I observed  a complete  want 
of  black  boards  and  maps. 

Ste.  Glotilde  of  Horton. — In  view  of  the  small  number  of  children  in  this  muni- 
cipality, it  would  be  desirable  to  unite  the  two  schools  it  now  possesses.  The  two 
existing  schools  are  very  indifferent.  One  of  the  teachers  has  no  diploma,  a fact 
explained  by  the  small  remuneration  allowed. 

North  Ely. — I visited  four  schools  here.  All  are  tolerable. 

South  Ely. — I saw  no  progress  except  in  the  school  of  district  No.  7,  which  is 
conducted  by  Miss  Yitaline  Leveque.  The  rate-payers  are  at  war  with  the  com- 
missioners, the  secretary-treasurer  and  the  director  of  the  model  school.  The  school 
has  been  deserted  during  the  whole  year.  Though  the  finances  are  far  from  being 
in  a good  condition,  the  municipality  is  well  able  to  support  its  schools. 

North  Stuheley. — The  education  law  works  well  in  North  Stukeley.  There  are 
in  it  eight  districts,  each  having  a school  in  operation.  The  progress  is  every  where 
satisfactory,  except  in  No.  7.  I cannot  but  congratulate  the  commissioners  on  the 
regularity  with  which  they  visit  the  schools.  The  financial  position  of  the  schools 
is  good. 

South  Stukeley. — I had  only  one  school  to  visit  in  this  municipality,  that  of 
district  No.  6,  taught  by  Miss  Yirginie  Prairie.  Its  condition  is  eminently 
satisfactory. 

Shefford. — Of  four  catholic  schools  in  Shefford,  I found  only  three  in  operation. 
The  two  English  schools  are  good.  The  other  is  passable. 

Granby- Village  (dissentients). — The  dissentients  have  only  one  school  in  the 
village  of  Granby;  it  is  middling.  The  salary  of  the  teacher  is  $50. 

Granby- Township. — The  school  of  district  No.  12  is  tolerable.  The  five  dissen- 
tient schools  do  not  give  much  satisfaction.  The  poverty  of  the  inhabitants  does 
not  admit  of  their  paying  their  teachers  sufficiently.  Since  the  new  secretary-trea- 
surer, however,  has  taken  charge  of  the  corporation  books,  the  finances  are  in  a 
better  position,  and  there  is  reason  to  hope  that  the  salary  of  the  female  teachers 
will  be  increased  in  future. 

Ste.  Cecile  of  Milton. — This  municipality  boasts  seven  schools,  all  indifferent, 
with  the  exception  of  that  taught  by  Mr.  Destroismaisons,  of  which  I thought 
highly. 

St.  Valerien. — I am  bound  to  speak  in  high  terms  both  of  the  commissioners  of 
this  locality  and  of  their  secretary- treasurer.  They  use  every  exertion  to  procure 
good  teachers.  It  Is  the  sole  municipality  in  my  district  which  is  not  in  debt.  It 
supports  five  schools,  all  good,  with  the  exception  of  that  of  district  No.  2. 

Eoxton. — This  municipality  sustains  an  academy  ably  conducted  by  Mr.  O. 
Tessier  and  seven  elementary  schools  all  excellent.  The  commissioners  and  the 
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secretary-treasurer  are  full  of  zeal  in  the  cause  of  education  and  fear  no  sacrifices. 
The  teachers  of  Roxton,  both  male  and  female,  are  better  paid  than  anywhere  else 
in  my'  district. 


No.  18.— EXTRACT  FROM  THE  REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  MAURAULT. 

NICOLET  AND  YAMASKA. 

Special  Remarks  on  each  of  the  School  Municipalities  of  my  District. 

St.  Rierre-les-Becquets. — The  model  school  of  this  municipality  is  kept  with  great 
success  by  Miss  Cote,  a former  pupil  of  the  Laval  Normal  School.  The  elementary 
schools,  nine  in  number  and  attended  by  380  pupils,  with  one  exception,  show  the 
most  satisfactory  results. 

St.  Louis  of  Blandford.— This  parish  has  three  schools  attended  by  72  children. 
I regret  to  say  that  owing  to  the  carelessness  of  the  pupils  their  progress  is  far  from 
satisfactory.  The  accounts  are  in  good  order  and  the  secretary- treasurer  performs 
his  duty  conscientiously. 

G-entilly. — The  ten  schools  of  this  parish  work  well  and  the  result  is  excellent. 
The  academy,  under  the  management  of  Misses  G-enest  and  Beaudet,  above  all  deserves 
special  honorable  mention.  I found  the  finances  of  the  corporation  on  a good 

footing. 

St.  Gertrude.  - There  are  here  four  schools  under  control  and  one  independent. 
Taking  the  population  into  consideration  the  attendance  is  larger  than  any  where 
else  in  my  district.  The  progress  is  also  very  satisfactory.  Mr.  Pepin,  the  secretary- 
treasurer,  keeps  the  accounts  regularly  and  the  financial  affairs  are  flourishing. 

Becancour. — This  municipality  boasts  eleven  schools,  including  a model  school 
under  the  management  of  Miss  Rivard,  the  progress  of  whose  scholars  is  remarkable. 
Many  other  schools  in  this  parish  do  credit  to  their  teachers..  I would  mention 
among  others,  those  kept  by  Misses  Bellefeuille,  Bourgeois  et  Leblanc.  The  accounts 
are  in  very  good  order. 

Ste.  Brigitte-des-Sauts. — There  is  but  one  school  in  operation  in  Ste.  Brigitte. 
It  is  taught  successfully  by  Miss  Ernestine  Ouellette. 

Ste.  Monique. — Of  the  nine  schools  maintained  in  this  parish,  that  of  Mr.  St. 
Cyr  ranks  first,  and  the  able  manner  with  which  this  gentleman  discharges  his  duties 
deserves  special  mention.  The  results  obtained  are  good.  The  idea  is  entertained 
of  substituting  for  the  system  of  voluntary  contributions  for  the  support  of  schools, 
the  more  rational  one  of  forced  contributions,  and  no  doubt  the  application  of  this 
system  will  produce  still  more  satisfactory  results. 

Nicolet. — This  municipality  has  ten  schools  attended  by  435  children.  The 
boys’  school  of  the  village  has  but  few  advanced  pupils  ; this  perhaps  is  due  to  the 
neighbourhood  of  the  college,  in  to  which,  all  who  exhibit  aptitude  for  learning  are 
early  admitted.  1 observed  on  the  other  hand,  much  progress  amongst  the  girls, 
who  receive  an  excellent  French  and  English  education.  The  other  schools,  in  the 
majority  of  cases,  do  well,  but  not  so  well  as  might  be  expected.  There  would  be 
undoubtedly  greater  results,  if  the  boys  displayed  more  assiduity. 

St.  Celestin. — The  three  schools  of  this  parish  are  all  on  a good  footing.  A new 
school  house  is  being  built  in  the  village,  which  will  afford  ample  accommodation  for 
both  the  boys  and  girls’  schools. 

St.  Gregoire. — In  addition  to  an  academy  for  boys  and  a convent  school  there 
are  here  nine  schools  in  operation  attended  by  702  children.  The  academy,  kept  by 
Mr.  Laplante,  has  134  scholars,  a number  far  too  great  for  one  master  to  manage 
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successfully.  The  convent  furnishes  a solid  education  to  155  pupils  ; it  is  an  excellent 
institution  and  contributes  largely  to  the  progress  of  education  in  my  district. 

The  other  schools  are  generally  on  a good  footing ; I would  specially  mention 
those  conducted  by  the  Misses  Gauthier,  Pratte  and  Vignault,  who  are  as  zealous  as 
.possible.. 

Bale  du  Fevre. — This  municipality  possesses  a convent,  an  academy  for  boys 
a*nd  9 elementary  schools.  The  convent,  though  recently  opened,  works  admirably. 
Two  professors  conduct  the  academy  with  invariable  success  ; in  addition  to  English 
and  French,  both  Latin  and  Greek  are  taught. 

Of  the  nine  elementary  schools,  three  give  but  middling  results ; the  six  others 
may  be  classed  as  good  schools. 

St.  Zephir in. — Here  there  are  six  schools  in  operation,  attended  by  319  scholars. 
All  are  well  kept  and  gave  me  full  satisfaction. 

St.  Thomas  of  Pierreville. — This  locality  has  an  academy,  nine  elementary 
schools  and  an  Indian  school,  attended  in  all  by  469  scholars. 

St.  Francois. — The  six  schools  of  this  municipality  have  this  year  been  attended 
by  408  children.  That  of  the  village  kept  by  Miss  Coutu  and  that  of  Petit  Cheval 
entrusted  to  Miss  Plamondon,  merit  special  notice.  The  other  schools  are  tolerable* 
with  the  exception  of  two,  where  the  attendance  of  pupils  is  irregular. 

St.  David. — With  the  exception  of  two  or  three  schools  in  which  I observed 
little  assiduity  and  slight  progress,  all  the  others  are  good.  The  commissioners  dis- 
charge their  duties  zealously. 

St.  Michel  d'Yamaska. — Here,  so  far,  there  are  no  schools  in  operation  under  the 
control  of  commissioners. 


No.  19.— EXTRACT  FROM  THE  REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  TANGUAY. 

COUNTIES  OF  RIMOUSKI,  KAMOURASXA  AND  T&MISCOFATA. 

I have  the  honor  to  forward  you  my  report  on  the  working  of  the  education 
law  in  the  district  of  inspection  entrusted  to  me. 

This  report,  as  do  all  those  which  preceded  it,  establishes  that  we  are  advancing* 
and' that  the  rate  of  progress  is  sustained.  In  my  district,  in  despite  of  the  many 
disadvantages  with  which  we  have  to  contend,  I see  with  pleasure  that  we  are 
gaining  ground  to  some  extent  every  year.  The  number  of  scholars  increases  : 
from  9145  it  has  reached  9519.  In  the  nature  of  the  subjects  studied  too,  there  is 
•progress.  In  many  schools  styled  elementary,  most  of  the  subjects,  which  form  the 
programme  laid  down  for  model  schools,  are  taught.  Another  sign  of  our  progress, 
which  I am  bound  to  mention,  is  the  esteem  and  consideration  in  which  school- 
masters are  held. 

I shall  now  proceed  to  review  each  of  the  41  municipalities  included  in  my 
district,  and  shall  bestow  praise  and  blame  without  partiality  or  affection. 

Ste.  Anne  de  la  Pocatiere , No.  1. — The  eight  schools  of  this  municipality  have 
been  attended  by  298  pupils,  the  average  attendance  being  only  188.  In  five 
districts  the  progress  has  been  satisfactory ; the  three  others  have  given  but  meagre 
results.  The  schools  taxes  are  collected  with  difficulty,  in  spite  of  the  exertions  of 
the  secretary-treasurer  ; the  female  teachers  suffer  from' delay  in  paying  them. 
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Ste.  Anne , No.  2. — The  three  educational  institutions  in  this  municipality  afford 
instruction  to  388  pupils,  viz:  the  college  to  245,  the  convent  of  the  Sisters  of 
Charity  to  103,  and  the  school  for  very  young  boys  to  40.  All  three  perfectly 
attain  their  objects.  I regret  to  be  compelled  to  say  that  here,  as  in  municipality 
No.  1,  the  school  taxes  are  collected  slowly,  and  that  thus  the  salaries  of  masters 
and  mistresses  are  often  in  arrears. 

St.  Onesime. — The  four  small  schools  of  St.  Onesime  have  been  attended  by  138 
pupils,  with  a daily  attendance,  however,  of  79  only.  It  is  useless  to  add  that  the 
progress  is  very  small.  This  is  but  what  we  have  every  reason  to  expect,  wThen  we 
tind  that  half  the  scholars  entered  on  the  books  of  the  school  neglect  to  attend. 

Still  these  small  schools  do  a great  deal  of  good  ; in  addition  to  religious 
instruction,  they  convey  the  first  ideas  of  reading,  writing  and  orthography.  Some 
pupils  learn  grammar,  history  and  arithmetic.  The  taxes  are  paid  as  well  as  can 
be  expected  so  poverty  stricken  a population.  The  accounts  are  in  good  order. 

St.  Pacome. — This  municipality  has  five  schools  under  control  and  one  inde- 
pendent. The  maximum  attendance  is  248;  the  average  attendance,  179.  In  three 
districts  the  progress  has  been  satisfactory ; in  the  two  remaining  ones,  it  has  been 
but  slight,  both  from  want  of  application  on  the  part  of  the  pupils  and  the  absence 
of  necessary  school  furniture.  The  teaching  does  not  rise  much  above  the  most 
elementary  subjects. 

The  taxes  are  collected  readily  enough  and  the  secretary- treasurer  discharges 
his  duties  zealously. 

River  Ouelle. — There  are  here  seven  schools  under  * control,  exclusive  of  the 
convent.  332  scholars  have  been  entered  on  the  registers  ; the  average  attendance 
has  been  244.  The  convent  and  the  model  school  have,  as  usual,  been  perfectly  sa- 
tisfactory ; so  have  the  elementary  schools  taught  by  Miss  d’Auteuil  and  Miss  Mi- 
chaud. In  the  four  others  I observed  but  little  progress.  The  finances  of  the  cor- 
poration are  in  a prosperous  state.  The  secretary -treasurer  discharges  his  duties 
well. 

St.  Penis. — This  municipality  possesses  six  elementary  schools  well  kept  and  a 
model  school.  The  maximum  attendance  is  363  ; the  average  daily  attendance,  300. 
The  teacher  of  the  model  school,  which  I am  bound  to  say  is  one  of  the.  best  in  all 
my  district,  is  Miss  Y.  Filteau,  formerly  a pupil  of  the  Laval  Normal  School.  As  I 
had  but  lately  occasion  to  say,  the  schools  of  St.  Denis,  both  in  regard  of  the  appli- 
cation displayed  by  the  scholars  and  the  nature  of  the  subjects  taught,  stand  in  the 
first  rank.  I must  congratulate  the  secretary- treasurer  on  the  ability  with  . which 
he  discharges  his  duties. 

Notre-Pame  of  ALont- Carmel. — The  three  small  schools  ofNotre-Dame  de  Mont- 
Carmel  have  been  attended  by  138  scholars,  the  daily  attendance  being  90.  Their 
progress  has  been  what  might  have  been  expected  in  a municipality  so  poor,  where 
parents  require  their  children  to  work  for  a large  part  of  the  year.  These  schools, 
however,  do  an  immense  good.  The  corporation  is  animated  with  the  best  spirit 
and  the  finances  are  in  a very  satisfactory  condition. 

St.  Louis  of  Kamouraska. — There  are  here  a convent  attended  by  95  pupils,  an 
academy  or  model  school  by  88  and  seven  elementary  schools  by  221,  in  all  404 
pupils,  with  an  average  attendance  of  239  only.  The  progress  in  the  two  primary 
superior  schools  for  boys  and  girls  and  in  two  elementary  schools  has  been  satisfac- 
tory ; in  the  remaining  five  districts  it  has  been  but  slight.  Want  of  application  on 
the  part  of  the  scholars  is  the  chief  cause  of  this  state  of  things.  Yet  the  corporation 
is  zealous  enough.  The  accounts  and  registers  are  kept  in  the  best  manner  possible. 
I found  the  finances  in  a comparatively  satisfactory  condition. 


St.  Paschal. — St.  Paschal  has  11  schools  in  operation  ; a model  school  conducted 
by  Mr.  N.  Peltier,  of  the  Laval  Normal  School,  attended  by  42  pupils,  a superior 
school  for  girls,  taught  by  Miss  Lefebvre,  of  the  same  institution,  attended  by  52 
pupils,  and  nine  elementary  schools  attended  by  404  pupils,  in  all,  502.  The  average 
attendance  has  been  only  306.  It  is  unnecessary  to  say  that  in  the  districts  in  which 
the  absences  have  been  most  frequent,  the  least  progress  has  been  made.  The  result 
of  the  year  has  been  satisfactory  in  seven  schools.  The  accounts  of  the  corporation 
are  well  kept,  but  there  are  large  arrears  to  be  got  in. 

Ste.  Helene. — Here  there  is  a good  model  school  taught  by  Miss  McDonald  and 
attented  by  49  pupils,  and  4 elementary  schools,  two  of  which  give  satisfactory 
results.  There  were  195  pupils  entered  in  the  books  of  the  schools,  but  the  daily 
attendance  only  reached  140.  Two  schools  have  been  very  little  attended,  owing  to 
parents  being  indifferent  as  to  whether  or  not  their  children  were  educated.  The 
registers  of  the  corporation  arc  kept  well  and  faithfully.  The  finances  are  in  a 
satisfactory  state. 

St.  'Alexander. — There  is  a good  model  school  attended  by  80  pupils,  and  six 
elementary  schools  by  283  ; the  average  attendance  being  only  189,  nearly  hundred 
children  are  every  day  absent  from  school.  Of  the  six  schools,  three  are  good  ; the 
three  others  are  almost  worthless.  They  are  those  in  which  the  absences  are  most 
frequent.  The  school  taxes  are  paid  slowly,  and  the  corporation  is  indebted  to  the 
male  and  female  teachers  in  a large  sum.  The  state  of  .education  in  the  parish  of 
St.  Alexander  is  not  to  be  regarded  as  worthy  of  admiration. 

St.  Andrew  This  municipality  possesses  an  excellent  model  school  and  eight 
elementary  schools,  one  of  which  is  excellent,  three  good  and  four  middling.  One 
of  the  latter  was  opened  for  the  first  time  in  a poor  and  isolated  township,  till  then 
destitute  of  all  means  of  instruction.  The  school-mistress  has  no  diploma,  as  the 
means  at  the  command  of  the  district  are  too  small  to  enable  it  to  engage  a 
qualified  person. 

The  four  districts  in  the  first  range  have  good  schools,  regularly  attended  and 
provided  with  all  necessary  school  furniture.  The  result  of  the  year  has  been 
satisfactory.  The  taxes  are  collected  slowly,  an.d  as  a natural  consequence  the 
salaries  of  the  teachers  are  always  in  arrears. 

Notre-Dame  du  Portage. — There  are  here  four  elementary  schools,  three  good 
and  one  middling, — attended  by  126  pupils,  the  average  attendance  being  92. 
Education  has  made  satisfactory  progress  in  these  districts ; in  the  fourth,  it  has 
been  stationary.  The  taxes  have  been  levied  without  difficulty.  It  may  be  said 
that  the  law  works  well  in  N.  D.  du  Portage. 

St.  Antonin. — The  three  small  schools  of  this  municipality  have  been  no- 
minally attended  by  127  scholars ; the  average  daily  attendance  has  been  only  T3, 
that  is  to  say  nearly  half  the  pupils  fail  to  attend  school.  In  two  districts,  rea- 
sonable progress  has  been  made.  The  school  taxes  are  collected  tolerably  well, 
taking  into  consideration  the  means  of  the  rate-payers.  The  accounts  and  minutes 
are  well  kept. 

St.  Patrice  de  la  Piviere-du-Loup. — This  municipality  contains  six  elementary 
schools,  two  of  which  are  good  and  four  indifferent.  Instruction  is  given  to  178' 
pupils;  the  average  attendance  was  131.  Want  of  application  on  the  part  of  the* 
children  accounts  for  the  unsatisfactory  results  of  the  year.  The  accounts  are  kept 
correctly,  but  the  taxes  are  collected  slowly,  and  the  teachers  are  everywhere  paid 
irregularly. 

St.  Edward l. — Here  there  is  a convent  conducted  by  the  Sisters  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  in  which  there  are  100  scholars,  and  a model  school  kept  by  Mr.  D.  Laroche,

of  the  Laval  Normal  School,  attended  by  75  scholars ; in  all,  175  pupils,  with  an 
average  attendance  of  150.  These  two  institutions  are  on  a good  footing.  Their 
progress  duiing  the  year  has  been  satisfactory.  The  secretary- treasurer  discharges 
his  duties  zealously,  but  the  taxes  are  in  arrears  in  spite  of  the  exertions  of  the  school 
commission. 

Notre-Dame  du  Lac.— This  new  municipality,  situated  15  leagues  from  Riviere- 
du-Loup,  its  nearest  neighbor,  opened  its  two  schools  in  February  last.  There  has 
been  many  difficulties  to  contend  with,  of  which  the  most  serious  is  the  want  of 
means.  The  difficulty  of  procuring  good  teachers  for  the  small  pay  which  it  was 
able  to  offer  was  so  great  that  two  school  mistresses  unprovided  with  diplomas  con- 
duct the  schools. 

St.  George  of  Cacouna. — This  municipality  possesses  eight  educational  institu- 
tions, viz  : a convent  of  the  Sisters  of  Charity,  110  scholars ; a model  school  kept  by 
Mr.  C.  Labreque,  of  the  Laval  Normal  School,  54  scholars ; and  6 elementary  schools ; 
in  all,  3G4  with  an  average  attendance  of  261.  In  the  convent,  the  model  school  and 
the  two  elementary  schools  the  progress  of  the  scholars  was  remarkable.  , In  three 
others  it  was  fair  and  in  one  district  it  was  unsatisfactory.  The  attendance  at  school 
is  regular  enough  during  the  winter  and  spring,  until  the  arrival  of  the  numerous 
strangers  who  visit  the  parish  in  the  tine  summer  weather.  From  this  time  until 
the  autumn  work  in  the  fields  is  completed,  the  schools  are  almost  deserted.  This 
state  of  things  contributes  greatly  to  keep  back  the  pupils.  The  convent  preserves 
its  high  reputation  and  every  effort  is  made  in  it  to  raise  the  standard  of  study. 
Mr.  Labreque  deserves  also  special  mention. 

The  accounts  and  minutes  are  kept  as  usual  by  a competent  officer  and  in  an 
irreproachable  manner. 

St.  Arsene. — There  are  here  six  elementary  schools,  in  which  most  of  the 
subjects  prescribed  for  model  schools  are  taught.  They  are  attended  by  260  pupils, 
with  an  average  attendance  of  176.  In  three  of  these  schools  the  progress  has  been 
in  all  respects  highly  satisfactory.  In  two  others  fair  results  have  been  obtained. 
It  is  to  be  regretted  that  four  school-mistresses  were  discharged,  owing  to  their 
remonstrating  against  the  high  price  at  which  the  produce  given  in  payment  of 
school  taxes  was  valued. 

The  accounts  of  the  corporation  are  in  perfect  order. 

St.  Modeste. — This  municipality  has  two  good  elementary  schools  attended  by 
77  scholars,  of  whom  55  on  the  average  attend  regularly.  The  school  taxes  are  paid 
punctually.  The  accounts,  kept  by  a true  friend  of  education,  are  everything  that 
can  be  desired. 

St.  Epiphane. — The  three  schools  in  operation  are  attended  by  147  pupils. 
Average  attendance  85.  In  one  district  the  progress  has  been  satisfactory ; in  the 
others,  from  want  of  application  by  the  pupils,  it  has  been  slight,  indeed  imper- 
ceptible. The  resources  at  the  disposal  of  the  corporation  do  mot  admit  of  the 
establishment  of  as  many  schools  as  are  required  by  the  extent  of  the  municipality 
and  the  number  of  children.  Hence  result  quarrels  and  complaints  which  interfere 
with  the  satisfactory  working  of  the  law.  This  and  the  poverty  of  the  majority 
of  the  rate  payers  occasion  difficulty  in  levying  the  taxes,  so  that  there  is  every 
year  a tolerably  large  balance  in  arrear.  The  corporation  is  well  disposed,  and  the 
secretary  acts  with  zeal  and  intelligence. 

St.  Jean- Baptist e de  VIsle-Verte. — This  municipality  possesses  a model  school 
attended  by  50  pupils,  a superior  school  for  girls  attented  by  45,  ten  elementary 
schools  by  330  ; in  all  425  scholars  are  entered  on  the  books  of  the  schools,  but  242 
only,  on  the  average,  are  in  daily  attendance.  The  two  superior  schools  for  boys 
and  girls  afford  satisfaction.  There  is  room  for  satisfaction  also  in  the  state  of  4 
elementary  schools,  but  the  scholars  display  but  little  industry.  In  8 of  these  schools, 
the  instruction  is  confined  to  the  most  rudimentary  subjects.  I regret  to  add  that 
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few  of  the  rate  payers  exhibit  any  zeal  in  the  cause  of  education.  The  corporation, 
however,  is  well  disposed  and  endeavors  to  produce  an  altered  state  of  things.  The 
accounts  and  minutes  are  carefully  kept,  and  the  taxes  are  levied  with  due 
diligence. 

St.  Eloi. — In  this  municipality  there  are  live  schools,  all  elementary,  attended 
by  199  scholars.  Average  attendance,  123.  In  three  districts  the  progress  has 
been  good,  and  in  the  other  two  very  slight,  owing  to  the  want  of  application  on 
the  part  of  the  children.  Here  too,  with  some  happy  exceptions,  I regret  to  say,  ' 
there  is  but  little  zeal  in  the  cause  of  education.  Parents  do  not  object  to  their 
children  being  educated,  but  they  insist  upon  not  losing  their  labor  and  will  not 
put  themselves  out  of  their  way  to  make  them  attend  school  in  bad  weather. 
The  school  commission  is,  however,  well  disposed ; the  secretary  deserves  great 
praise  for  the  manner  in  which  he  discharges  his  duties. 

Trois  Pistoles,  No.  2. — There  arc  here  ten  elementary  schools,  of  which  four  are 
well  managed,  four  indifferently  so,  and  two  very  badly.  The  total  number  of 
scholars  on  the  roll  is  356,  and  the  average  daily  attendance  only  223.  The  Misses 
M.  Hoy,  R.  Roy,  A.  Morrissey  et  D.  Laplante,  have  given  complete  satisfaction, 
especially  the  two  first.  The  results  clearly  show,  that  the  active  superintendence 
exercised  by  the  worthy  cure  of  the  parish  has  borne  the  fruits  that  might  have 
been  anticipated.  The  great  extent  of  some  districts  and  the  difficulty  of  commu- 
nication caused  by  the  numerous  hills  which  are  found  in  this  parish,  are  the  chief 
reasons  for  the  defective  attendance  on  the  part  of  the  scholars  during  some 
seasons.  The  school  corporation  is  animated  with  the  best  intentions  and  does 
everything  in  its  power  to  support  the  cure.  The  secretary  keeps  his  accounts 
carefully  and  well. 

Trois  Pistoles , No.  1. — A convent  managed  by  the  Sisters  of  Jesus-Marie, 
attended  by  85  pupils ; a model  school  on  an  excellent  footing  with  82  scholars, 
and  four  elementary  schools,  three  tolerably  successful.  There  are  in  all  243 
scholars,  with  an  average  daily  attendance  of  247.  The  convent  and  model  school 
fully  answer  the  wants  of  the  population,  and  meet  with  a support  which  is 
constantly  increasing.  The  accounts  and  minutes  of  the  corporation  are  very  well 
kept,  and  the  taxes  are  punctually  levied. 

St.  Jean  de  Dieu. — A new  municipality  in  which  the  law  is  in  operation  for  the 
first  time.  Only  one  school  has  been  opened.  It  is  attended  by  65  scholars. 
Average  attendance;  31.  Progress  satisfactory. 

St.  Matthew  of  Rioux. — Three  small  schools  attended  by  134  scholars,  with  an 
average  attendance  of  75.  Progress  satisfactory,  considering  the  irregular  attendance 
and  the  want  of  school  furniture,  from  which  some  schools  suffer.  The  law  works 
as  well  as  can  be  anticipated  among  a poor  population  and  one  so  widely  scattered 
that  it  is  hardly  possible  for  all  the  rate-payers  to  avail  themselves  of  the  established 
schools. 

St.  Simon, — Seven  elementary  schools  with  a total  attendance  of  292  pupils. 
Average  attendance,  179.  From  the  want  of  application,  the  progress  was  every 
where  only  moderate. 

I have  long  recommended  the  establishment  of  model  schools.  If  w^e  are  to 
raise  the  standard  and  render  education  more  practical,  they  are  essential.  The 
school  corporation,  though  well  disposed,  does  not  enforce  the  collection  of  the  taxes, 
and  it  is  therefore  in  arrear  in  its  payments.  Although  no  opposition  is  displayed 
to  the  lawT,  the  results  are  unsatisfactory.

St.  Fabien. — Four  elementary  schools,  292  scholars ; average  attendance,  179. 

In  Miss  L.  Parent’s  school,  district  No.  2,  the  progress  was  very  satisfactory,  but  in 
two  other  districts  only  moderate.  The  daily  attendance  accounts  for  this  state  of 
things  in  spite  of  the  exertions  of  the  teachers.  The  instruction  is  confined  to  the 
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most  rudimentary  subjects.  The  accounts  and  minutes  of  the  corporation  are  in. 
perfect  order. 

Ste.  Cecile  of  Bic . — Five  elementary  schools,  198  scholars  ; average  attendance 
132 ; satisfactory  progress  was  made  in  three  districts ; in  the  others  it  was  indifferent. 
The  teachers  are  energetic,  but  the  rate-payers  are  not  very  zealous.  The  taxes- 
are  in  arrears.  Although  the  law  works  without  opposition,  the  results  of  the. 
year  are  not  very  great. 

St.  Germain  of  Bimouski. — This  municipality  has  eleven  schools  in  operation 
attended  by  384  pupils,  with,  however,  an  average  daily  attendance  of  only  214. 
Satisfactory  progress  in  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  6,  9 ; indifferent  in  three  others.  The  want  of 
application  and  also  of  school  furniture  are  the  chief  causes  of  the  slight  progress 
perceptible  in  some  districts.  The  excuse  is  that  the  parents  have  no  means  to  do 
more.  The  geographical  formation  of  the  parish  is  such  that  more  schools  are 
necessary,  than  the  resources  of  the  corporation  will  allow  it  to  maintain  on  a good 
footing.  The  accounts  and  minutes  are  kept  with  care  and  diligence. 

Village  of  Bimouski. — The  village  of  Bimouski  has  a college  bearing  the  same 
name,  attended  by  122  pupils,  and  a convent  of  the  Sisters  of  the  Congregation,  by 
154;  in  all  276  scholars,  with  a daily  attendance  of  250.  These  institutions,  though, 
recently  established,  are  already  able  to  contend  on  favorable  terms  with  older  ones. 
The  encouragement  they  receive  affords  means  for  ascertaining  the  good  they  effect. 
The  college  at  BimdUski  is  destined  to  a bright  career,  and  the  usually  remarkable 
ability  of  the  youth  of  this  part  of  the  country  gives  rise  to  brilliant  anticipations 
of  the  results  to  be  obtained  in  the  future.  The  fresh  impulse  which  it  is  about  to 
receive  confirms  me  in  this  hope.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  small  means  at  the 
disposal  of  the  corporation  prevent  it  accomplishing  all  the  good  it  would  otherwise 
do. 


St.  Anaclet. — The  three  small  schools  of  St.  Anaclet  have  been  attended  by  145> 
pupils  with  an  average  attendance  of  81.  In  one  district  the  progress  was  satisfac- 
tory, in  the  others  the  reverse.  The  pupils  fail  in  application  and  the  parents  in 
zeal.  The  law  works  without  any  open  opposition,  but  does  not  produce  much  result. 
The  taxes  are  tolerably  easily  collected.  Thanks  to  the  energy  of  the  new  secretary- 
treasurer,  the  finances  are  in  a good  position. 

Ste.  Luce. — Seven  schools  in  operation  ; 338  pupils  entered  on  the  rolls  ; 
average  attendance  219.  The  result  has  been  good  at  the  model  school  taught  by 
Mr.  Guay.  In  the  six  elementary  schools  the  progress  has  been  but  small.  The 
usual  cause  of  little  progress,  defective  attendance  and  the  want  of  school  furniture, 
is  to  be  observed  here.  On  the  other  hand  the  corporation  is  well  disposed  and  has- 
succeeded  in  constructing  good  school  houses  in  all  the  districts.  The  finances  are 
in  a good  position  owing  to  the  energy  of  the  secretary. 

Ste.  Flavie. — There  are  here  a well  managed  model  school,  attended  by  78 
pupils,  and  seven  elementary  schools,  three  of  which  are  good  and  four  indifferent. 
Total  number  of  scholars,  288;  average  attendance,  only  168.  With  the  exception 
of  districts  Nos.  1 and  2,  where  the  parents  are  anxious  that  their  children  be  well 
educated,  I regret  to  say  that  as  a general  rule,  this  parish  exhibits  depressing 
apathy  in  regard  of  every  thing  bearing  upon  education.  The  accounts  and  minutes 
are  well  kept  and  show  a satisfactory  financial  position. 

Two  of  the  female  teachers  are  not  provided  with  diplomas.  This  is  occasioned 
by  the  small  salaries  which  the  corporation  are  only  able  to  allow. 

Mttis. — Three  elementary  schools  well  managed,  but  attended  in  all  by  only 
62  pupils.  Average  daily  attendance,  43.  Instruction  is  only  given  in  the  most 
rudimentary  subjects,  viz:  reading,  writing,  orthography,  arithmetic  and  religious 
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instruction.  The  Scotch  population  at  Metis  display  very  little  zeal  in  the  cause 
-of  education with  the  means  they  have  at  their  disposal,  much  more  might  be  done 
than  is  done.  It  is  but  fair  to  say  on  the  other  side  that  the  assessments  are  regularly 
paid,  and  that  the  law  works  without  opposition. 

St.  Octave  de  Metis. — Five  schools  attended  by  211  pupils;  average  attendance, 
135.  Progress  in  two  districts  satisfactory  ; in  the  three  others  but  slight.  The 
-cause  of  this  state  of  things  is  irregular  attendance  and  want  of  school  furniture.  The 
corporation  is  well  disposed  and  does  what  it  can  to  accomplish  its  duties.  The 
accounts  and  books  are  regularly  kept. 

JYotre-JDame  de  V Assomption. — Here  there  are  three  elementary  schools  attended 
by  91  pupils.  The  average  attendance  is  65.  Considering  the  short  time  the  pupils 
attend  school  in  each  year,  the  results  in  all  have  been  satisfactory.  The  law  works 
without  opposition,  and  were  it  not  for  the  poverty  of  many  of  the  rate-payers, 
which  prevents  them  from  paying  their  assessments  and  providing  their  children 
with  the  necessary  books,  etc.,  I should  say  that  every  thing  here  went  well.  The 
result  of  the  year  may,  on  the  whole,  be  regarded  as  satisfactory. 

St.  Ulric  de  la  Riviere  Blanche.  - Two  elementary  schools  attended  by  76  scholars. 
Average  attendance,  45.  Progress  fair.  Only  rudimentary  subjects  arc  taught ; 
assessments  in  arrear. 

Matane. — Three  schools  only  have  been  in  operation  this  year:  a model  school 
well  managed,  attended  by  82  scholars  and  two  elementary  schools  by  66, — in  all 
148,  with  a regular  attendance  of  95  ; satisfactory  progress  in  Nos.  1 and  2;  no  pro- 
gress in  No.  3.  The  taxes  are  collected  with  difficulty  and  there  are  every  year 
large  arrears  remaining  unpaid. 

Ste.  Felicite. — This  municipality  has  three  schools  in  operation  attended  by  147 
scholars  with  an  average  attendance  of  78.  In  two  districts  progress  has  been  satis- 
factory. In  the  third  the  attendance  has  been  so  irregular  that  the  school  will  not 
be  continued  at  the  expiration  of  the  present  year.  There,  more  than  in  any  other 
place,  has  there  been  a vrant  of  application  and  an  absence  of  school  furniture ; and 
this  accounts  for  the  slow'  progress.  The  results  of  the  year  have  been  but  small, 
but  such  as  they  are  they  have  greatly  benefitted  the  poor  population  of  this  locality. 
‘The  accounts  are  regularly  kept. 

To  sum  up  there  are  in  my  district : 

104  good  schools, 

82  middling  schools, 

33  indifferent  schools, 

In  all  219  education  institutions  of  all  kinds,  attended  by  9519  children  for  some 
time  during  the  year.  The  average  attendance  for  each  school  day  has  only  been 
6625. 

The  average  length  of  the  school  year  has  been  200  days  in  which  classes  were 
held. 

The  average  salary  of  female  teachers  has  been  $70.45 

The  average  salary  of  male  teachers  has  been  $142.00 

I trust  I have  said  sufficient  to  enable  a fair  judgment  to  be  arrived  at  as  to  the 
working  of  the  law7  in  the  district  entrusted  to  my  care.  The  reasons  wffiich  either 
paralyse  or  retard  the  progress  of  education  appear  to  me  to  be  clearly  brought  out 
in  the  details  which  L have  furnished  respecting  the  state  of  the  schools  in  each 
municipality. 
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No.  20.—  EXTRACT  FROM  THE  REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  ARCHAMBATJLT. 


COUNTIES  OF  CHAMBLY,  VERCHKRES  AND  RICHELIEU. 

I have  the  honor  to  transmit  you  the  following  report  containing  the  details  of 
the  position  of  the  schools  in  each  municipality  in  my  district  of  inspection  for  the 
scholastic  year  1866-67. 

Parish  of  Chambly. — This  municipality  comprehends  eight  districts  and  supports 
eight  schools,  among  which  are  an  academy  for  girls,  an  academy  for  boys  and  a 
model  dissentient  school.  The  academy  for  girls  managed  by  the  Reverend 
Sisters  of  the  Congregation  of  Our  Lady  is  attended  by  125  pupils,  who  receive  in 
it  as  solid  and  brilliant  an  education  as  in  the  best  convent  of  the  Province.  The  aca- 
demy for  boys  taught  by  Mr.  L.  H.  Bellerose,  some  time  a pupil  of  the  Jacques 
Cartier  Normal  School,  where  he  obtained  a diploma  for  academies,  is  attended  by 
76  scholars,  whose  progress  attests  the  zeal  and  ability  of  their  teacher.  The  dissen- 
tient model  school  is  conducted  with  diligence  and  success  by  Mr.  Cooper,  a young 
teacher  of  remarkable  talent. 

The  results  of  my  examination  of  the  other  schools  were  very  satisfactory.  The 
teachers  in  this  parish  fulfil  their  duties  with  extreme  conscientiousness.  It  is  with 
pleasure  I state,  that  the  accounts  are  well  kept  by  Mr.  Vallee,  the  secretary-trea- 
surer of  the  school  corporation. 

St.  Hubert. — There  are  here  four  schools  in  operation.  That  of  district  No.  1, 
under  the  able  management  of  Mr.  Emard,  is  all  that  can  be  desired.  The  instruc- 
tion given  in  it,  though  on  the  most  varied  subjects,  meets  with  great  success. 
The  three  other  schools  are  good ; I should  like,  however,  to  see  more  assiduity  on 
the  part  of  the  pupils  attending  Nos.  3 and  4. 

St.  Lambert. — There  is  but  one  school  in  operation  at  St.  Lambert.  Miss  Aubry, 
under  whose  charge  it  is,  is  an  able  teacher.  Were  the  scholars  to  attend  more 
regularly,  their  progress  would  be  greater. 

Longueuil. — (Parish). — The  four  schools  of  this  municipality  have  produced 
good  results.  I regret,  however,  that  the  children  in  district  No.  1 do  not  display 
more  application. 

Longueuil. — (Village). — This  beautiful  and  wealthy  village  possesses  two  insti- 
tutions well  known  to,  and  justly  appreciated  by  the  public.  The  academy  of  the 
Soeurs  des  S.S.  JV.N.  de  Jesus  et  Marie  is  inferior  to  none  in  the  Province  in  respect 
either  of  the  subjects  taught  in  it  or  of  the  success  with  which  they  are  taught. 

The  industrial  college,  under  the  management  of  Mr.  Louis  Venner  and  two 
assistants,  all  three  ex-pupils  of  the  Jacques-Cartier  Normal  School,  produces  the 
most  satisfactory  results. 

Boucherville. — This  municipality  supports  an  academy  for  girls,  a model  school 
for  boys  and  three  elementary  schools. 

The  convent,  under  the  management  of  the  Reverend  Sisters  of  the  Congre- 
gation, is  one  of  the  oldest  institutions  of  the  Province.  I observed  in  it,  as  I 
invariably  do,  rare  progress  on  the  part  of  the  pupils. 

The  model  school  is  conducted  with  no  less  success  than  the  convent  by  the 
Clercs  de  St.  Viateur. 

Of  the  three  elementary  schools,  that  kept  by  Mr.  Chas.  Gurnard  is  good.  The 
school  in  the  fifth  range  if^  not  so  well  attended  since  the  death  of  Miss  Sabourin. 
That  of  No.  3,  in  the  range  of  the  Savanes,  appeared  to  me  but  middling. 

St.  Bruno. — There  are  six  elementary  schools  in  operation  at  St.  Bruno.  Those 
of  districts  Nos.  1 and  4 succeed  well.  ’ The  results  of  the  four  others  are  not  satis- 
factory, owing  to  the  irregular  attendance  of  the  children.  The  finances  are  in  a 
good  condition. 
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COUNTY  OF  VERCHERES. 

Varennes. — This  municipality  possesses  a lyceum,  a convent,  five  schools  under 
control  and  one  independent.  The  lyceum,  annexed  to  the  College  of  Assomption, 
is  conducted  by  a priest,  assisted  by  live  ecclesiastics.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  an 
organization  of  this  nature  meets  with  all  possible  success.  All  who  were  present 
-at  the  examinations  of  the  pupils  during  the  year,  were  convinced  of  the  advantages 
the  village  derives  from  this  important  institution. 

The  convent  conducted  by  the  Reverend  Sisters  of  Ste.  Croix  is  equal  to 
.any  other  institution  of  the  kind.  The  tuition  accords  with  the  necessities  of  the 
parish  and  gives  universal  satisfaction. 

The  five  schools  under  control  are  well  managed;  Misses  Giffrard  and  Bousquet, 
above  all,  deserve  special  mention. 

The  independent  school,  under  the  control  of  the  Reverend  Sceurs  Grises,  does 
an  immense  deal  of  good.  No  praise  on  my  part  could  exceed  that  which  their  zeal 
and  kindness  deserve. 

Vercheres. — There  are  at  Vercheres  an  industrial  college,  a convent  with  a 
school  attached  to  it,  and  two  elementary  schools. 

The  industrial  college,  under  the  care  of  five  ecclesiastics  of  the  Order  of  St. 
Viator,  gives  entire  satisfaction. 

Five  Religious  Ladies  of  the  S.S.  N.N.  Jesus  et  Marie  manage  the  convent,  in 
which  120  pupils  receive  311  education  fully  equal  to  that  given  in  any  of  the  best 
institutions  of  the  Province. 

The  two  elementary  schools  are  conducted  to  the  satisfaction  of  every  one, 
by  two  teachers  as  devoted  as  they  are  able. 

Contrecoeur. — This  parish  has  foHr  elementary  schools,  three  of  which  are  doing 
very  well.  That  in  the  Concession  of  Brule,  has  somewhat  fallen  off',  from  its  old 
standard.  Many  reasons  have,  I believe,  contributed  to  its  decay  : the  too  frequent 
change  of  masters,  the  indifference  of  parents  and  want  of  discipline  on  the  part  of 
the  children. 

St.  Antoine. — There  are  four  districts  and  five  schools  in  operation  in  them,  in 
this  parish.  I have  nothing  but  praise  to  bestow  on  the  manner  in  which  they  are 
conducted.  The  examinations  in  them  are  extremely  satisfactory. 

St.  Mark. — This  municipality  has  four  schools,  one  of  which  is  a model  school. 
The  latter,  taught  by  Mr.  Toussaint  Malo,  is  on  an  excellent  footing.  The  three 
common  schools  produce  also  fair  results. 

Belceil. — There  are,  in  this  parish,  an  industrial  college,  a convent  and  three 
elementary  schools.  I can  repeat  of  the  college  and  the  convent  of  Belceil  the 
same  as  I had  occasion  to  state  of  the  superior  schools  of  Vercheres  ; both  render 
great  service  and  are  highly  appreciated,  especially  the  convent.  It  is  seldom  that 
an  institution  has  so  many  boarder  pupils  in  proportion  to  the  population. 

The  three  elementary  schools  are  conducted  successfully  by  three  competent 
female  teachers. 

Ste.  Julie. — There  are  in  this  municipality  four  elementary  schools.  All  give 
satisfaction,  especially  that  of  district  No.  3,  kept  by  Miss  Eliza  Brodeur. 

COUNTY  OF  RICHELIEU. 

Town  of  Sorel. — The  Catholic  Academy  attended  by  above  400  pupils  is  con- 
ducted by  the  Christian  Brothers  on  a footing  which  places  it  in  the  first  rank  among 
institutions  of  this  kind. 

The  Reverend  Sisters  of  the  Congregation  manage  the  Academy  for  girls. 
"They  teach  with  no  less  zeal  than  success  all  branches  of  instruction  connected  with 
superior  education.  The  number  of  scholars,  including  both  boarders  and  day 
scholars,  exceeeds  300. 
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The  Town  of  Sorel  also  supports  two  dissentient  schools,  of  which  one  is  a model 
school.  Both  are  good. 

Parish  of  Sorel. — There  are  seven  schools  in  operation  in  this  parish  with  a 
total  attendance  of  525  pupils.  All  succeed  well,  except  No.  6 district  school,  wherein 
the  progress  was  less  satisfactory,  owing  to  the  want  of  application  on  the  part  of 

the  pupils. 

Town  of  St.  Oars. — The  Town  of  St.  Ours  has  two  primary  superior  schools,  one 
for  boys  and  the  other  for  girls.  The  first  mentioned,  notwithstanding  the  zeal  dis- 
played by  the  master,  has  not  regained  the  high  position  which  it  held  formerly 
under  the  able  direction  of  Mr.  Colham,  so  true  is  it  that  one  year  alone  of  bad. 
management  suffices  to  damage  the  success  of  a school. 

The  superior  school  for  girls  gave  me  entire  satisfaction. 

Parish  of  St.  Ours. — The  five  schools  in  this  municipality  are  confided  to  com- 
petent school  mistresses.  They  are  good  schools  ; although  Nos.  4 and  5 are  less  so 
than  the  others  on  account  ef  irregularity  in  attendance. 

St.  Roch  de  Richelieu. — There  are  only  two  schools  at  St.  Roch,  both  indifferent. 

Ste.  Victoire. — Of  the  three  schools  in  this  municipality  No.  1,  under  Mr. 
Brousseau,  is  well  conducted ; the  two  others  would  succeed  better  if  the  pupils 
were  more  diligent. 

St.  Robert. — This  parish  supports  seven  elementary  schools.  The  schools  in 
districts  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  4 and  5 give  good  results.  That  in  No.  6 is  poor  and  7 is  a 
nullity.  The  want  of  success  in  both  is  attributable  to  the  inattention  and  ldck  of 
diligence  of  the  pupils. 

The  commissioners  show  a zeal  for  the  advancement  of  education  which  is  every 

way  worthy  of  praise 

St.  Aim6. — Apart  from  the  industrial  college  managed  by  the  Brothers  of  St. 
Joseph,  and  a convent  under  the  Sisters  of  the  Presentation,  this  municipality 
supports  7 elementary  schools.  The  two  first  institutions  give  full  satisfaction. 
With  the  exception  of  district  school  No  8,  all  the  others  succeed  well. 

St.  Marcel. — The  schools  Nos.  1 and  2 in  this  municipality  are  good  ; No.  3 is 

indifferent. 


No.  21.— REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  GERMAIN. 

Inspector  Germain  reports  increasing  progress  both  in  the  number  and  vaMe 
of  the  schools  in  his  inspection  district  which  is  composed  of  the  Counties  , of  Two 
Mountains,  Laval,  Terrebonne  and  a portion  of  Argenteuil. 

He  eulogizes  the  different  educational  communities  and  sees  with  pleasure  the 
number  of  model-schools  increasing  more  and  more. 

St.  Vincent  de  Paul. — The  teachers  and  commissioners  are  satisfied  one  with  the 
other.  Laval  College  and  the  convent  managed  by  the  Ladies  of  l’Asile  de  la  Provi- 
dence are  all  that  could  be  desired. 

Ste.  Rose , St.  Martin , St.  Francois  de  Sales. — These  three  municipalities  have 
made  marked  progress.  The  affairs  are  on  the  whole  well  managed. 

Ste.  Therese. — The  seven  schools  of  this  municipality  are  kept  on  a good  footing. 
It  is  known  that  there  is  in  this  municipality  a good  classical  college,  founded  by 
Mr.  Ducharme,  which  exercises  a great  influence  for  good  in  its  sphere  of  action. 
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St.  Janvier. — There  is  a serious  enough  reproach  to  be  made  against  the  com- 
missioners of  St.  Janvier;  that  is  that  the  salaries  allowed  the  teachers  are 
inadequate  : still  the  schools  are  good. 

Terrebonne. — This  municipality  has  four  very  convenient  schools,  in  addition  to 
Masson  college,  in  which  material  changes  have  been  made  in  the  interest  of 
trade  and  industry. 

Ste.  Anne. — The  schools  in  this  municipality,  which  a few  years  ago  were 
indifferent  enough,  are  now  making  satisfactory  progress. 

St.  Jerome. — The  Ladies  of  the  Congregation  of  Ste.  Anne  have  a good  convent 
in  this  parish.  The  model  school  and  the  other  elementary  schools  also  leave 
nothing  to  be  desired.  The  newly  opened  parishes  of  this  township  make  rapid 
progress.  Considering  the  limited  state  of  their  finances,  they  are  in  as  pros- 
perous a state  as  could  be  desired.  St.  Sauveur,  Ste.  Adele,  Ste.  Agathe  des 
Monts,  the  townships  of  Abercrombie  and  Morin  do  every  thing  in  their  power  to 
maintain  good  schools,  and  if  not  always  successful,  they  cannot  be  reproached 
with  want  of  good  will. 

The  parishes  of  St.  Columban  and  St.  Canut,  although  poor,  appreciate  the 
value  of  education  and  recoil  from  no  sacrifice  to  obtain  it  for  their  children.  Not- 
withstanding their  zeal,  the  progress  made  has  been  very  slow. 

Ste.  Scholastique. — The  schools  in  this  municipality  are  well  managed. 

St.  Hermas , St.  Placide  and  St.  Benoit. — These  three  municipalities,  in  accor- 
dance with  my  advice,  have  changed  the  personnel  of  their  teachers  as  constituted  a 
few  years  ago,  and  these  changes  have  redounded  to  their  advantage. 

St.  Eustaclie  and  St.  Augustin.—  These  two  municipalities  have  first  clas& 
schools,  managed  with  ability  and  success.  The  St.  Joseph  parish  schools  work 
satisfactorily.  The  rate-payers  of  Ste.  Angelique  of  the  Thousand-Islands  are  very 
well  disposed,  but  their  means  are  too  restricted  to  give  room  to  hope  for  many 
good  schools. 

In  fine  (Mr.  Germain  says),  I may  state  that  the  schools  in  my  inspection 
district  have  greatly  improved.  The  number  of  school  mistresses  removed,  through 
want  of  success,  is  less  than  formerly. 

The  revision  and  examination  of  the  accounts  were  always  the  most  difficult 
part  of  the  inspector’s  duty,  for  he  has  always  held  that  on  the  proper  administration 
of  the  money-matters  depends  the  progress  and  advancement  of  the  schools  ; and 
that  from  ill  management  difficulties  continually  arise  which  are  apt  to  engender 
indifference  among  even  the  most  ardent.  I therefore  with  pleasure  have  to  state 
that  during  the  past  year  no  serious  difficulty  of  this  nature  has  occurred. 

The  beneficial  influence  of  the  Journal  of  Public  Instruction  and  of  the  Normal 
Schools  is  more  and  more  apparent. 
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No.  22.— EXTRACT  FROM  THE  REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  THOMPSON. 

COUNTY  OF  HUNTINGDON,  PART  OF  CHATEAUGUAY  AND  ARGENTEVIL,  AND  THE 
PROTESTANT  POPULATION  OF  THE  CITY  OF  MONTREAL. 

I have  the  honor  to  transmit  you  my  report  on  the  state  of  education  in  my 
inspection  district  for  the  year  1866-67. 

Dundee. — The  school  of  No.  1 district  has  made  very  marked  progress.  No  2 
is  one  of  the  best  in  my  district.  Miss  Baker,  the  teacher,  who  conducts  it,  holds  a 
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(French  and  English)  model  school  diploma.  No  6 school  is  not  inferior  to  the  former. 
I found  only  a few  very  young  pupils  in  No.  4 : this  school  is  on  a better  footing 
than  last  year.  The  pupils  of  No.  5 school  were  taught  by  a very  competent  mistress 
and  have  made  remarkable  progress  in  all  the  branches  taught,  especially  in 
writing.  The  teacher  of  school  No.  7 had  gone  to  pass  her  examination  at  the  time 
my  visit. 

St.  Anicet — (Div.  No.  1.)  The  school  of  district  No.  4 is  badly  attended  and 
is  entirely  destitute  of  geographical  maps.  The  children  are  taught  English  and 
French,  and  are  all  of  French  origin.  School  No.  14  is  the  smallest  in  this  munici- 
pality. In  the  village  of  St.  Anicet,  No.  3,  a new  school  has  been  erected  and  placed 
under  the  direction  of  a teacher,  who  is  very  successful.  School  No.  12  is  now.  oh  a 
good  footing,  thanks  to  the  zeal  and  ability  of  the  teacher. 

St.  Anicet. — (Div.  No.  2.)  Of  the  five  schools  of  this  municipality  No.  2 was 
not  in  operation  at  the  time  of  my  visit.  The  examination  of  school  No.  1 was  sa- 
tisfactory. Those  of  the  other  three  were  middling.  The  three  dissentient  schools 
were  good  enough. 

Elgin. — This  municipality  has  six  districts  and  five  schools.  The  progress  is 
passable. 

Godmanchester. — There  are  here  eleven  schools  under  the  control  of  the  com- 
missioners, and  one  dissentient.  Excepting,  schools  Nos.  1,  5 and  6,  which  are  very 
good,  there  is  ground  for  complaint  in  the  others. 

Huntingdon. — The  two  preparatory  schools  of  Huntingdon  do  not  give  desirable 
results,  perhaps  on  account  of  lax  discipline. 

The  academy,  under  the  able  guidance  of  Mr.  Morrisson,  B.  A.  of  McGill 
University,  is  now  in  a most  flourishing  state.  The  Scholars  receive  a superior 
education  and  are  remarkably  successful  in  their  studies. 

The  discipline  in  the  convent  is  admirable.  The  system  of  instruction  is 
perfect.  I cannot  sufficiently  praise  the  ability  and  zeal  of  the  lady  teachers. 

There  are  very  few  scholars  at  the  dissentient  school  and  all  are  beginners. 

Hinchinbrooke. — The  commissioners  deserve  great  praise  for  the  manner  in 
which  they  have  performed  their  duties.  The  result  of  the  examinations  is  very 
satisfactory  in  the  schools  of  districts  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  7 and  8.  School  No.  5 was  pretty 
successful.  The  others  are  middling. 

Franklin. — There  are  fcix  schools  in  Franklin.  All  are  indifferent,  except  that 
of  district  No.  2.  This  grievous  state  of  affairs  is  due  to  the  want  of  diligence  of 
the  children.  School  No.  6 was  not  in  operation  at  the  time  of  my  visit ; the  teacher 
had  just  been  married. 

Havelock. — This  municipality  has  seven  schools.-  They  are  all  far  from  what 
they  should  be,  except  the  school  of  district  No.  6,  with  which  I was  satisfied.  School 
No.  1 was  not  open  at  the  time  of  my  visit. 

Hemmingford. — There  are  eight  schools  under  the  control  of  the  commissioners, 
and  three  under  that  of  the  trustees.  The  schools  of  districts  Nos.  1,  3 and  8 are 
satisfactory.  I found  little  progress  in  those  of  Nos.  2 and  4.  The  school  of  No.  6 
is  very  poorly  attended  and  only  by  beginners.  The  teacher  of  No.  5 is  about  to  be 
removed,  and  that  of  No.  12  left  the  day  before  my  visit. 

Of  the  dissentient  schools  No.  2 is  indifferent.  The  others  are  conducted  with 
success. 
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St.  John  Chrysost&me,  (Division  No.  2). — The  two  schools  under  inspection 
and  the  dissentient  school  in  this  municipality  are  successful. 

St.  John  ChrysostSme,  (Division  No.  1). — Miss  McNaughton  conducts  with  great 
success  the  school  in  No.  1 district.  School  No.  2 is  good  enough.  The  dissentient 
schools  have  few  diligent  scholars,  and  progress  is  slow. 

Howick. — There  are  four  schools  in  Howick.  The  examinations  in  districts 
Nos.  1,  2 and  4 were  satisfactory  ; and  in  No.  3 passable. 

St.  Malachy  of  Ormstown. — The  education  given  in  this  municipality  is  of  the 
highest  order,  and  it  is  the  only  o’ne  in  which  there  are  more  male  than  female 
teachers.  The  eight  schools,  with  the  exception  of  No.  5,  are  good  ; some 
excellent. 

Montreal. — The  model  school  of  Panet  Street  has  improved  a great  deal  as 
regards  order  and  discipline  and  has  more  scholars  than  formerly. 

The  model  school,  superintended  by  Mr.  Williamson,  is  on  an  excellent  footing, 
and  gives  better  results. 

COUNTY  OF  AUGENTEUIL. 


St.  Andre. — There  are  in  St.  Andre,  in  addition  to  an  English  and  a French 
academy,  two  elementary  schools.  That  of  district  No.  4 is  good  enough.  The 
scholars  of  No.  6 are  young  children ; The  more  advanced  had  left  when  I made  my 
visit.  Wall  maps  are  wanted  for  this  school. 

The  two  French  and  English  academies  do  credit  to  the  teachers.  The  progress 
made  by  the  scholars  is  really  remarkable. 

Lachute. — The  College  of  Lachute  is  conducted  with  great  success  and  gives  a 
liberal  education  to  its  students.  There  are,  also,  six  elementary  schools.  Those 
of  districts  Nos.  3,  6 and  7 are  successful.  The  three  others  are  fair. 

Grenville  (Village) . — The  school  of  this  village  is  conducted  by  a teacher, 
holding  a diploma  from  the  McGill  Normal  School.  I was  fully  satisfied  with  the 

progress  of  the  scholars. 

Augmentation  of  Grenville . — There  is  a school  in  this  place  with  a great  many 
scholars.  It  is  well  conducted  and  promises  well.  The  parents  seem  to  understand 
better  than  formerly  how  much  it  advances  their  interest  to  educate  their  chil- 
dren. 

Harrington. — This  municipality  has  two  schools.  The  examination  of  No.  2 
was  good.  There  was  less  progress  in  No.  1.  The  commissioners  should  remove 
the  teacher.

Chatham , (Division  2). — There  are  here  five  schools-  There  is  something  more 
or  less  wanting  both  in  the  teachers  and  the  scholars.  School  No.  4 is  closed.  In 
my  last  visit  it  was  doing  well. 

Chatham , (Division  1). — There  are  eight  schools  in  this  municipality.  Those 
of  districts  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  7 and  8,  are  successful.  The  school  of  No.  4 is  attended  only 
by  young  children,  very  few  in  number  and  not  well  advanced.  The  scholars  of  No. 
6 have  made  desirable  progress.  School-house  of  No.  5,  having  been  destroyed  by 
fire,  there  is  no  school  in  this  district. 

Gore  and  Wentworth. — Only  three  out  of  five  schools  were  open  during  the 
winter.  The  progress  of  No.  1 surpassed  that  of  the  others.

The  two  schools  in  Wentworth  were  not  open  at  the  time  of  my  visit.  A new 
school  has  just  been  opened  in  a distant  and  very  impoverished  part  of  the  district ; 
but  I do  not  think  it  can  be  supported  without  special  aid. 


No.  23.— EXTRACT  FEOM  THE  EEPOET  OF  INSPECTOR  PARMELEE. 


COUNTIES  OF  MisSISQUOI,  BKOME  AND  8HEFFOKD. 

The  school  law  generally  works  without  opposition.  The  schools  flourish.  The 
accounts  of  secretary-treasurers,  throughout,  are  well  kept,  and  with  very  few  ex- 
ceptions, the  taxes  are  levied  and  the  teachers  paid  with  great  punctuality.  I am 
bound  here  to  state,  in  justice  to  the  commissioners,  that  if  some  of  their  teachers 
are  not  provided  with  diplomas,  it  is  owing  more  to  the  extreme  difficulty  with 
which  qualified  teachers  are  obtained  than  to  the  carelessness  of  the  school  cor- 
porations. 

COUNTY  OF  SHEFFORD. 

I have  only  the  Protestant  schools  of  this  county  to  inspect. 

Shefford. — The  commissioners  and  secretary-treasurer  of  this  municipality  have 
performed  their  duties  zealously.  The  academy  attended  by  123  scholars  cannot  be 
surpassed  byany  other  institution  of  the  kind  in  the  Eastern  Townships.  The  model 
school  of  district  No.  1 of  West  Shefford  is  conducted  by  Mr.  W.  Wallace,  a very 
able  teacher.  Nos.  2 and  3 are  only  attended  by  young  children.  The  school  of 
district  No.  4 has  been  closed  from  want  of  scholars.  Miss  Alice  Douglas  keeps  a 
very  good  school  in  the  village  of  Frost.  There  is  no  school  this  summer  in  district 
No.  G.  A new  school  house  has  been  erected,  and  is  now  ready  for  use.  The 
most  successful  schools  in  this  municipality  are  those  of  districts  Nos.  7,  8,  10,  11, 
12,  13,  15,  17  and  22. 

Granby. — This  municipality  has  10  Protestant  schools.  The  most  satisfactory 
results  are  obtained  from  those  in  districts  Nos.  3,  4,  6,  8,  9 and  10.  Pecuniary 
matters  are  very  satisfactory. 

Village  of  Granby. — The  academy  in  this  village  is  conducted  very  successfully 
by  Mr.  Ball.  There  is  also  an  elementary  school,  ably  conducted  by  Miss  E.  Baillie. 
Finances  prosperous. 

Milton. — There  are  two  Protestant  schools  at  Milton.  No,  2.  is  conducted  with 
ability  and  success  by  Miss  Seguin.  Money  matters  satisfactory. 

Roxton. — This  municipality  has  three  good  Protestant  schools.  The  registers  are 
well  kept  and  the  finances  prosper. 

North  Ely. — Four  Protestant  schools,  all  good  j accounts  well  kept. 

South  Ely. — Two  Protestant  schools  kept  with  success.  The  affairs  of  the  cor- 
poration are  satisfactory. 

North  Stukely. — The  two  schools  of  this  municipality  have  very  few  scholars.  . 
The  progress  is  satisfactory.  I found  the  commissioners’  books  in  good  order. 

South  Stukely. — There  are  also  two  good  schools  at  South  Stukely.  The  arrears 
amount  to  a considerable  sum. 
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COUNTY  OF  BROME. 

Brome. — At  my  visit  there  were  but  twelve  students  at  the  academy  of  Knowl- 
ton.  It  had  just  been  placed  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  John  Archibald,  whose 
ability  is  a guarantee  of  future  success. 

Brome  has  eighteen  elementary  and  two  independent  schools.  The  attendance 
is,  in  general,  not  regular.  I was,  however,  satisfied  with  the  result  of  the  examin- 
ations. From  want  of  scholars  and  money,  the  schools  of  districts  Nos.  20,  21,  22 
and  23  were,  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  closed.  The  commissioners  deserve  praise  for 
the  energy  with  which  they  have  conducted  the  school  business. 

Bolton. — This  municipality  has  seventeen  schools  under  commissioners,  and 
three  under  trustees.  All  are  good.  Nos.  1,  9,  10,  19  and  20  are  excellent 
elementary  schools.  The  affairs  of  the  two  corporations  are  in  good  order. 

Bottom. — School  affairs  in  this  municipality  are  in  many  respects  unsatis- 
factory. There  are  but  ten  schools  in  seventeen  duly  established  districts.  The 
commissioners,  it  is  true,  have  done  their  utmost  to  procure  teachers,  but  their 
negligence  in  not  collecting  the  taxes  and  want  of  punctuality  in  paying  the 
teachers  are  inexcusable.  The  schools  in  operation  are  conducted  with  success. 

Sutton. — The  model  school  is  conducted  by  Miss  Sophie  Lalanne.  Of  sixteen 
elementary  schools  under  the  control  of  the  commissioners,  all  have  given  me  satis- 
faction, with  the  exception  of  the  school  in  district  No.  16,  which  is  only  middling. 

The  dissentient  school  has  been  Closed  since  April.  The  finances  are  in  good 
order. 

East  Farnham. — Adamsville  Academy,  under  Mr.  Higgins,  is  not  as  successful 
as  could  be  desired.  There  are  also  at  East  Farnham  eight  schools  under  control, 
and  one  independent,  all  of  which  are  carried  on  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

The  commissioners  shew  great  zeal  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 


COUNTY  OF  MISSISQUOI. 

Dunham. — This  municipality  has  three  academies,  viz : Dunham  Academy, 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Fuller ; Missisquoi  Academy,  under  Miss  Caughlin ; 
Cowansville  Academy,  under  Miss  Nolan.  All  three  institutions  do  honor  to  those 
in  charge  of  them. 

There  are,  besides,  twenty-four  schools  under  the  control  of  the  commissioners 
and  one  dissentient  school.  All  do  well  enough.  The  dissentient  school  and  those 
of  districts  Nos.  4,  5,  17,  23  and  25  merit  special  mention,  on  account  of  the  ability 
and  success  with  which  they  are  conducted.  School  matters  are  managed  most 
carefully. 

Stanbridge. — This  is  the  most  extensive  municipality  of  my  district.  Although 
bordering  on  Dunham,  it  is  far  from  being  equal  to  it  in  the  excellence  of  its  schools 
and  the  punctual  payment  of  taxes.  There  are  twenty-two  schools  under  the  com- 
missioners and  seven  under  trustees.  The  finances  of  the  dissentient  corporations  are 
on  a better  footing  than  those  of  the  commissioners. 

Stanbridge  Academy  and  the  model  school  of  Bedford  have  given  general  sar 
tisfaction.  Of  the  commissioners’  schools,  those  of  districts  Nos.  2,  5,  9,  11,  15,  19, 
‘ 20,  24  and  25  are  good  ; the  others  are  more  or  less  mediocre.  In  Nos.  1,  7 and  8 
dissentient  schools  the  examinations  were  excellent.  The  others  were  only  passable. 

VFrelighsburg. — On  account  of  the  frequent  changes  of  masters,  Frelighsburg 
cademy  is  not  as  flourishing  as  formerly. 
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This  municipality  has  one  academy  and  nine  elementary  schools.  All  the 
elementary  schools  make  sensible  progress,  with  the  exception  of  district  school  No. 
7,  which  does  not  give  desirable  results.  Accounts  well  kept,  and  teachers  regularly 
paid. 

St.  Sibastien. — An  excellent  school  conducted  by  Miss  Kate  Green. 

Clarenceville. — Besides  a flourishing  academy  conducted  by  Mr.  James  Morrisson, 
there  are  eight  elementary  schools  in  Clarenceville,  all  well  kept  and  prosperous. 
The  finances  are  in  good  order. 

St.  Thomas. — This  municipality  has  six  good  elementary  schools.  Two  new 
school-houses  have  just  been  erected.  Monetary  affairs  flourishing. 

St.  Romuald  or  West  Farnham. — Farnham  Academy  has  244  students,  taking 
into  account  the  elementary  school  of  No.  1 district.  Mr.  Brault  has  charge,  of  the 
boys,  and  Mrs.  Paradis  of  the  girls.  This  institution  is  remarkably  successful. 
There  are  ten  elementary  schools,  of  which  four  are  dissentient.  All  are  good, 
excepting  No.  7,  which  is  anything  but  satisfactory. 

I hope  the  above  report,  which  I have  made  as  exact  as  possible,  will  give  a 
good  idea  of  the  actual  state  of  the  different  schools  in  my  district'. 


24.—  EXTKACT  FROM  THE  REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  DORVAL. 


COUNTIES  OF  BERTKIER,  JOLIETTE,  MONTCALM  AND  ASSOMPTION. 

I have  the  honor  to  submit  a report  of  my  visits  to  the  schools  in  the  Counties 
of  Berth ier,  Assumption,  Joliette  and  Montcalm,  during  the  scholastic  year 

1866-67. 

My  inspection  district  comprises  4 counties,  35  parishes,  40  rural  municipalities 
divided  into  48  school  municipalities,  which  are  sub-divided  into  190  school 
districts. 

The  extent  of  inhabited  territory  is  about  1728  square  miles,  with  a population 
of  72,885.  There  are  205  institutions  of  all  sorts  under  the  direction  of  31  lay 
teachers,  of  whom  8 are  ex-pupil^  of  our  Normal  schools,  by  64  in  holy  orders,  and 
by  172  female  teachers,  of  whom  42  are  in  religious  orders. 

These  different  institutions  are  attended  by  11,562  children  ; that  is  to  say,  that 
nearly  one  sixth  of  the  population  attend  school  ; and  I see  with  pleasure,  that 
this  is  the  number,  which  by  many  school  statisticians,  is  stated  to  be  a reasonable 
proportion  between  the  children  who  ought  to  attend  school  and  the  population. 

In  these  institutions,  are  comprised: — 

A classical,  college,  an  industrial  college,  a special  agricultural  college,  an 
incorporated  academy,  eleven  superior  primary  or  model  schools,  twelve  educational 
convents,  seven  dissentient  schools,  three  independent  schools  and  thirty  two  public 
libraries  containing  11,612  volumes.  In  fact,  excepting  a normal  school,  there  are 
institutions  of  all  kinds  in  my  district  of  inspection. 

The  following  is  a summary  account  of  the  institutions,  of  the  pupils,  of  their 
comparative  progress  in  the  year  1866-67,  with  the  previous  year.  To  be  brief,  I 
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will  here  only  mention  the  excess,  as  elsewhere  1 give  at  length  the  numbers  of  the 
two  years  in  comparison  : thus  I find  in  1866-67.

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By  the  preceding  comparative  statement,  one  can  see  what  rapid  progress  has 
been  made,  as  well  by  the  population,  who  are  taxed  for  the  new  schools  in  pro- 
portion to  their  increase,  as  by  the  pupils  themselves,  in  the  different  branches  of 
learning.  The  increase  of  new  institutions  (12)  above  all,  and  the  number  of  pupils 
attending  school,  in  comparison  to  the  number  attending  during  the  previous  year, 
appear  to  me  to  indicate  strongly  the  interest  taken  by  the  people  in  education.  It 
leads  to  hope  that  our  new  Legislature  will  not  have  cause  to  regret  the  appro- 
priation it  may  make,  which  no  doubt  will  be  liberal. 

Bemarks  upon  each  of  the  school  municipalities  in  the  counties  of  Assomption, 
Berthier,  Joliette  and  Montcalm  for  the  scholastic  year  1866-67. 

Chertsey. — The  commissioners  have  established  an  English  school  in  the  second 
range  of  this  township.  The  four  schools  of  the  municipality  are  well  enough  con- 
ducted. 

Kilkenny. — Epidemics  of  all  kinds  have  prevented  the  children  from  being 
more  regular  in  their  attendance  at  school,  The  four  commissioners’  schools  are 
conducted  fairly.  The  dissentient  school  was  destroyed  by  fire,  and  none  was  in 
operation'  at  the  time  of  my  visit.  A small  sum  was  allowed  to  each  district  to 
furnish  books  to  poor  children. 

St.  Lin. — The  dissentients*  have  a school  at  Wesleyville.  The  model  school 
under  Mr.  Rene,  who  has  a model  school  diploma  from  the  Jacques-Cartier  Normal 
School,  and  the  educational  convent,  under  the  ladies  of  SS.  NN.  de  Jesus  et  Marie, 
are  very  well  conducted.  With  the  exception  of  the  Rang-Double  school,  all  are 
conducted  in  a sufficiently  efficacious  manner. 

St.  Loch. — This  municipality  has  six  schools  attended  by  365  scholars.  The 
model  school  has  not  less  than  125  on  its  roll.  I have  also  reason  to  be  very  well 
satisfied  with  the  examination  both  at  it  and  at  the  educational  convent,  which  has 
91  pupils.  Miss  Tellier’s  school  also  merits  special  notice. 

No  great  efficiency  in  the  three  other  schools. 

St.  Thomas. — The  school  of  district  No.  1 gets  on  well ; that  at  the  lower  part 
of  the  parish  is  better  attended  than  formerly;  the  two  others  have  decreased  in 
efficiency,  one  owing  to  the  too  great  number  of  pupils  under  one  teacher,  the  other 
through  the  incapacity  of  the  teacher. 
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St.  Charles-Borromee. — The  four  schools  of  this  municipality  get  on  well  enough. 
The  commissioners  are  zealous  and  the  secretary-treasurer  careful. 

St.  Paul  de  Joliette. — This  municipality,  relatively  small,  has  six  elementary 
schools  and  an  educational  convent.  With  the  exception  of  one  elementary  school, 
which  is  badly  attended,  all  including  the  convent  give  good  results.  The  commis- 
sioners are  well  disposed.  0 

Parish  of  St.  Jacques . — Of  the  eight  schools  in  this  parish  three  are  very  well 
conducted ; four  more  are  less  successful  and  the  eighth,  under  an  incapable  teacher, 
is  worthless.  The  lemale  teachers  are  generally  baddy  paid. 

Village  of  St.  Jacques. — This  village  has  an  educational  convent  under  8 ladies 
of  Saint  Anne  (72  pupils).  These  ladies  have  also  a girls’  school  (117),  under  the 
commissioners.  There  is  also*  a model  school,  taught  by  two  brothers  of  St.  Yiator 
with  118  scholars.  These  institutions  are  well  conducted. 

St.  Alexis. — The  four  schools  of  this  municipality  are  purely  elementary  ; they 
are  attended  by  297  children,  who  in  general  make  very  fair  progress. 

St.  Esprit. — There  are  six  schools  in  this  parish  with  297  pupils.  The  school 
on  St.  Louis  hill  and  the  girls’  school  in  the  village  have  improved.  The  others  have 
not  made  any  progress.  The  pupils’  attendance  has  been  more  irregular. 

Lanoraie. — Of  the  six  schools  in  this  municipality  that  of  Basde  la  Grande  Cote, 
under  Mr.  McKercher,  has  made  fair  progress.  The  school  of  Bois  d’Autray  is  very 
elementary  ; the  girls’  school  is  remarkable  for  the  diligence  of  the  children.  Miss 
Her^ieux  gives  us  much  to  hope  from  the  school  on  Haut  de  la  Grande  Cote.  That 
of  Cote  St.  Henry  is  comparatively  good.  The  commissioners  were  obliged  to  re- 
move the  teacher  in  Ho.  1 school,  which  was  becoming  less  efficient. 

Parish  of  Berthier. — This  parish  has  five  schools  with  281  scholars.  Four  of 
these  schools  are  improving  rapidly.  The  fifth  is  wanting  in  order,  method  and 

activity. 

Isle  du  Pads. — The  school  of  this  island  with  58  scholars  is  well  conducted 

by  Miss  M.  Primeau. 

St.  Bartholemew. — The  commissioners  have  this  year  given  a school  to  the  con- 
cession of  Stockton  ; I found  26  children,  all  beginners.  The  seven  other  schools 
are  conducted  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

St.  Cuthbert. — The  seven  schools  of  this  municipality  produce  sufficiently  good, 
results,  but  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  commissioners  have  not  established  a model 

school. 

St.  Jean  de  Matha. — The  school  of  district  Ho.  1 is  well  conducted,  Ho.  2 is 
entirely  elementary  and  Ho.  3 has  been  open  only  a year  and  has  32  pupils. 

St.  Felix  de  Valais. — Of  the  four  schools,  under  the  control  of  the  commis- 
sioners, two  have  improved  very  much,  the  third  not  a little  ; the  fourth  was  shut 
at  the  time  of  my  two  last  visits. 

The  dissentient  school,  with  26  pupils,  is  well  enough  conducted. 

Island  of  St.  Ignace. — The  school  of  this  municipality  is  attended  by  82  very 
young  children,  not  very  diligent  and  but  little  advanced. 

Ste.  Elizabeth. — Mr.  Jos.  Duquet,  senior,  conducts,  with  success,  a real  model 
school  at  St.  Pierre,  although  it  is  not  so  styled.  The  village  model  school, 
is  confided  to  the  care  of  Mr.  S.  Boutin,  formerly  a student  of  the  Jacques-Cartier 
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Normal  school.  The  school  of  Cote  St.  Emily  has  83  pupils,  too  large  a number  for 
the  young  girl,  who  is  teacher.  The  other  schools  are  very  ordinary. 

St.  Norbert. — There  is  nothing  remarkable  in  the  two  schools  at  St.  NorberU 
I do  not  know  a more  apathetic  municipality. 

St.  Gabriel  of  Brandon. — This  municipality  contains  seven  elementary  schools 
attended  by  435  children,  under  commissioners,  one  dissentient  school,  with  nOt 
more  than  eleven  children,  and  an  educational  convent,  the  fine  buildings  of 
which  are  due  to  the  generosity  of  the  cure,  Mr.  Belair,  and  his  parishioners. 
Although  this  establishment  is  in  its  first  year,  it  has  already  69  pupils,  taught  by 
the  Ladies  of  Ste.  Anne. 

Ij  Epiphanie. — The  commissioners  have  just  established  a 6th  district,  the  school 
of  which  I have  not  yet  visited.  The  five  other  schools  of  the  municipality  have 
288  children,  whose  progress  has  satisfied  me. 

St.  Paul  L'Ermite. — This  municipality  has  three  good  schools. 

Lachenaie  — School  No.  1 gives  good  results ; that  of  district  No.  2 had  only 
eight  children  at  the  time  of  my  visit.  The  attendance  is  very  irregular. 

St.  Henry  of  Mascouche. — This  municipality  has  five  elementary  schools  under 
control,  an  educational  convent,  a model  school,  an  independent  and  a dissentient 
school.'  Total  number  of  pupils,  399.  Of  these  several  institutions,  the  convent, 
the  school  of  the  concession  of  Grand  Coteau,  and  the  dissentient  school  alone  give 
good  results. 

Ste.  Julienne. — The  schools  of  districts  Nos.  1 and  2 do  well.  I regret  to  say 
that  the  commissioners  have  not  visited  school  No.  3 and  did  not  hold  an  examina- 
tion last  year. 

St.  Liguori.— Thei^  are  here  five  schools,  of  which  one  is  English.  Except  Mr. 
Laporte’s  school,  which  fully  satisfied  me,  all  are  in  some  respects  deficient,  notably 
that  of  Bas  de  la  Riviere. 

St.  Ambroise. — The  convent  continues  to  be  well  conducted,  as  also  the  school 
of  the  5th  and  6th  ranges.  Next  come  the  dissentient  schools  of  Mr.  Boule  and 
Miss  McGarry  (dissentients).  I saw  only  beginners  in  the  others. 

St.  Alphonse  Rodriguez. — This  municipality  contains  one]  model  and  three 
elementary  schools.  The  model  school  is  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  A.  Piche,  who 
teaches  both  languages.  The  three  elementary  are  badly  enough  attended  on 
account  of  the  poverty  of  the  population  and  the  difficulty  of  communication.  It  is 
scarcely  possible  to  expect  better  results. 

Ste.  Melanie. — Of  the  six  in  this  municipality  the  model  school  is  the  only 
remarkable  one.  Mr.  Robillard  is  in  charge  of  it. 

Ste.  Beatrice. — The  three  schools  of  Ste.  Beatrice  are  well  enough  conducted. 

St.  Sulpice. — The  model  and  the  elementary  schools  of  St.  Sulpice  have  been 
profitably  attended  by  134  children.  There  is  a fine  school  house  in  each  of  the 
two  districts. 

Lavaltrie. — Four  elementary  schools,  in  which  the  scholars  have  generally 
made  satisfactory  progress. 

Parish  of  H Assomption. — There  are  six  schools  in  this  parish,  well  conducted 
and  attended  by  256  pupils. 

Joliette. — At  Joliette  there  is  a college  with  152  students,  an  educational  convent 
under  the  Ladies  of  Providence,  with  40  boarders,  and  247  day  scholars,  and  an 
elementary  school  for  boys,  attended  by  237  pupils.  The  college  and  convent  are 
the  most  flourishing.  The  boys’  elementary  school  house  does  honor  to  the  Town  of 
Joliette. 
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Village  of  L' A$somption.—T\n&  village  has  six  institutions : 1°.  a classical  college  ^ 
2°.  an  educational  convent  under  the  Ladies  of  the  Congregation ; 3°.  an  elementary 
school  for  girls,  confided  to  the  care  of  the  same  Ladies ; 4°.  an  agricultural  school ; 
5°.  a commercial  school ; 6°.  an  independent  school. 

Town  of  Berthier. — This  town  has  an  academy,  a dissentient  model  school,  an 
educational  convent,  an  elementary  school  for  boys,  and  a school  for  young  children. 
These  several  institutions,  especially  the  convent,  are  successfully  conducted. 

Bawdon. — This  municipality  contains  eight  schools  under  the  control  of  Pro- 
testant commissioners,  and  two  under  that  of  dissentient  Catholic  trustees.  I found 
progress  in  the  eight  first.  The  model  school  is  nothing  more  than  elementary. 
The  commissioners  have  rebuilt  school-house  No.  6,  destroyed  by  fire  two  years 
ago. 

The  trustees  have  also  rebuilt  their  convent,  which  has  25  pupils  under  the 
direction  of  two  nuns  from  Ste.  Anne.  The  dissentients  have  also  a boys’  school,, 
conducted  by  a Brother  of  St.  Yiator,  and  attended  by  37  pupils. 


No.  25.— EXTRACT  FROM  THE  KEPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  BOIVHST. 

COUNTIES  OF  CHARLEVOIX  AND  SAGUENAY. 

I have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  for  the  Counties  of  Charlevoix  and  Sa- 
guenay for  the  year  1867. 

If  I cannot  in  this  report  say  that  the  schools  in  my  district  are  zealously  con- 
ducted and  that  desirable  progress  has  been  made,  nevertheless,  I may  testify  to> 
good  results  when  obtained. 

The  distress  caused  by  bad  harvests,  led  me  to  fear  that  many  municipalities 
would  find  it  impossible  to  maintain  all  their  educational  institutions.  Happily 
my  forebodings  were  not  realized.  The  statistics,  which  I transmit  to  the  depart- 
ment, shew  in  comparison  with  last  year,  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of  scholars 
attending  school,  and  this  is  the  best  proof  of  the  zeal  of  the  rate-payers  of  this 
poor  municipality. 

This  state  of  affairs,  however,  occasions  a great  amount  of  arrears  and  retards 
the  payment  of  teachers. 

The  standard  of  preparatory  education  continues  to  advance  in  all  the  munici- 
palities in  my  district.  There  are  very  few  schools  wdiere  grammar,  geography  and 
hist-ory  are  not  taught.  I think,  however,  that  more  importance  should  be  attached 
to  the  teaching  of  arithmetic  and  writing,  so  necessary  in  my  opinion  to  scholars, 
whose  studies  must  necessarily  be  confined  to  preparatory  instruction. 

I have  nothing  but  praise  for  the  manner  in  which  the  model  schools  and 
academies  are  conducted.  These  institutions,  all  under  the  superintendence,  with 
one  exception,  of  masters  educated  in  the  normal  schools,  do  a great  deal  of  good 
in  the  municipalities  in  which  they  are  situated. 

The  commissioners  in  general  are  zealous  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

I regret  it  is  not  in  my  power  to  say  the  same  of  the  secretary-treasurers,  of  whom 
several  are  wanting,  either  in  capacity  or  willingness  to  fulfil  their  duties  properly. 
This  fact  is  more  glaring,  since  in  all  municipalities  where  there  are  efficient  secre- 
tary-treasurers, teachers  are  more  regularly  paid,  and  monetary  difficulties,  so 
hwrtful  to  the  proper  management  of  schools  and  to  the  progress  of  pupils,  are 
never  met  with. 

I will  now  give  a summary  of  the  state  of  primary  education  in  each  municipality 
of  my  district. 
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COUNTY  OF  CHARLEVOIX. 

t 

St.  Fidele. — There  are  three  schools  in  this  municipality,  with  142  pupils. 

Those  of  the  first  and  second  districts  are  well  conducted.  The  third  district 
school  having  been  closed  for  several  months,  the  pupils  attending  it  have  naturally 
made  but  little  progress.  The  school-houses  are  in  need  of  school  furniture.  The 
finances  are  in  sufficiently  good  order. 

Malbaie. — There  are  six  elementary  schools  in  Malbaie,  attended  by  430 
scholars.  The  model  school  is  under  the  able  direction  of  Mr.  Ouellet,  whose  mode 
of  teaching  merits  a better  salary  than  that  accorded  to  him.  The  elementary  ^ 

schools,  with  the  exception  of  Nos. -4  and  7,  are  well  conducted.  The  commissioners 
have  allowed  too  much  arrears  to  accumulate,  and  this  prevents  the  payment  of 
the  school  masters  and  mistresses  as  regularly  as  is  desirable. 

>or  Ste.  Agnes. — The  four  schools  in  this  municipality  give  satisfactory  results.  Mr. 
Bureau,  the  cure,  renders  good  service  to  the  cause  of  education  by  the  countenance 
which  he  gives  to  the  commissioners  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

Desales. — The  commissioners  are  continually  changing  the  rate  of  the  regular 
tax,  which  prevents  the  law  being  properly  carried  out  in  this  municipality.  The 
only  school  in  operation  is  insufficient  and  it  is  impossible  to  open  another  as  long 
as  the  voluntary  system  of  taxation  is  continued. 

St.  Irenee. — I have  nothing  but  praise  for  the  manner  in  which  educational 
matters  are  managed  in  this  little  municipality.  There  are  one  model  and  two  ele- 
mentary schools  conducted  by  devofed  and  competent  teachers.  The  finances  are 
in  a prosperous  state. 

Eboulements. — This  municipality  has  one  model  and  six  elementary  schools. 

The  model  school  is  still  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  Cote,  whose  ability  and  zeal  are 
well  known.  The  other  schools  are  well  conducted,  if  I except  that  of  district  No. 

-3,  where  the.scholars  have  made  but  little  progress.  The  commissioners  are  earnestly 
engaged  in  collecting  arrears  and  the  teachers  are  more  regularly  paid  than  in 
former  years. 

Settrington. — This  municipality,  although  young  and  poor,  possesses  three  schools 
with  100  pupils.  The  commissioners  merit  praise  for  the  manner  in  which  they 
manage  their  affairs.  Notwithstanding  their  scanty  resources  they  have  been  able 
to  build  and  pay  for  tw^o  school  houses  in  the  course  of  the  year.  t 

St.  Urbain. — There  are  three  schools  under  control.  Nos.  2 and  3 have  give» 
good  results.  The  scholars  of  No.  1 make  but  little  progress.  The  commissioners 
have  taken  measures  to  secure  the  services  of  another  teacher. 

The  finances  of  the  corporation  are  well  administered. 

St.  Placide. — There  are  two  schools  in  this  municipality.  School  No.  1 is  good  ; 

No.  2 gives  less  satisfaction  ; this  is  due  to  the  want  of  application  of  the  pupils 
attending  it. 

Bay  St.  Paul. — An  academy  for  boys,  a convent  and  nine  elementary  schools* 
give  instruction  to  563  pupils  in  this  municipality.  As  usual,  the  education  given 
in  the  convent  is  every  thing  that  is  to  be  desired.  There  are  75  pupils  in  the 
academy  under  two  competent  teachers.  With  the  exception  of  an  elementary 
school,  which  did  not  entirely  satisfy  me,  all  are  good.  Monetary  affairs  well 
managed. 

Petite  Riviere. — The  two  schools  here  are  well  enough  managed.  For  the 
wants  of  the  municipality,  a third  is  necessary ; but  its  resources  are  so  small  that 
it  could  scarcely  be  supported.  Accounts  well  kept. 

Isle  aux  Coudres. — The  four  schools  in  this  municipality  are  attended  by  168 
pupils.  Two  of  the  schools  are  good,  the  third  passable,  the  fourth  bad.  The 
teacher  in  the  latter  will  be  immediately  removed.  The  books  are  kept  with 
•care. 
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Callieres. — The  school  has  been  closed  since  February  last  on  account  of  want 
of  money  to  pay  a teacher.  John  McLaren,  Esq.,  did  a great  deal  to  support 
this  school,  but  unfortunately  there  is  no  one  to  second  his  generous  efforts. 

COUNTY  OF  SAGUENAY. 

Riviere  aux  Canards. — This  new  municipality  at  the  present  time  possesses  a 
school  attended  by  36  pupils  and  kept  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

Escoumains. — There  is  a model  school  ably  conducted  by  Miss  Gagnon.  Mo- 
netary affairs  are  in  a good  state. 

Bergeronnes. — There  were  two  schools  last  year,  but  one  was  closed  on  account 
of  want  of  funds.  That  which  I visited  had  48  scholars  and  gave  satisfactory  results. 

Tadousac.— Thanks  to  the  zeal  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bernier,  Tadousac  has  to-day  a 
good  elementary  school  attended  by  42  pupils.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  taxes  are 
not  imposed,  as  otherwise  a new  school  house  could  be  built,  more  comforts  sup- 
plied to  the  children  and  a better  salary  paid  to  the  teacher. 


No.  26.— EXTRACT  FROM  THE  REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  CREPAXTLT. 

COUNTIES  OF  BELLECHASSE,  MONTMAGNY  AND  L’iSLET. 

I am  happy  to  be  able  to  state  that  this  district  of  inspection  still  makes  progress 
in  the  same  ratio  as  stated  in  my  former  reports.  The  law  is  carried  out  without 
serious  opposition,  the  taxes  easily  collected,  and  every  where  school  houses  are 
being  built  and  teachers  from  the  normal  schools  procured. 

Beaumont. — This  municipality  has  three  schools,  one  of  which  is  a model  school. 
Miss.  Martin  and  Miss  Tanguay  continue  to  conduct  successfully  the  superior 
school.  The  two  elementary  schools  are  on  a good  footing.  The  commissioners 
have  shewn  a good  disposition,  and  the  finances-  are  in  a comparatively  satisfactory 

state. 

St.  Charles. — There  are  nine  schools  in  this  municipality.  Miss  Gosselin, 
formerly  a pupil  of  the  Laval  Normal  School,  successfully  conducts  the  girls’ 
superior  school.  The  students,  numbering  100,  make  good  progress.  The  boys* 
model  school,  under  Mr.  Gagne,  a Normal  School  student,  gives  equally  satisfactory 
results.  The  seven  other  schools  are  w^ell  kept.  The  school  commissioners  are 
exceedingly  zealous,  and  the  finances  are  in  a prosperous  state. 

St.  Gemais. — This  municipality  has  eleven  schools.  Mr.  Roy,  formerly  a 
student  of  Laval  Normal  School,  conducts  the  model  school.  The  ten  elementary 
schools  are  conducted  by  teachers  having  diplomas  and  of  sufficient  ability.  The 
accounts  are  in  good  order. 

St.  Lazar e. — Although  the  people  here  are  poor,  the  municipality  is  zealous 
enough.  There  are  seven  schools  all  elementary,  taught  by  competent  teachers. 
The  corporation  is  well  disposed  and  the  finances  in  a good  state. 

St.  Paul  de  Montminy. — This  new  township  is  poor.  There  is  a good  school  in 
operation  thanks  to  the  sacrifices  made  by  the  rate  payers.  It  is  still  to  be  feared, 
however,  it  cannot  be  sustained  without  supplementary  aid. 
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Township  of  Buckland . — This  township  supports  a good  school.  Its  extent 
necessitates  a second  school ; but  unhappily  the  inhabitants  are  too  poor. 

St.  Cajetan  d' Armagh. — Here  there  are  three  ^chools  in  operation.  They  are 
ducted  by  zealous  and  competent  teachers.  It  is  proposed  to  build  a school  house 
in  the  district  in  which  the  chapel  is  situated.  This  municipality  is  far  from  being 
rich.  However,  thanks  to  the  zeal  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pelisson,  progress  is  made  and 
education  is  not  neglected. 

St.  Raphael. — This  municipality  has  five  schools,  all  on  a good  footing.  The 
teachers  are  competent.  The  inhabitants  are  anxious  that  their  children  should  be 
educated.  They  are  accordingly  taxed  double  the  amount  of  the  legislative  grant. 
The  commission  works  well  and  the  finances  are  in  a satisfactory  state.  - 

St.  Valier. — There  are  five  schools  here.  Those  under  the  Misses  Belanger  give 
excellent  results,  as  does  also  that  of  Mr.  Sylvain.  The  other  three  district  schools 
are  unsatisfactory.  The  school  corporation  does  not  trouble  itself  much  about  building 
school  houses.  There  is  only  one  in  the  municipality  and  it  is  in  bad  repair. 

St.  Michel. — A commercial  college,  a convent  and  three  elementary  schools  are 
in  operation  in  this  municipality.  The  college  and  convent  give  satisfactory 
results.  The  school  commission,  composed  in  part  of  enlightened  men,  at  whose 
head  is  Mr.  Drolet,  make  the  most  praiseworthy  efforts  for  the  intellectual  advance- 
ment of  the  youth.  The  accounts  and  minutes  are  well  kept. 

Berthier. — This  municipality  has  three  schools.  The  model  school  is  ably  con- 
ducted by  Miss  Boule,  formerly  a student  of  the  Laval  Normal  School.  The  two 
others  are  on  a good  footing.  The  commissioners  perform  their  duties  creditably,, 
and  their  books  promise  greater  prosperity. 

St.  Francois. — There  are  five  schools  and  a convent  in  this  municipality.  Mr. 
Bouchard’s  school  deserves  particular  notice.  Miss  Boule,  who  teaches  the  Coteau 
school,  is  one  of  the  best  and  most  qualified  teachers  in  my  district.  The  convent 
of  the  Sisters  of  the  Congregation  continues  to  give  the  greatest  satisfaction. 

St.  Pierre.  — This  parish  has  four  schools,  which  are  well  kept.  That  of  the 
church,  formerly  the  model  school,  is  ably  conducted  by  Miss  Belanger.  The  school 
corporation  is  zealous  for  the  improvement  of  the  scholars.  The  finances  are  in  a 
good  state. 

Grosse-Isle. — A very  small  school,  intended  for  the  children  of  the  Quarantine* 
employes,  has  been  established  in  this  island,  which  forms  part  of  Isle  aux  Grues  as 
a parish  and  school  district.  It  is  attended  by  only  twenty,  children. 

Crane  Island. — This  small  municipality,  to  its  great  honor,  maintains  a school 
which  we  might  class  as  a model  school.  Miss  Painchaud,  who  has  conducted  it  for 
a long  time,  is  a very  able  teacher  and  her  instruction  gives  the  utmost  satisfaction.. 
The  commissioners  zealously  perform  their  duties.  The  accounts  are  well  kept. 

St.  Thomas. — This  municipality  has  eight  schools.  The  convent  of  the  Ladies> 
of  the  Congregation  and  the  Academy  of  the  Christian  Brothers  are  attended'  by  a 
great  number  of  pupils  with  excellent  results.  The  elementary  schools  are  good.. 
The  registers  and  accounts  of  the  corporation  are  well  kept. 

Cape  St.  Ignace. — There  are  eight  schools  in  this  municipality,  of  which  one  is  a 
model  school.  They  are  all  well  managed  by  competent  teachers.  The  school  cor- 
poration accounts  are  in  good  order. 
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St.  Cyrille. — This  small  municipality  supports  two  schools  under  the  manage- 
ment of  two  very  able  teachers.  The  accounts  are  in  good  order. 

I " 

L' Islet.  — Two  model  and  ten  elementary  seliools  are  in  operation  in  this  muni- 
cipality. All  are  ably  and  successfully  managed.  The  finances  are  in  a good, 
state. 

St.  Aubert. — There  are  five  elementary  schools  well  kept.  The  finances  are 
prosperous. 

St.  Jean  Port  Joli. — There  are,  in  this  municipality,  two  model  and  eight 
elementary  schools.  The  superior  school  for  girls  is  under  Miss  Dumas,  formerly 
a pupil  of  the  Laval  Normal  School,  who  teaches  most  successfully.  The  boys’  model 
school  is  very  well  managed  by  Mr.  Letourneau.  The  elementary  schools  are  also 
on  a good  footing.  The  finances  are  in  a good  state. 

Ste.  Louise. — This  small  municipality  supports  three  schools  very  creditably. 
The  accounts  are  in  order. 

St.  Rock  des  Aulnais. — There  are  nine  schools  in  this  municipality.  They  are 
conducted  by  able  teachers  and  the  money  matters  are  in  a satisfactory  state. 


No.  27. — EXTRACT  FROM  THE  REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  BARBY. 

COUNTIES  OF  QUEBEC,  PORTNEUF  AND  MONTMORENCY. 


Catholic  Schools  of  the  City  of  Quebec  : — The  Christian  Brothers  teach  more  than 
2000  pupils,  without  counting  those  who  are  opposite  St.  John’s  Church  and  those 
of  the  fine  academy  vrhich  they  conduct  near  St.  Patrick’s  Church.  I can  every 
where  certify  to  remarkable  progress.  At  Cap  Blanc  these  Brothers  have  also  three 
English  classes  and  one  French,  which  give  most  satisfactory  results. 

Three  lay  schools  under  control  have  been  in  operation  in  St.  Roch,  St.  John’s 
Suburbs  and  the  Lower  Town.  The  school  under  Mr.  Bugal  is  attended  by  more 
than  a hundred  children ; that  of  Miss  Farley  by  nearly  one  hundred.  The  third, 
recently  commenced  by  Mr.  Bion,  is  attended  by  an  equal  number  of  scholars.  I 
regret  to  say  that  this  last  school  ought  to  be  closed  on  account  of  the  illness  of  the 
teacher  who  can  no  longer  fulfil  his  duties,  but  in  justice  to  him,  I ought  to  say  that 
for  thirty  years  Mr.  Bion  has  conducted  his  school  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  interested. 

The  Ladies  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  the  Sisters  of  Charity,  including  a class  of 
day  scholars  at  the  Congregation  of  Notre-Bame,  successfully  teach  over  one  thousand 
little  girls. 

Among  the  number  of  independent  schools  in  this  city,  I ought  to  mention  Mr. 
Gauvin’s  commercial  school  and  Mr.  Lafrance’s  academy  in  St.  John’s  Suburbs  ; these 
two  institutions  attended  by  a great  number  of  scholars  afford  excellent  results. 

Beauport. — This  municipality  has  a mixed  model  school  and  three  elementary 
schools.  The  students  of  the  model,  under  Mr.  Ferland,  make  rapid  progress.  The 
elementary  school  of  district  No.  5,  under  Miss  Vallee,  continues  to  do  well. 

Charlesbourg. — The  boys’  model  school,  that  conducted  by  Miss  Sinott  and  the 
schools  Nos.  3 and  4 succeed  very  well.  Nos.  5 and  6 are  indifferent. 


St.  Dunstan  ( Lake  Beauport). — There  is  one  Protestant  school  in  this  district 
in  which  there  is  sensible  progress.  The  Catholic  school  was  not  in  operation  at  the 
time  of  my  visit. 

St.  Ambroise. — This  parish  has  ten  schools.  Those  in  districts  Nos.  7,  9 and  10 
are  carried  on  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

St.  Gabriel  de  Valcartier. — Has  three  Protestant  schools  well  kept.  I wish  I 
was  in  a position  to  say  as  much  for  St.  Gabriel  West,  which  has  not  yet  any  school 
in  operation,  although  the  greater  part  of  the  rate  payers  are  Catholic. 

Stoneham. — The  Protestant  school  was  shut  at  the  time  of  my  visit  on  account 
of  the  recent  death  of  the  teacher.  A difficulty  between  the  commissioners  and  the 
teacher  of  the  Catholic  school  has  reduced  the  attendance  of  pupils  to  seven. 

Ancienne  Lorette.— There  are  six  schools  in  this  municipality  on  a good  footing. 

St.  Foye. — This  parish  has  a model  school  ably  conducted  by  Mr.  Letourneau, 
and  a good  elementary  school  situated  on  the  roai  to  Cap  Rouge. 

St.  Colomb. — There  are  six  schools  in  this  municipality.  All  are  well  managed 
especially  Mr.  O’Regan’s. 

St.  Each  North. — Has  one  model  school  for  boys  and  one  for  girls.  They  are 
irregularly  attended  and  the  progress  is  hardly  perceptible. 

St.  Eoch  South. — The  Nuns  have  about  600  girls  under-  their  care.  The  boys’ 
school  under  two  teachers  is  good.  An  elementary  school,  under  Mr.  Dussault,  has 
a good  number  of  scholars,  wJaose  progress  is  satisfactory. 

St.  Michel  de  Beauport. — The  only  school  of  this  municipality  is  taught  by  a 
respectable  old  man,  who  gives  satisfaction  to  every  one  on  account  of  the  progress 
in  his  school. 

Cap  Eouge. — The  model  school  of  Cap  Rouge  is  under  Mr.  Retellier,  whoso  zeal 
and  ability  are  ver^  marked. 

Chateau  Eicher. — There  are  four  schools  in  this  municipality,  of  which  two  are 
model ; all  are  well  kept. 

Ste.  Anne. — This  parish  sustains  two  elementary  schools.  Through  want  of 
application  the  pupils  have  made  little  progress,  although  the  teachers  are  very 
zealous. 

St.  Joachim. — Has  two  good  elementary  schools,  especially  No.  1. 

St.  Tite  des  Caps. — Notwithstanding  the  poverty  of  its  inhabitants — supports 
one  good  school,  attended  by  thirty  young  girls. 

St.  Flreol. — The  school  near  the  church  is  the  only  one  under  control  which  is 
in  operation. 

N Ange-Gardien. — Has  three  good  elementary  schools. 

Laval. — The  English  Catholic  school  near  the  church  is  the  only  one  in  opera- 
tion. The  progress  in  it  is  satisfactory. 

Nile  Laval. — There  is  here  one  French  school,  which  is  not  sustained  on 
account  of  the  poverty  of  the  inhabitants  and  their  apathy  in  regard  to  educational 
matters. 

St.  Laurent. — This  municipality  has  three  good  schools.  The  scholars  of  the 
model  schools  advance  rapidly,  under  the  able  instruction  of  M.  Lapierre. 

St.  John. — Three  schools  are  in  operation  in  St.  John.  The  model  school,  under 
Mr.  Simard,  has  77  scholars,  whose  progress  is  entirely  satisfactory.  The  two 
elementary  schools  are  well  conducted. 
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St.  Francois. — The  two  schools  here  are  carried  on  very  well.  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  parents  take  so  little  trouble  to  send  their  children  to  school 
regularly. 

Ste.  Famille. — The  convent  gives  instruction  to  about  fifty  pupils.  Their  pro- 
gress is  remarkable.  The  model  school,  under  Mr.  Fremont,  has  60  pupils,  whose 
success  is  not  less  satisfactory. 

St.  Pierre. — Of  three  good  elementary  schools,  that  of  No.  2,  under  Miss 
Leroux,  deserves  particular  mention. 

Grondines  No.  1. — This  municipality  has  four  elementary  schools  tolerably 
well  managed. 

Grondines  No.  2. — There  is  only  one  model  school.  It  is  under  Mr.  St.  Hilaire* 
and  the  90  scholars  attending  it  give  entire  satisfaction. 

St.  Casimir. — This  parish  has  four  elementary  schools.  Unfortunately  the’ 
difficulties  connected  with  the  building  of  school-houses  are  detrimental  to  the  proper 
working  of  these  institutions. 

Descliambault. — There  are  in  this  parish,  a convent,  a model  school  and  four 
elementary  schools.  These  several  institutions  are  attended  by  540  pupils.  With 
the  exception  of  the  school  of  district  No.  5,  in  which  I could  not  observe  any 
improvement,  all  are  on  good  footing. 

St.  Alban. — Four  good  elementary  schools  under  efficient  teachers,  who  are  badly 
remunerated. 

N.  D.  de  Portneuj. — This  parish  has  three  schools,  one  a model  school,  ably 
conducted  by  Mr.  Legendre.  Of  the  two  elementary  schools  No.  2 seem§  indifferent. 
There  is  one  dissentient  school  at  Portneuf. 

Cap  SanU. — This  parish  has  not  more  than  three  schools  under  control.  They 
are  well  managed  and  well  attended.  I certainly  must  praise  that  kept  by  Mr. 

Page. 

St.  Bazile. — The  four  schools  of  this  district  are  carried  on  very  well,  notwith- 
standing the  efforts  of  ill  intentioned  persons  to  impede  the  collection  of  the  school 
taxes. 

St.  Baymond. — The  Catholics  of  this  municipality  sustain  four  prosperous  schools. 
The  Protestants  have  three  schools,  of  which  only  one,  kept  by  Mrs.  Henry,  gives 
good  results. 

Ste.  Catherine. — This  municipality  has  only  two  schools,  one  English  and  one 
French. 

j Ecureuils. — There  is  only  one  model  school  in  this  parish.  It  is  attended  by  115 
children,  who  make  some  progress.  The  school  house  is  too  small. 

Pointe-aux-Trembles. — The  convent,  the  model  school  and  the  four  elemen- 
tary schools  of  this  municipality  are  carried  on  in  a very  satisfactory  manner. 

St.  Augustin. — This  municipality  has  four  elementary  schools.  Those  of  Nos.  % 
and  3 are  very  well  managed.  No.  1 school  is  very  deficient. 
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28.— EXTRACT  FROM  THE  REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  PLEES. 

DISSENTIENT  SCHOOLS  OF  QUEBEC. 

I have  the  honor  to  transmit  my  second  report,  for  the  year  1867  respecting 
the  schools  in  my  district. 

St.  Louis  Ward.  District  No.  1.— This  school  is  ably  conducted  by  Mr.  Emslie 
it  has  57  scholars  and  gives  satisfactory  results.  Writing,  dictation,  arithmetic  and 
geography  are  his  particular  care. 

District  school  No.  2 in  the  same  ward  is  conducted  by  Miss  Geggie,  who 
successfully  teaches  32  scholars,  for  the  greater  part  girls. 

School  No.  1 Champlain  ward  is  taught  by  Mr.  Ferguson. — 34  pupils,  nearly 
■all  boys,  were  present,  at  the  time  of  my  visit.  Progress  satisfactory.  I regret  to 
say  that  school  No.  2,  of  the  same  ward,  on  account  of  the  protracted  illness  of  its 
teacher,  Miss  Lloyd,  gives  indifferent  results. 

St.  Roch-North. — There  are  thirty-five  scholars  enrolled  in  this  school.  Mr.  C. 
Smith  teaches  it  successfully,  although  the  attendance  at  the  school  is  irregular. 

The  dissentient  school  of  St.  Roch  South  has  23  scholars.  Miss  Dupont,  the 
teacher,  does  not  obtain  the  success,  which  her  well  known  zeal  deserves  on  account 

of  the  short  time  during  which  the  pupils  attend  school.

St.  Colomba  de  Sillery. — Miss  Sturrock  teaches  30  scholars.  On  the  whole  I 
notice  satisfactory  progress  in  this  school. 

Ste.  Foye  and  Banlieue . — This  municipality  has  a dissentient  school  under  Mr. 
McMurray.  There  are  51  scholars,  whose  progress  reflects  credit  upon  the  teacher.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

LAYAL  NOKMAL  SCHOOL. 


Quebec,  16th  February,  1869. 

To  the  Minister  of  Public  Instruction, 

Sib, 

I have  the  honor  to  forward  you  the  present  report  of  the  Laval  Normal  School 
for  the  scholastic  year  1867-1868,  the  first  passed  under  my  administration, 

For  clearness,  I shall  divide  the  report  into  sections,  indicating  under  its 
proper  heading  each  of  the  points  on  which  I consider  it  necessary  to  touch, 

1.  Number  of  scholars. — The  number  of  scholars  at  the  Normal  School  has 
reached  one  hundred  and  eighty  two : of  these  49  are  in  the  department  for  male 
teachers,  and  seventy-three  in  that  of  the  female  teachers.  This  statement  shows 
an  increase  of  twenty-one  over  the  preceding  year,  vi z : six  in  the  male  teachers* 
department,  and  fifteen  in  the  female  teachers’.  The  model  schools  have  sent  out 
five  hundred  and  twenty-nine  scholars : one  hundred  and  fifty-three  boys,  and  three 
hundred  and  seventy-six  girls. 

2.  Diplomas. — Fifty-nine  diplomas  in  all  were  granted  up  to  the  month  of  July 
last : twenty  to  school  masters,  of  which  three  were  for  academies,  nine  for  model 
schools  and  eight  for  elementary  schools ; thirty-nine  to  school  mistresses,  of  which 
twenty-one  were  for  model  schools  and  eighteen  for  elementary  schools. 

3.  Prize  of  H.  R.  H.  the  Prince  of  Wales. — The  prize  of  H.  R.  H.  the  Prince  of 
Wales  was  equally  divided  between  two  scholars  studying  to  be  teachers : Mr. 
Charles  Chartre  and  Mr.  Joseph  Rouleau,  on  account  of  their  equal  merit. 

In  point  of  absolute  merit,  Miss  Caroline  Trepanier,  also  an  intending  teacher, 
might  also  have  pretended  to  the  same  honor;  but  it  was  necessary  to  take  into 
consideration  the  relative  superiority  of  Messrs.  Chartre  and  Rouleau. 

4.  Studies. — As  the  course  of  study  is  limited  to  two  years,  and  there  are  nu- 
merous branches  of  instruction,  I have  considered  it  my  duty  to  devote  special  at- 
tention to  the  distribution  of  subjects  and  to  the  time  to  be  employed  on  each  of 
them,  regard  being  had  to  its  relative  importance.  French,  arithmetic,  geography, 
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book-keeping,  &c.,  appear  to  me  to  be  first  in  importance  and  we  have  been  enabled 
to  devote  to  them  a portion  of  the  time,  not  absolute  by  required  for  drawing,  natural 
history,  &c. 

The  coarse  of  agriculture  has  not  been  neglected.  I am  happy  to  inform  you 
that  Mr.  Philippe  Landry  has  been  kind  enough  to  teach  this  important  subject 
gratuitously,  during  two  terms  to  students  intending  to  become  school  masters. 

5.  Military  Exercises , Gymnastics , Fencing. — Military  exercises  are  regularly  at- 
tended to,  under  the  management  of  professor  N.  Thibault. 

Many  students,  availing  themselves  of  the  advantages  which  the  Government 
has  properly  extended  to  young  Canadians,  have  already  commenced,  now  that 
the  scholastic  year  is  ended,  to  attend  the  military  school.  They  spend  in  this  study 
the  leisure  of  their  vacation,  and  thus  furnish  their  confreres  with  the  powerful 
encouragement  of  example.  In  addition  to  the  general  necessity  there  exists  of 
maintaining  a just  equipoise  between  mental  and  bodily  exertion,  many  special 
reasons  have  induced  me  to  pay  serious  attention  to  the  latter  class.  Most  of  our 
scholars  come  from  the  country  at  an  age  when  there  is  need  .of  exercise  ; they  are 
already  more  or  less  accustomed  to  labors  favoring  bodily  development,  their  apart- 
ments are  very  small,  and  outside  them,  neither  in  the  city  nor  out  of  it,  have  they 
the  enjoyment  of  any  large  piece  of  ground.  Prom  this  state  of  things  many  serious 
results  arise,  which  have  been  already  pointed  out  by  His  Lordship  the  Bishop  of 
Bimouski  in  a report  but  lately  printed. 

To  ward  off  these  grave  inconveniences,  and  to  supply  as  much  as  possible  our 
wants,  I have  introduced  fencing  and  gymnastics.  Exercices  in  them  go  on  regu- 
larly under  the  superintendence  of  two  skilful  masters. 

As  the  Government  has,  however,  authorized  no  expenditure  for  this  purpose, 
the  students  and  myself  have  subscribed  the  sum  required  for  the  erection  of  a 
gymnasium,  the  purchase  of  arms  and  the  salaries  of  the  teachers. 

6.  Premises. — It  is  known,  indeed  I have  alluded  to  it  above,  that  the  premises 
devoted  to  the  Normal  School  are  very  small,  taking  into  consideration  the  number 
of  students.  The  same  remark  applies  to  the  model  school. 

Above  all  the  dormitories,  both  in  the  male  and  female  departments,  are 
insufficient.  At  the  present  time  we  are  unable  to  receive  the  new  scholars  who 
daily  present  themselves. 

7.  Sanitary  condition. — This  has  been  in  general  satisfactory  in  spite  of  the 
circumstances  which  I have  stated.  There  have  been  few  serious  maladies,  if  any. 
Two  female  pupils,  it  is  true,  have  died  since  the  begunning  of  the  scholastic  year  ; 
but  they  undoubtedly  brought  with  themselves  to  us  the  disease  to  which  they  fell 
victims. 

This,  Sir,  is  the  principal  information  that  I consider  it  my  duty  to  commu- 
nicate to  you.

SLB-COMMITTEE  OF  THE  HOARD  OF  ARTS  AND  MANUFACTURES 


FOR  LOWER  CANADA. 


1867. 


The  Sub-Committee  of  the  Board  of  Arts  and  Manufactures  for  Lower  Canada, 
now  the  Province  of  Quebec,  have  the  honor  to  report  for  the  information  of 
members,  that  shortly  after  the  last  annual  meeting,  the  balance  of  the  articles 
collected  by  the  Committee  for  the  Paris  Exhibition,  were  forwarded  to  their 
destination.  One  hundred  and  six  exhibitors  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity 
afforded  them  for  exhibiting  their  manufactures  in  Paris.  According  to  the  list  of 
awards  made  up  to  the  1st  of  July,  at  which  time  the  lists  were  not  finally  closed, 
thirty  awards  had  been  made  to  the  above  number  of  exhibitors,  namely  : four  silver 
and  eight  bronze  medals  ; eighteen  received  honorable  mention. 

In  addition  to  the  grant  of  $4000  placed  at  the  disposal  of  this  Board  for  the 
purchase  of  manufactures  for  the  exhibition,  a further  sum  of  $1000,  an  unexpended 
balance  of  the  grant  to  the  Board  of  Agriculture  for  Lower  Canada,  was  also  placed 
at  their  disposal  for  the  same  purpose.  This  sum,  as  well  as  the  original  grant, 
has  all  been  expended,  with  the  exception  of  a small  balance,  in  the  purchase  of 
manufactures. 

Classes  in  connection  with  the  Mechanics  Institute  of  Montreal  and  the  Institut 
des  Artisans  Canadiens  of  the  same  place,  were  organized  and  conducted  during  the 
winter  of  1866-67.  They  were  examined  by  a special  Committee  of  the  Board,  who 
reported  that  in  the  former  there  were  133  pupils  with  an  average  attendance  of  64. 
The  following  branches  were  taught : — Arithmetic,  writing,  algebra,  dictation,  book- 
keeping, mathematics  and  architectural  and  mechanical  drawing.  In  the  latter 
there  were  75  pupils  with  an  average  attendance  of  40.  The  following  branches 
were  taught : English  and  French  grammar,  English  translation,  writing,  arithmetic, 
book-keeping  and  lineal  drawing.  In  consequence  of  the  favorable  report  of  the 
Committee  the  sum  of  $100  to  each  institute  was  appropriated  for  their  aid  by  the 
Sub-Committee . 

Your  Sub-Committee,  in  the  month  of  June  last,  entered  into  negotiations  with 
the  creditors  of  the  McNevin  estate  for  the  discharge  of  the  contractors’  claim  upon 
the  exhibition  building.  After  a conference  they  agreed  to  accept  the  sum  of  $2000 
in  full  settlement  for  their  claim  of  $6275.04,  if  no  greater  amount  could  be  obtained 
from  the  Government.  A deputation  from  the  Sub-Committee  by  appointment  then 
waited  upon  the  mem  bers  of  G overnment  in  Ottawa.  After  negotia  tions  the  Govern- 
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ment  allowed  the  sum  of  $2000  as  compensation  for  the  military  occupation  of  the 
exhibition  building,  from  the  date  of  last  settlement  up  to  the  1st  July  next  or  until 
the  new  City  Drill  Hall  now  being  erected  shall  be  completed.  This  amount  has 
been  received  from  Government  and  paid  to  A.  B.  Stewart,  esquire,  official  assignee 
to  the  McNevin  estate,  who  has  granted  a discharge  of  the  mortgage,  which  has  been 
duly  registered.  The  Sub-Committee  congratulate  the  Board  on  the  removal  of  this 
obstacle  which  for  so  many  years  has  been  a source  of  great  anxiety  to  the  members 
of  the  Board  and  the  means  of  preventing  the  accomplishment  of  the  important  ob- 
jects for  which  the  board  was  instituted.  The  City  of  Quebec  having  failed  to  make 
the  required  appropriation  of  $4000  in  aid  of  the  Provincial  Exhibition  which  should 
have  been  held  in  that  city  in  1867,  the  council  of  the  agricultural  association 
resolved  to  postpone  it  until  this  year,  1868.  A proposition  has  been  made  to -have 
a grand  agricultural  and  industrial  exhibition  for  the  whole  Dominion  of  Canada 
during  1868.  This  subject  was  brought  under  the  consideration  of  the  agricultural 
association  for  Ontario,  during  the  Provincial  Exhibition  held  in  Kingston  in 
September,  but  as  yet  no  action  has  been  taken  in  the  matter. 

Your  Sub-Committee  report  that  during  the  past  year  76  volumes  of  specifications 
and  patent  drawings  have  been  added  to  the  Free  Library  of  reference.  Your  Sub- 
Committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  position  which  the  Board  will  occupy 
under  the  constitutionnal  changes  made  in  the  government  of  the  country,  which, 
change  places  it  under  the  control  of  the  Local  Government  of  the  Province  of 
Quebec.  A letter  has  been  addressed  to  the  Hon.  P.  J.  O.  Chauveau  on  the  subject,- 
the  receipt  of  which  has  been  acknowledged ; but  no  definite  action  has  yet  been 
taken. 

Your  Sub-Committee  would  recommend  to  their  successors  in  office  that  this 
matter  receive  their  early  attention.  Your  Sub-Committee  confidently  anticipate 
that  the  action  of  the  Government  will  be  such  as  will  effectually  promote  the  edu- 
cation of  the  youth  of  this  Province  in  the  industrial  arts  and  manufactures. 

The  treasurer’s  report  is  herewith  submitted,  all  of  which  is  nevertheless 
respectfully  submitted.

Your  Sub-Committee  have  the  honor  to  report  for  the  information  of  the  Board* 
that  at  the  least  annual  meeting  the  Institut  des  Artisans  Canadiens  were  not  repre- 
sented, they  having  failed  to  elect  delegates.  Subsequently  a certificate  duly  sworn 
to,  containing  a list  of  the  members  and  appointing  four  delegates  to  represent  that 
Institut  in  the  Board,  was  received  by  the  Sub-Comittee  and  laid  before  the  Board  at 
the  quarterly  meeting  held  on  the  7th  of  April,  when  the  delegates  were  received 
as  members  of  the  Board,  and  as  it  was  deemed  advisable  that  the  Institut  des 
Artisans  Canadiens  should  be  represented  on  the  Sub-Committee,  the  secretary  and 
treasurer  resigned  their  seats  on  the  Committee  and  two  of  the  delegates  from  the 
Institut  des  Artisans  Canadiens  were  elected  to  fill  their  place. 

Shortly  after  the  last  annual  meeting  a grant  of  $3000  for  eighteen  months  was 
made  by  the  Quebec  Government  in  aid  of  the  Board.  Of  that  sum  $2000  has  been 
received  by  the  treasurer. 

In  the  month  of  April  last  an  application  was  made  by  the  Art  Association  of 
Montreal  for  a grant  of  money  from  the  Board  in  aid  of  a school  of  design  which 
. was  being  established,  in  connection  with  that  association  ; and  in  the  month  of 
October  an  application  was  made  by  Dr.  J.  Baker  Edwards  for  the  apparatus  and 
instruments  required  for  fitting  up  a laboratory  suitable  for  a class  of  instruction  in 
practical  chemistry.  Your  Sub-Committee  though  desirous  to  encourage  classes  for 
design  and  chemistry,  beleiving  them  to  be  of  great  importance  in  advancing  our 
mechanical  and  manufacturing  interests,  have  deferred  action  on  either  of  these  appli- 
cations in  the  expectation  that  they  may  be  able  to  carry  out  a plan,  which  they 
have  had  before  them  for  some  time  of  fitting  up  a portion  of  the  Exhibition 
Building  for  a school  of  design  and  providing  rooms  suitable  for  a class  in  chemistry 
and  the  classes  which  are  at  present  held  in  connectien  with  the  Mechanics  Institute 
of  Montreal  and  the  Institut  des  Artisans  Canadiens. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  to  their  successors  in  office,  should  this  plan 
be  carried  out,  that  schools  of  design  or  classes  should  be  organized  and  conducted 
under  the  immediate  control  of  the  Board  and  that  the  members  of  the  Mechanics’ 
Institute  and  Art  Association  affiliated  with  the  Board  should  receive  instruction 
in  the  classes  on  such  conditions  as  may  be  determined  upon. 
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During  the  winter  of  1867-68  a class  for  architectural  and  geometrical  drawing 
was  conducted  by  the  Mechanics’  Institute  of  Montreal.  At  the  close  of  the  season 
the  class  was  examined  by  a Committee  who  expressed  themselves  highly  satisfied 
with  the  progress  which  had  been  made.  A class  for  elementary  instruction  was 
conducted  during  the  same  season  in  connection  with  the  “ Institut  des  Artisans  Ca- 
nadiens,” which  was  also  examined  by  a Committee  who  reported  favorably.  The 
Sub-Committee  made  a grant  of  $100  to  each  institute  in  aid  of  these  classes. 

During  the  present  season  a class  for  mechanical  drawing  has  been  organized  by 
the  Mechanics’  Institute,  and  a large  class  for  elementary  instruction  has  been  opened 
by  the  “ Institut  des  Artisans  Canadiens.”  The  latter  has  been  examined  by  a Com- 
mittee who  report  an  attendance  of  over  70  pupils.  During  the  past  year  98  volumes 
have  been  added  to  the  free  library  of  reference,  which  now  contains  1554  volumes, 
open  for  reference  to  the  public  daily. 

Early  in  March,  your  Sub-Committee  were  invited  by  the  Council  of  the  Agricul- 
tural Association  to  aid  in  the  preparations  for  the  Provincial  Exhibition  to  be  held 
in  the  month  of  September  following,  and  especially  to  prepare  a prize  list  for  the 
industrial  department,  an  invitation  which  your  Sub-Committee  conceived  it  to  be 
their  duty  to  accept.  The  prize  list  for  the  industrial  department  was  accordingly 
prepared  early  in  May,  and  a new  basis  ot  awards  adopted,  which  was  attended  with 
the  most  satisfactory  results. 

Your  Sub-Committee  are  gratified  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  industrial  depart- 
ment of  the  Exhibition  was  in  every  way  a success  and  demonstrated  beyond  what 
your  Sub-Committee  could  have  anticipated  the  rapid  strides  of  improvement  made 
in  the  arts  and  manufactures  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  within  the  last  few  years. 
Several  new  branches  of  manufacture  were  exhibited,  and  all  the  articles  were  of 
the  finest  description,  entailing  upon  the  gentlemen  who  had  undertaken  the  office 
of  judges  great  care  and  consideration  in  the  discharge  of  the  important  and  some- 
what unpleasant  duty  they  had  assumed. 

Your  Sub-Committee  were  pleased  to  have  the  department  under  their  arrange- 
ment visited  by  Sir  Narcisse  Eortunat  Belleau,  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the 
Province,  and  they  heard  with  satisfaction,  the  expressions  of  admiration  which 
were  made  by  Sir  hTarcisse  and  the  members  of  his  Cabinet,  who  accompanied  him 
in  his  tour  of  inspection,  and  trust  that  the  Local  Government  will,  at  its  next 
Session,  place  this  Board  on  such  a footing  as  will  give  it  the  complete  control  in 
future  of  all  Industrial  Exhibitions,  as  no  portion  of  the  profits  of  the  Exhibition 
enters  the  coffers  of  this  Board  and  the  sphere  of  its  operations  is  tramelled  by 
the  want  of  funds,  which  might  thus  be  provided  for  it. 

Your  Sub-Committee  while  on  this  subject  would  strongly  recommend  that  in 
future  the  prize  list  be  prepared  in  time  to  allow  manufacturers  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  slack  period  during  the  winter  months  to  prepare  articles  for  exhibition, 
instead  of  leaving  it  until  the  month  of  May,  a time  when  manufacturers  are  gene- 
rally speaking  very  much  pressed  for  time. 

Your  Sub-Committee  received  invitations  during  the  winter  to  attend  lectures 
before  the  Institut  des  Artisans  Canadiens  of  Montreal.  Some  of  the  members  were 
able  to  be  present  and  were  much  pleased  with  the  attendance  and  attention  shown 
by  the  members  of  the  society. 

They  believe  that  a course  of  instruction  and  popular  lectures  for  the  working 
man  when  well  attended  must  be  productive  of  great  good. 

It  appears  to  your  Sub-Committee  that  the  time  has  arrived  when  a vigorous 
effort  should  be  made  to  carry  into  effect  the  great  objects  for  which  the  Board  was 
first  organized  ; especially  since  the  contractors’  claim  on  the  Exhibition  Building 
has  been  settled  and  the  incumbrances  removed  that  tor  so  many  years  paralyzed  the 
action  of  the  Board. 

The  want  of  a school  of  design  is  sensibly  felt,  and  it  is  of  prime  importance  to 
the  manufacturing  interests  of  the  country  that  one  should  be  established.  Large 
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sums  of  public  money  are  now  expended  in  superior  education,  and  your  Sub- 
Committee  express  the  hope  that  the  Government  will  appreciate  the  necessity  of 
fostering  in  every  legitimate  way  the  growth  of  institutions  calculated  to  promote 
the  diffusion  of  technical  education,  which  has  so  direct  a bearing  upon  the  practical 
development  of  the  industrial  resources  of  the  Province. 

With  this  view  it  is  desirable  that  a larger  grant  should  be  made  to  the  Board, 
and  your  Sub-Committee  recommend  their  successors  be  requested  to  press  the  matter 
upon  the  attention  of  the  Government  and  to  obtain,  if  possible,  the  means  to  found 
a school  of  design  and  to  organise  classes  where  technical  education  can  be  afforded 
to  those  who  may  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege. 

The  experience  of  other  countries  serves  to  show  the  great  value  to  be  derived 
by  the  community  from  the  encourgement  given  to  institutions  of  this  character, 
and  their  establishment  here  cannot  fail  to  have  equally  beneficial  results. 

The  treasurer’s  statement  for  the  past  year  is  herewith  submitted.
